'557- Queen Elifabeth was beheaded upon the 
Tower Hill in the year 1572, and the 
fourteenth of her Reign. He was a 
Prince of a very moderate Difpofition 
and moral good Life, tho' not a little 
infefted with Herefy by reafon of his 
Education in his Aunt the Duchefle of 
Richmond's houfe, which was a receptacle 
and harbor of pernicious Perfons tainted 
in that kind, and in particular of the 
Infamous Apoftat John Bale, as alfo of 
John Fox, the Author of that peftilent

His Mother was the Lady Mary Fitz- 
alien younger Daughter and Heire of 
Henry Fitzallen the laft Earl of Arun- 
del of that name, who died in her Child- 
bed of him being not then full 1 7 years 
of age, to the incredible grief of the 
Earl her Father, the Duke her hufband, 
and all their friends (he being of fo 
fweet and amiable Difpofition, fo prudent, 
pious, vertuous and religious, that all 
who knew her could not but love and 
efteem her much, and confequently 
lament the lofs of her.

He was baptif 'd a few days after his 
Birth in the Chappel of the S^ueerCs 
Pallace of Whitehall with great Solem- 
nity, the King^ S^ueeriy and all the 
Principal Perfons of the Court being 
there prefent. The Ceremony was per- 
formed by that worthy Prelat Dodor 
Nicolas Heath then Archbifhop of Tork 
and Chancellor of the Kingdome, in a 
font of Gold made of purpofe and kept 
in the Treafury only for the Chriften- 
ing of the Children of the Princes of 
the Realm. His Godfathers were the 
King Philippe himfelf of whom he re- 
ceiv'd his Name, and it was the laft 
publick Act the King did before his 
going to the befieging and taking of 
Saint Quintin in France, for that very 
day he departed thitherward, and never 
after returned to this Kingdome. The 
other was his Grandfather the Earl of 
Arundely to whom afterwards for want of 
Iflue male he did fucceed in that Title 
and Eftate. And the old Duchefle of 
Norfolk his Great-grandmother was the 
Godmother. 

After 
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After the death of his Mother the 
Duke his Father married M" Margaret 
Audleyy the fole Daughter and Heir of 
Sir Thomas Audley of Walden in EJfex 
Knight and Baronite, who had been 
L** Chancellor in the Time of King 
Henry the Eighty and by her he had two 
Sons, the Lord Thomas Howard^ who 
after was created Earl of Suffolk by 
King James. And the Lord William 
Howard who is yet living. And one 
, Daughter, the Lady Margaret who was 
married to M"" Robert Sackvil Son and 
Heir to the then Lord Buckhurjiy and 
after Earl of Dorjety and Treafurer of 
the Realm. 

The Duke after the death of his fecond 
Wife married the third time the Lady 
Dacres Daughter of Sir James Labourn 
a Knight of Lancafliire, and Widow to 
the Lord Dacres of y* North. And fhe 
having one Son, and three Daughters, 
the Duke intended to have married his 
Daughter the Lady Margaret to that 
Son ; and his three Sons after the Death 
of that yong Lord Dacres (who was flain 

cafually 
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cafually at Hhetford by the fall of a 
vaulting Hors upon him) to her three 
Daughters. As in effedl the Earl of 
Surrey his eldeil was to Ann her eldeft, 
and the Lord William to Elizabeth y« 
youngeft.

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CHAPTER IL 

His Childhood and Education, 

1569* I N£ED not here exprefs the great care 
the Duke his Father had of him during 
his Infancy and Childhood, as being his 
Eldeft Son, and Heir both of his own 
Houfe, and that of his Grandfather the 
Earl of Arundel. It will be fufficient to 
fignify how he appointed a grave and 
ancient Gentlewoman to have the over- 
feeing and looking to him during his 
Infancy, and fome others to teach him 
the firft Rudiments of Learning until he 
came to be of fufficient Capacity for 
further teaching, the which in him was 
fooner than ordinary by reafon of his 

natural 
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natural Vivacity and Forwardnefs of »569- 
Wit. 

For that purpofe and for his better 
Education, the 'Duke made choice of 
M' Gregory Martin Fellow at that time 
of S' John's College in Oxford^ a man 
of great Learning and Knowledge efpe- 
cially in the Greek and Hebrew tongues, 
and of extraordinary Modefty and Mo- 
deration in his Behaviour. But he being 
wholy Catholick in his judgment and 
afFeftion, either could not, or would not 
ftay with him after that the Duke in time 
of his troubles had given order that cer- 
tain forward Minifters fliould preach unto 
his Houfhold and Family, and that all 
therein fhould frequent Service, Sermons, 
and the like: and either then or foon 
after he refolv'd to become Catholick 
and go beyond Seas, where he was after- 
wards made Prieft, writ divers learned 
Books in defence of Catholick Religion, 
lived very vertuoufly and died happily. 
The Earl during that time he had the 
charge of him profited much in his 
learning, and by that he then faw in him,

His going to Court, and the Hurt 
he received by it. 



'575- About the eighteenth year of his age 
he went to Court, where he was drawn 
into many great inconveniences : as firft

after his Converfion he fhew'd much Sor- 
row, and in part of Satisfaftion, as him- 
felf fignify'd in a Letter out of the Tower 
to Father Robert Southwell of the So- 
ciety of JeJuSy who then liv'd with his 
Lady, and afterwards was a glorious 
Martirr, intended at his going out to have 
diftributed to the Poor all the Money 
which could have been made of fuch 

Rings, 
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Rings, Jewels, and other Tokens, which 
had been given, fent, or prefented to 
him by any Perfons of evil condition. 
And fo free was he ever after from fuch 
Faults, that he could, and upon a juft 
occafion did proteft in another Letter to 
y* fame Father, that after he became a 
member of the Holy Catholick Church 
he never was once guilty therein. 

Secondly. Not long after his being at 
Court, he began firft to negled his Wife, 
feldome either comeing or fending to 
vifit her : and after fome time in a man- 
ner to rejedl her, by fignifying and fay- 
ing unto fome, that he knew not whether 
flie were his Wife or no, and fo wholy 
abfenting himfelf from her, as if really he 
had not fo reputed her. The occafion of 
this was, a great defire he had to give Con- 
tentment to the ^een : for having un- 
derftood by fome who had cauCd his Na- 
tivity to be calculated, that he fliou'd be 
in great danger to be overthrown by a 
Woman (the which he interpreted to be 
no other than the ^een) he endea- 
vour'd by all means to get and keep her 

favour :

'57S- favour: and becaufe he well perceived 
flie could not endure his Lady (nor in- 
deed the Wife of any one to whom fhc 
fliew'd any fpecial grace) thereupon he 
negle<5ted her in fuch manner as was 
notorious to all who knew them, and 
feem'd to call thofe doubts whether fhe 
were his Wife or no, tho' for more furc- 
nefs they had been twice married, as I 
have faid, and as Man and Wife had Iiv'd 
fome years in houie togather. But thofe 
fliews of doubt lafted not long : for foon 
after his Grandfather the Earl of Arun^ 
deVs death, which happened in the year 

1580. 1580, he came and cohabited with her 
about the three-and-twentith year of his 
age, and had two Children by her, a Son 
who now is Earl of Arundel^ and a 
Daughter who died young. And after 
his becoming Catholick he ufed her ex- 
ceeding well, was very repentant for 
his unkind and hard ufage of her, and 
often afk'd her pardon for it, as fhall 
hereafter be declared. 

Thirdly. He was induced by the bad 
counfel of fome he met with at Court, 

fet 
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fet on fecretly, as was thought, by higher 
Power, to negleft his Duty in a manner 
wholy to the Earl his Grandfather, and 
to behave himfelf in fuch manner towards 
his Aunt the Lady Lumley^ as cauf *d 
much grief to her, and much difguft to 
the Earl her Father, who much loved 
and efteem'd her as fhe well deferv'd 
for her Vertue and Difcretion, and by 
that means they both were fo averfed 
from him, that they alienated unto others 
a great part of their Eftates which other- 
wife would have come from them to him. 
If the Earl his Grandfather's Eftate had 
defcended entirely upon him, it join'd to 
his Father's and to that Part of the 
Dacres land which he poflefled in right 
of his Wife, would have made him of 
the greateft Wealth and Power without 
comparifon of any Subjeft in the Realm. 
And therefore the ^eeity or fome poli- 
tick perfons about her, fearing he might 
be too great, ufed fuch means, that by 
evil counfel he was drawn into courfes 
fo difpleafing to his Grandfather and 
Aunt, that they left him but little in 

comparifon 
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CHAPTER IV. 

The Occasions of his Conversion to 

THE CaTHOLICK FaITH. 



1581 The Inconveniences mentioned in the 
precedent Chapter were very great, into 
all which he fell by following the Court : 
But there was another far greater than 
them all, which proceeded from the fame, 
to wit; a total negled: of his duty to 
Almighty God. For during all that 
time, he was fo carry'd away with Com- 
pany, youthfuU entertainments, pleafures 
and delights, that his mind being wholy 
poflelTd with them, and other worldly 
vanities, he did fcarce fo much as think 
of God (as himfelf afterwards acknow- 
ledged) 
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ledged) or of anything concerning Reli- 
gion, or the Salvation of his Soul : until 
by the Providence of God it fo happened 
that he was prefent at the Difputation 
which was made in the Tower of London 
in the year 158 1 concerning diverfe 
points of Religion betwixt F"" Edmond 
Campion of the Society M"" Sherwin and 
fome other Priefts of the one part ; 
CharkCj Fulk^ IVhitakers and fome other 
Proteftants Minifters of the other. For 
by that he faw and heard there, he eafily 
perceiv'd on which fide the Truth, and 
true Religion was, tho* at that time, nor 
untill a year or two after, he neither did 
nor intended to embrace and follow it : 
and after he did intend it a good while 
pafled before he did execute it. For, as 
himfelf fignify'd in a letter which he 
afterwards writ in the time of his Impri- 
fonment in the Tower to F*^ Southwell^ 
he refolved to become Catholick long 
before he could refolve to live as a 
Catholick, and thereupon he defer'd the 
former until he had an intent and refo- 
lute purpofe to perform the latter. 

The 
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1581-3. The which (being aided by a fpecial 
grace of God) he made walking one day- 
alone in the Gallery of his Caftle at Arun- 
del: where after a long and great con- 
flid: within himfelf, lifting up his eies and 
hands to Heaven, he firmly refolved to 
become a member of God's Church, and 
to frame his life accordingly ; yet kept it 
fecret, neither making his Lady, nor any 
other perfon living acquainted therewith. 
Untill after fome few dayes going to Lon- 
don and meeting his Brother the Lord 
William Howard to whome he bore a 
fpecial love, he difcover'd his determi- 
nation to him tho' fomewhat covertly, 
and after he had lent him a Catholick 
book to read w«^ was written not long 
before by M^ BoSlor Allen^ he dealt fo 
efficacioufly with him, that he alfo re- 
folved to be a Catholick. 






Chap. V. 
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CHAPTER V. 

The Beginning of his Troubles. 

They having bot;h of them made this 
determination of becomeing Catholicks, 
becaufe the Times were then exceeding 
troublefome, and they did apprehend 
great danger in declareing themfelves 
for fuch within the Kingdome, therefore 
after much Confultation they refolv'd 
fecretly to leave the Land, and with 
only one Gentleman in their company 
(M^ Nicolas Walgrave) to pafs into 
Flanders and there to remain till more 
quiet times. 

His Secretary M^ John Momford who 
was already then a Catholick and ac- 
quainted 
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quainted with their Refolution, the Earl 
did fend to Hull in Torkjhire with order 
to embark himfelf from thence into fbme 
part in Flanders and there to meet him, 
or expeft his comeing: But he before 
he could get paflage there, being appre- 
hended and carry'd before the Earl of 
Huntington then Prefident of Torky could 
not perform his Lord's Command ; but 
was compeird to return to London back 
again, where he found him not yet gon, 
but makeing Preparation to receive the 
^een at Arundel Houfe upon notice 
given him that fhe intended ere long to 
come thither for her recreation. 

A very great and fumptuous Banquet 
he made her when fhe came, wherewith 
at that time fhe feem'd very well con- 
tented and gave him many thanks for 
her entertainment there : but not long 
after fhe fhew'd little gratitude for it, 
fending a Command he fhould not go any 
whither out of that houfe, but remain 
therein as Prifoner, giveing alfb Com- 
miffion to the Lord Hunjdon (who in 
former times had been the Duke his Fa- 
ther's 



L 
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therms Page and now was his great enimy) 'S«3- 
to examin him about his religion, whereof 
the S^ueen began to have him in Sufpition, 
alfo about Cardinal Allen^ and the ^een 
of Scots mother to King James. Whereto 
in all things he anfwer'd fo wife and 
warily, that the Lord had no mind 
to moleft him any more with any fuch 
Demands. 

But about a month after Sir Chrifto- 
pher HattoHy who at that time was Cap- 
tain of y* Guard fent for M' John Mom-- 
ford and aflced him diverfe dangerous 
queftions concerning the EarU y* Coun- 
teffe his Wife, and his Brother the L^ 
William^ as alfo of himfelf whether he 
were a Prieft or no. To which he an- 
fwerd that he neither knew, nor ever 
heard any hurt at all of any of thofe 
honourable perfons, and that himfelf was 
neither Prieft, nor worthy fo great a dig- 
nity. That night he was committed to 
clofe cuftody and the next day he was 
examined again upon feventeen inter- 
rogatories, in all which he ever clear'd 
himfelf, the Earl^ his Lady, and Brother 

from 
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15*3- from all Sufpitions of fuch Crimes as were 
furmifed of them. 

The day following he was examined 
the third time, and whilft he was in ex- 
amination, upon thefuddain unexpectedly , 
the ^eeriy the Earl of Leicefter and di- 
verfe others of the Council came into the 
houfe to underftand, as it feems, what he 
had confeffed. Sir Chriftopher told them 
what anfwer he had made to everything, 
but they not refting fatisfy*d therewith 
cauPd him after many threats of racking 
and other Tortures, to be fent prifoner to 
the Gateboufey where he was kept fome 
months fb clofe, that none might fpeak 
or come unto him. After which time he 
was carry'd to Whitehall^ and there again 
moft ftraitly examined by the Earl of 
Leicejiety the L^^ Hunfdony S' Francis 
Walfingham then Secretary to the ^een^ 
and fome other of the Council. Norton 
the rack mafter being prefent who falfly 
accufed him of many things, andobjeded 
great matters againft the Earl and his 
Lady affirming him to be privy to them 
all. But by his anfwers he fo cleared 

himfelf. 
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himfelf, and declared their Innocency, 'S^s- 
that within a fhort time they were all fet 
at liberty, and not long after Norton their 
accufer for fome heinous Offences was caft 
into the Tower of London where he died 
miferably. 



Chap. VL 
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CHAPTER VI. 

His Reconciliation to the Church, 
AND Change of Life. 

By occafion of thofe treubles the Earl 
had defer'd his Reconciliation to the 
Church of God, which he very earneftly 
defired : but could not put in execution 
for want of means and opportunity. So 
foon therefore as they were a little over- 
pafled, he ufed fuch diligence therein, 
that he procured a Meeting with 
Father William Wefton a very vertuous 
and religious Prieft of the Society of 
J ejus well known in England by the name 
of F' Edmonds y and much efteem'd in it 
and other Cuntries for his conftant fufFer- 

ing 
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ing of 17 years imprifonment in the '584. 
Tower of London y Wijbich and other places 
for the Profeffion of the Catholick Re- 
ligion. 

When he was firft taken, and put pri- 
foner in the Clincky the Counteffe of 
Arundel went in Difguife to vifit him, and 
offering by means of Money to procure 
his Banifhment, as was ufual in thofe 
times, his anfwer was, as fhe her felf told 
me, that he was not committed to pri- 
fon for Money, fo neither would he be 
releafed by Money, but expeft till either 
God, or they by whofe authority he was 
deprived of his Liberty fhould of their 
own accord fet hini free as he was after- 
wards at the entrance of King James^ 
who fent him with fome others into 
Banifhment wherein he ended his dayes 
at the City of Valladolid in Spain with 
opinion of great Sanftity. 

By this good man was the Earl recon- 
ciled in the year 1584, and by his means 
received fuch Comfort to his Soul as he 
never had felt before in all his life, and 
fuch good Direftions for the amending 

and 
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^sH- and ordering of his life, as afterwards 
did greatly help and farther him therein. 
For, ever after that time he lived in fuch 
manner, as that he feem'd to be chang'd 
into another man, having great Care and 
Vigilance over all his aftions, and addift- 
ing himfelf much to Piety and Devo- 
tions. For which purpofe forthwith he 
procured to have a Prieft ever with him 
in's own houfe, by whom he might fre- 
quently receive the Holy Sacrament, and 
dayly have the Comfort to be prefent at 
the Celebration of the Holy Sacrifice, 
whereto with great humility and rever- 
ence he himfelf in perfon many times 
would ferve. 
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CHAPTER VII. 

His Resolution to leave the King- 
dome, AND HIS Letter to the 

Queen. 



This fo great Change in his Manner of 
Life was foon noted and obferved by 
feme Courtiers and potent Men, who 
thereupon began mainly to fufpeft him to 
be what he was indeed, and fome who 
were his Evillwillers did intend to make 
that as a Means to work his Ruin and 
Overthrow. At left he was fo informed 
of them, and giving Credit thereunto he 
began again to think of leaving the King- 
dome and going into France^ where he 
thought he might both live more fafely, 

and 
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'585- and ferve God more quietly. Father 
Wefton did all he could to difwade him 
from that courfe, as himfelf told me 
more than once, but either his own fear, 
or fome other's men's perfuafions were 
more prevailing, he refolved to go, and 
with as much privacy, as poflibly might 
be, in fo much that he did not acquaint 
his Lady therewith, who by fome other 
means having got notice thereof did very 
earneftly defire to have gon with him. 
But becaufe fhe then was with Child of 
her Son, and for fome other Reafons, he, 
not thinking it then convenient, perfuaded 
her to ftay behind him, affureing her that 
afterwards he would take fuch Order that 
fhe fhould follow him. 

And becaufe he did think that his 
Enemies after his Departure would by 
their flanderous Reports endeavour to 
difgrace him with the People and caufe 
the S^een to have finifter Surmifes of 
him, he writ a long Letter to her which 
he left with his Sifter the Lady Margaret 
Sackvil to be delivered unto her after his 
arrival in FrancCy by which it might 

appear 
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appear both to her and all others, what 
were the true Caufes moving him to 
undertake that Refolution. The tenor 
thereof was as follows : 



1585, 



May it pleafe your Moft Excellent Majejiy. 

As the Difpleafure of a Prince is a 
heavier burden to bear, than the hard 
Conceit of a meaner and inferior Perfon : 
fo it is not lawfuU for any, and lefs con- 
venient for them to fettle an opinion of 
Miflike before either there appear fome 
caufe fufficient to procure it, or there be 
a fault committed worthy to deferve it. 
I fpeak not this, that I doubt of your 
Majefty's gratious Difpofition, or that I 
fear you will condemn me without juft 
and evident proof (for I know it agrees 
with the honour of your Eftate, and I 
can witnefs it hath been the manner of 
ypur Proceedings to know the Caufe be- 
fore you give the Cenfure and to hear 
the Matter, before you condemn the Per- 
fon) but I fpeak with humility, that I may 

receive 
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dealing at your Majefty's hands : becaufe 
as I am moft defirous to conferve your 
gratious and good opinion, fo am I moft 
earneft to remove all Impediments that 
mav hinder or withdraw the fame. And 
befides, for that many aftions at the firft 
fhew may feem rafh and unadvifed, which 
after ripe and fufficient confideration of 
the Caufe, do appear to be juft and ne- 
ceflary. I moft humbly befeech your 
Moft Excellent Majefty to vouchfafe but 
the reading of this fimple Writing, and in 
allowing me this (which is no more than 
your Majefty 's place doth require you to 
beftow upon your meaneft Subjefts, and 
the gratioufnefs of your nature hath 
alwayes moved you to grant to every 
Sutor) your Majefty fhaJl do a thing 
which is pleafing in the fight of God, 
and honourable in the eies of y« world 
you ftiall take a courfe which is worthy 
of yourfelf^and do that Juftice which 
appertaineth to your Eftate : To be ftiort, 
I doubt not by this means both your 
Majefty fliall reft fatisfy'd in feeing the 

true 
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true and full Defence of my dealing, and 
I reremain happy, being delivered from 
all fear and fufpition of your Difpleafure. 
And becaufe the courfe of my former 
Life may in fome part exprels the reafon 
of my prefent faft, I moft humbly befeech 
y^ Majety y' with favour I may put in 
remembrance how fince my firft comeing 
to the Court which is nine or lo years 
paft at the leaft, it hath been my chiefeft 
care to perform that which I thought 
might moft content you, how I have been 
alwayes ready and ever willing to do you 
that fervice, which either duty required 
at my hands, or the fmalnefs of my ability 
would permitt. 

Your Majefty beft knowcth, and for 
proof thereof I will appeal to no other 
Judge than your felf, tho' I could juftly 
call a great part of your Realm to be 
witnefs herein. And fo happy I was 
before fome years, in that it pleafed your 
Majefty to accept my fervice in gratious 
part, and to conceive a favourable opinion 
of all mine adbions, as I accounted the 
labours 1 took a comfort. I made my 

felf 
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felf a ftranger to my own hous to be a 
continual waiter upon your Ma'y, and 
liked to live in any fort at the Court, 
rather than in the beft manner at home : 
for I thought my felf happieft when I was 
neareft to your Ma^y, and my time beft 
fpent, when I beftow'd it in doing of your 
fervice. But at the laft whether the 
malice of mine Adverfaries by reafon of 
your Majefty's good countenance towards 
me, did begin to be greater than it was, 
or their credit with your Ma^ for my 
mifhap did grow to be more than in 
times paft it had been, I know not: but 
I did find by little and little your good 
opinion declined, and your favours, as I 
thought, fomewhat eftranged from me. 
I heard from time to time how your 
Ma^ took exceptiohs at many of my 
adions, and how it pleafed you dayly in 
your difcourfes to bewray an hard and 
evil opinion of me. I faw that fuch as 
evermore you hated in your heart and 
thofe which before you had not favoured, 
did winne your Ma^'^ good countenance, 
which till that time they could by no 

means 
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means obtain^ and befides that, received 
proteftion and affiftance from y Ma^ in 
all their aftions againft me, prefently 
after they had ofFer'd me wrong, and 
were become my adverfaries. 

Notwithftanding all this I knowing 
my confcience to be clear came at con- 
venient times to do my duty to your 
Ma*y, and though it pleafed you at fome 
times to talk with me, yet your Ma^ 
never charged me with the leaft fault or 
offence unto you ; and thofe adverfaries 
of mine, who did bark behind my back 
durft never accufe me, nor once open 
their mouths to my face. So that I ac- 
counted my hap very ill, that I was 
wrongfully accufed, but much worfe, 
becaufe at no time I was openly charg'd, 
whereby I might have had a juft occa- 
fion both to have fhew'd mine Innocency, 
and to have fatisfy'd your Majeftie's fuf- 
pition. For firft; feeing your Ma*y'to 
countenance my adverfaries who feek of 
purpofe to difgrace me, and that you 
would not many times in their prefence 
vouchfafe . fo much as once bend your 

eies 
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eies to the place where I ftood. Secondly* 
I finding them encouraged to mine In- 
jury diverfe wayes by y« help of your 
favour, my felf being unable to defend 
my felf any wayes by reafon of your dif- 
pleafure. Laftly. Perceiving by your 
Majefties open difgrace, which all men 
did note, and by your bitter Speech, 
which moft men did know, that I was 
generally accounted, nay that I was in a 
manner pointed at as one whome your 
Majefty did leaft favour, and moft dif- 
grace, and as a perfon whome you did 
deeply fufpeft, and efpecially miflike I 
knew this fmoke did bewray a fire, and I 
faw thofe clouds did foretell a ftorm, and 
therefore I prepared my felf with patience 
to endure whatfoever it was the Will of 
God by means of your Ma**" indignation 
to lay upon me, being affured that my 
faults towards you were none, though 
mine offences towards others were many. 
And thus having refolved my felf to en- 
dure whatfoever (hould happen : I con- 
tinued fome months in this deep difgrace 
without either knowing what was the 

ground 
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ground of your Ma^" diipleafure, or ^^^^^ 
hearing what fhould be the end of my 
own misfortune : till at laft I was called 
at your Majefties commandment before 
your Council at two feveral times, where 
many things were obje<5led againft me, 
and fome of them fuch trifles, as they 
were ridiculous, others of them could 
not be juftify'd. And yet notwithftand- 
ing that mine Innocency did fo evidently 
appear by mine anfwers, as my greateft 
Adverfaries could not reprove me of the 
fmaleft offence or undutifullnefs to your 
Majefty, I was commanded to keep my 
Houfe wherefore I faw it was refolved by 
the courfe of this dealing that how clear 
or manifeft foever mine Innocency was 
my Adverfaries fhould receive the tri- 
umph of the Vidory in having what they 
would, and I feel the difgrace of mine 
own misfortune in endureing that, which 
no way I deferved, and mine enimies to 
maintain their doing by fome colourable 
fhew, feeing they could not juflifie their 
accufations by any fufficient proof, pro- 
cured that your Ma^y fhould fend fome of 

your 
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your Council four dayes after my re- 
ftraint to examin me of new Matters, 
which were of greater weight, and ini- 
portance ; but as improbable as the 
former and I difcharged my felf, as 
clearly as of the other before mentioned, 
fo as mine Innocency did more plainly 
appear, altho' my reftraint did conti- 
nue. For, after this my laft examina- 
tion, I remained in the fame eftate fifteen 
weeks at the leaft; no man charging 
me with the leaft offence, nor my con- 
fcience being able to accufe me of the 
fmaleft fault. And at the laft, when 
either mine enimies could not for ftiame 
longer continue their unconfcionable pro- 
ceedings, or that your Ma^y was informed 
by fome of my Friends, that I had too 
long endured this puniftiment, I was re- 
ftored to my former liberty without hear- 
ing any juft caufe of your Majefties hard 
conceit, or any good colour why I was 
committed, or but y^ ftiadow of a fault 
which I might be touched with. 

Wherefore after I had efcaped fafely 
thofe ftorms and when I was clearly de- 
livered 
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Hvered from all my troubles, I began to 
call to remembrance the heavy fentence 
which had lighted upon thofe three of 
mine Anceftors, who immediately went 
before me. The firft being my great 
Grandfather, who was fo free from all 
fufpition and fhew of any fault, as be- 
caufe they had no colour of matter to 
bring him to his aniwer, they attainted 
him by A6t of Parliament, without ever 
calling him to his anfwer. The fecond 
being my Grandfather was brought to his 
tryal, and condemned for fuch trifles as 
amazed the (landers by at that time, and 
it is ridiculous at this time to hear the 
fame. Nay he was fo faultlefs in all 
refpefts as the Earl of Southampton that 
then was, being one of his greateft eni- 
mies fearing left his innocency would be 
a mean to fave his life, told Sir Chrifto- 
pher Heydon (being one of his Jury) be- 
fore hand, that tho' he faw no other 
matter weighty enough to condemn him ; 
yet it were fufficient reafon to make him 
fay guilty, for that he was an unmeet 
man to live in a Commonwealth. The

^585. laft being my Father was arraign'd ac- 
cording to the Law and condemned by 
his Peers. God forbid that I fhould 
think but that his Tryers did t;hat where- 
unto their confciences did lead them. 
And yet give me leave I moft humbly 
befeech your Ma^y to fay thus much that 
howfoever he might unwittingly or un- 
willingly be drawn into greater danger 
than himfelf did either fee or imagin : 
yet all his adiions did plainly declare and 
his greateft enimies muft of neceflity con- 
fefs, y*^ he never carry'd any difloyal 
mind to your Ma^ nor intended any un- 
dutifuU ad: to his Country. And when I 
had in this fort both fully and throughly 
confidered the fortune of thofe three 
which were paft I called to mind mine 
own danger w^*^ was prefent, and did 
think it not impoffible by the fhew of 
this rough beginning, but I might as 
well follow them in their fortune, as I . 
have fucceeded them in their place. For 
I confidering the greatnefs of mine eni- 
mies power to overthrow me ; and in the 
weaknefs of my felf, no ability to defend 

me. 
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me, I perceived in my late trouble how 
narrowly my life was fought, and how 
eafily your Ma'y was drawn into a fufpi- 
tious and hard opinion of my Anceftors, 
and by my paft dangers how mine Inno- 
cency was no fufficient warrant to proteA 
my felf. I knew my felf, and befides 
was charged by your Council to be of 
that Religion, which they accounted 
odious, and dangerous to your ftate. 
Laftly, but principally I weigh'd in what 
miierable and doubtfull cafe my foul had 
remained, if that my life had been taken, 
as it was not unlikely by former troubles : 
for I proteft the greateft burden that 
refted in my confcience at that time was 
becaufe I had not liv'd according to the 
prefcript rule of that which imdoubtedly 
I believe and affuredly prefume to be the 

truth. 

"Wherefore being fomewhat induced by 
all thefe reafons, but chiefly moved by 
this laft argument, I thought that the 
not performing of my duty towards God 
in fuch fort as I knew w** pleafe him beft, 
might be a principal occafion of my late 
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punifhment: and therefore refolved whilft 
I had oportunity to take the courfe 
which might be fure to fave my foul from 
the danger of (hipwrack altho* my body 
were fubjeft to y* peril of misfortune. 
And ever fince I followed and purfued 
this good intent of mine, tho' I per- 
ceived fomewhat more danger to mine 
eftate, yet I humbly thank God I have 
found a great deal more quietnefs in my 
mind. And in this refpeft I have juft 
occafion to efteem my paft troubles as 
my greateft felicity. For both of them 
were (tho' indiredtly) the means to lead 
me to that courfe, which ever brings per- 
feft quietnefs, and only procures eternal 
happynefe. And being refolved rather 
to endure any punifhment then willingly 
to decline from the beginning I had be- 
gun, I did bend myfelf wholy as near as I 
could to continue in the fame without any 
aft which was repugnant to my Faith and 
Profeffion. And by means hereof was 
compelled to do many things which 
might procure peril to my felf, and be 
an occafion of miflike unto your Majefty : 

for 
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for the firft day of this Parliament when 
your Ma^ with all your Nobility was 
hearing of a Sermon in the Cathedral 
Church of Weftminfter above in the 
Chancel, I was driven to walk by my 
felf below in one of the Ifles. And one 
day this laft Lent when your Ma^ was 
hearing another Sermon in y« Chappel 
at Greenwich, I was forced to ftay all 
that while in the Prefence Chamber. To 
be fhort, when your Ma^ went upon any 
Sunday or Holyday to your great Clofet, 
I was forced to ftay either in the Privy 
Chamber, and not to wait upon you at 
all, or els prefently to depart as foon as 
I had brought you to the Chappel. Thefe 
things and many more I could by no 
means efcape, but only by an open plain 
difcovery (A my felf in the eye and opi- 
nion of all men as the true caufe of my 
refufal, neither could it long be hidden, 
altho' for a while it were not generally 
noted and obferved. 

Wherefore fince I faw that of neceffity 
it muft fhortly be difcover'd, and with 
all remember'd what a watchfuU and jea- 
lous 
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lous eye was carry'd over all thofe who 
were known to be Recufants, and there- 
withall calling to mind how all their 
lodgings were continually fearched,^ and 
to how great danger they were fubjedt, 
if a Jefuit or Seminary Prieft were found 
within their houfes. I began to confider 
that either I could not ferve God in fuch 
fort as I had profeffed, or elfe I muft 
incurre the hazard of greater punifhment 
than I was willing to endure. I ftood 
refolute and unremoveable in the firft, 
tho' it were with danger of life, and 
therefore did apply my mind to devife 
what means I could for avoiding of the 
laft. Long I was debateing with my felf 
what courfe to take. For when I confi- 
der'd in what continual danger I did re- 
main here in England both by the Laws 
heretofore eftablifli'd and by a new A<9: 
lately made, I did think it the fafeft way 
to depart out of the Realm, and abide 
in fome other place, where I might live 
without danger of my confcience, without 
offence to your Majefty, without this 
fervil abjeftion to mine enimies, and 

without 
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without the day ly peril to my life. And 
yet I was drawn by fuch forcible perfua- 
fions to be of another opinion, as I could 
not eafily refolve on which part to ground 
and fettle my determination. For on 
the one fide my native Country, my 
Friends, my Wife and Kinsfolkes did 
invite me to ftay : on y* other fide, the 
misfortune of my houfe, the power of 
my adverfaries, the remembrance of my 
former troubles, and the knowledge of 
my prefent danger did haften me to go. 
And in the end I found no middle courfe, 
but either I muft venture to live in ex- 
treme poverty abroad, or to be fure to 
remain in continual danger at home. I 
regarded more the hazard of my life, 
wherein flood the peril of my Eftate, and 
I rather fought the prefervation of my 
life, than the profit of my living. Where- 
fore after I had weigh'd as many dangers 
as I could remember, and was periwaded 
that to depart the Realm was the fafeft 
way I could take, I did refolve to take 
the benefit of a happy wind to avoid the 
violence of a bitter ftorm, and knowing 

that 
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that the dealing of thofe who go beyond 
feas tho' their intent be never fo good 
and dutiful!, were yet evil thought of: I 
prefumed to write this Letter to your 
Ma^y, and in it to declare the true caufes 
and reafons of my departure, both to 
remove all occafions of doubt and fiifpi- 
tion from your Ma^, which otherwife 
this fuddain departure of mine might 
procure. And alfo to fettle as much as 
lyeth in me your good and gratious 
opinion of me, which as I have been 
moft defireous to enjoy, fo will I be moft 
willing to deferve : and becaufe my Ad- 
verfaries may take this as a fit opportu- 
nity to bewray their malice, and kindle 
your Majefty's indignation againft me, I 
moft humbly bcfeech your Ma'y to afk 
fuch as you do think do hate me moft, 
whether being of that Religion which I 
do profefle, and ftanding every way in 
the ftate and condition wherein I did 
remain, they would not have taken that 
courfe for fafety of their fouls, and dif- 
charge of their confciences which I did. 
And either they muft direftly tell you 

that 
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that they would have done the fame, or 'S^s- 
acknowledge themfelves plainly to be 
meer Atheifts, which howfoever they be 
afFe<5led in their harts, I think they would 
be loath to confefs with their mouths : 
and when they have fatisfied your Ma^ 
in this point which is the firft, I befeech 
you to afk them of the fecond, w«^ is the 
laftJ Whether having had their houfe 
fo fatally and fo fucceffively touched, and 
finding themfelyes to be of that Religion 
which is accounted dangerous and odious 
to the prefent State, whether having 
been hardly handled, long reftrain'd, and 
openly difgraced heretofore for nothing, 
and might now be drawn for their con- 
{ciences into great and continual danger. 
Whether having fome in chiefeft credit 
with your Majefty their mortal and pro- 
feff'd enimies, and ftanding fufpefted in 
your Ma^'* opinion both in refpeft of 
their Father who was taken away in your 
Ma^'' time, and of themfelves who have 
been fince many wayes wronged and in- 
jured, and befides being of that Religion 
which your Ma*y doth deteft and of 

which 
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hH' which you are moft jealous and doubtful!. 
To be fhort, whether haveing had one 
of their Anceftors taken away without 
fhadow of any fault, but only for this 
caufe that he was thought to be an un- 
meet man to live in a Comonwealth at 
that time, and knowing themfelves to 
be fo reputed at this time of thofe who 
do bear the moft fway in your Ma^'** 
Government. Laftly whether not being 
able to do any ad: or duty whereunto their 
Religion did bind them without the in- 
curring the danger of Felony by a new 
Aft now lately made, they would have 
departed out of the Realm, as I have 
done or no: and either they muft fay 
they would joyfully run upon their own 
death headlong, which is repugnant to 
the Law of God, and contrary to the 
Law of Nature as I think, flatly againft 
their own confcience: or els they muft 
acknowledge they would have fought 
the fame means which I have ufed for 
the efcaping thofe perils. And then I 
hope your Ma^ will not hardly conceive 
of this my dealing, which my mortal 

enimies* 



of the Earl of Arundel.

enimies, if they ^eak not contrary to 
the truth and reafon, muft needs confefs 
to be juft and convenient. 

Befides to confirm your Ma'y'* opinion 
of my innocency herein, your felf may 
beft remember how I might have de- 
parted long before this time, if I had 
been guilty of any crime, and that I have 
flood to y« uttermoft trial and examina- 
tion of all my dealings tho' I have tafted 
all times fince my laft reftraint your 
Ma^'« hard opinion and publick difgrace 
both dayly and hourly without any hope 
or likelyhood of ever recovering your 
former good opinion ; and if my proteft- 
ation, who never told your Majefly any 
untruth, may carry any credit in your 
opinion ; I here call God and His Angels 
to witnefs, that I would not have taken 
this courfe if I might have ftay'd in 
England without danger of my foul and 
peril of my life. Wherefore as it is the 
true token of a noble mind, and hath 
alwayes been noted as a certain argument 
of your Mat*« gratious Difpofition, in 
that it hath ever pleafed you to take pity 
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on thofe which are in mifery, and to re- 
fpeft with the eyes of your favour all 
afflided perfons, fo cannot I be brought 
any whitt to fear your Ma*y will make 
me the firft example of your fevere and 
rigorous dealing, in laying your difplea- 
fure upon me who am inforced to forfake 
my Country, to forget my friends, to 
leave my living, and to lofe y*^ hope of 
all worldly pleafures and earthly commo- 
dities, if either I will not confent to the 
certain deftrudlion of my body, or wil- 
lingly yeild to y« manifeft endangering 
of my foul. The leaft of which are fo 
intoUerable for any Chriftian man to en- 
dure, as I hope it cannot be thought any 
undutifuUnefs in me if I feek by any good 
and lawfull means to avoid fo great an 
inconvenience. And tho' the lofe of 
temporal commodities be fo grievous to 
flefh and blood, as I could not defire to 
live if I were not comforted with the 
remembrance of His mercy, for whom I 
endure all this, who endured ten thou- 
fend times more for me. yet I enfure 
your Ma*y that your Difpleafure fhould 

be 
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be more unpleafant unto me than the 
bitternefs of all my other lofTes^ and a 
greater grief than my greateft misfor- 
tunes are beiides. 

Therefore remaining in aiTured hope 
that my felf, and my caufe fhall re- 
ceive that favour, conceit and rightful! 
conftru&ions at your Majefties hands, 
which I may juftly challenge, both be- 
caufe the trial of my good dealings 
heretofore have fufficiently deferved the 
fame and alio for y^ the confeflion of 
my mortal enimies at this time muft needs 
acknowledge mine innocency herein. I 
do humbly crave pardon for my long 
and tedious Letter, w^ the weightinefs 
of the matter enforced me unto, and I 
befeech God from the bottom of my 
heart to fend your Majefly as great hap- 
pinefs as I wifh to mine own Soul. 
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CHAPTER VIII. 

His Taking at Sea, and Committ- 
ment TO THE Tower. 

The Earl having writ this Letter, and 
provided all neceflaries for his Journey 
caufed a Ship fecretly to be hired, in 
which he intended to have gon from 
fome private Port in Sujfex or Ham/hire^ 
and he took only two fervants to attend 
upon him, M*^ William Bray and M' 
Burlace. He went towards the place 
where the Ship lay two feveral times to 
have embarked himfelf, and was forced 
to return back, becaufe the winds were 
fo contrary, that the Ship could not get 
out of the Harbor, at the leaft it was fo 

fignified 
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fignified to him. But more probable it 
iS) that was but an excufe framed by the 
Mafter of the Ship or (bme other by 
whom he was betrayed to caufe delay 
until all things were in readinefs for his 
takeing at Sea and bringing back again :

known, other Ships departed from other 
Ports not far diftant, and had both wind 
and weather favourable enough to carry 
them to Calls and other partes of France. 
But at length when the Shipman did 
fignify that the wind was fit and all in 
readinefs, he went unto the Port, em- 
barked himfelf, and that night put forth 
to Sea ; but after a while, the Shipman 
having hung out a light for a Sign, he 
was boarded, and ftayed by one Keloway 
Captain of a little Ship of War, who 
pretended himfelf to be a Pirate, and fb 
was thought by the Earl and his Com- 
pany, becaufe being known by them to 
be a man of a notorious infamous life, 
they had no reafon, as they faid, to 
imagine that he was employed by pub- 
lick authority for the doping and taking 

of 
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«585- of them. This Keloway (or whofoever 
he were that took that name upon him) 
offered to let the Earl and his two 
gentlemen pafs free for one hundred 
pounds in money, fwearing he fhould 
prefcntly without any further ftop or ftay 
from him pafs fafely into France if he 
would but write a word or two to any 
Friend of his of whom he might receive 
it. Whereupon the Earl little fufpedbing 
any latent fraud wrote in few lines to his 
Sifter the Lady Margaret Sackvil that fhe 
(hould fpeak to M' Bridges alias Grately 
a Prieft, to give one hundred pound to 
y* bearer thereof, by the token that was 
betwixt them that black is white, and 
withall affured her that now he hoped 
affuredly to have fpeedy paffage without 
impediment. Keloway as foon as he got 
this Letter of the Earl read it, and im- , 
mediately after difcovered himfelf that 
he was appointed by the Council to 
watch there for him, and carry him back 
again to land, as he did forthwith, giving 
notice unto them with all fpeed of all 
that he had done. 

The 
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The Earl was nothing at all daunted 
with this To unexpedbed accident, and not 
only w^ great patience and courage did 
endure it, but moreover carry'd it with 
a joyfull and merry countenance. His 
Money and all thoie things he had about 
him, as Jewels and the like, were forth- 
with (eafed upon, and himfelf conduced 
with a ftrong gard towards London by 
?^!c George Cary Son and Heir to the 
Lord Hunjdeny then Chamberlain to the 
^een. One night he lodged in the way 
at Guilford in Surrey y where feeing the 
Mafter of the Inne who fometime had 
been his Servant, and fome other who 
wifhed well unto him, weeping and for- 
rowing for his misfortune, he comforted 
them all, and willed them to be of good 
cheere, becaufe it was not for any Crime, 
Treafon or the like, as perhaps it was 
divulged, that he was apprehended and 
carry'd in y' manner, but only for at- 
tempting to leave the Kingdome, the 
which he had done only for his own 
fafety, and to free himfelf from the dan- 
ger of his Enimies the which both God

and nature do allow. The day follow- 




ing he was carried to LondoHy and there 




committed Prifoner to the Tower upon 




the 25 of April 1585. His Brother 




the Lord fVilliamy and his Sifter the 




Lady Margaret were, not long after 




committed to feveral Prifons ; the which 




when he underftood was far more grief 




to him, as he lignify*d in a Letter to his

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CHAPTER IX. 

His Examination and Censure in 
THE Starr -Chamber. 



Soon after his Committment he was 
twice examined by fome of the Council 
who were fent unto him to the Tower for 
that fpecial purpofe by the ^een. The 
firft Examination was upon May day, 
the which being ended Sir Chriflopher 
Hatton then Vice-Chamberlain and of the 
Privy Council, ftayed with him after the 
departure of the reft, and wifhed him if 
he loved his life not to conceal any of 
thofe things which were already known 
as that he, and his Brother the Lord 
William had fent to D' Allen. That 

they 
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'585- they had attempted to go over. That 
they had heared from, and ofFer'd to be 
direded by him. That M' Bridges the 
Prieft was the meffenger who was com- 
manded by D*" Allen to deliver the Mes- 
fage unto them both jointly, and came 
unto them by the name of Grately with 
diverfe other circumftances which were 
all moft true. For M' Bridges had out 
of confidence told all thefe things to one 
M' Gilbert Gifford a Prieft who then 
lived at Paris in France^ and after was 
difcovered to be a Spye who gave in- 
telligence of thefe and all other things 
he could come to know unto fome of 
the Council. He told them alfo that 
one M' Henry Dun a gentleman of his 
acquaintance who then was a Servant to 
Sir Chriftopher Hatton^ and he had con- 
fefTed them all, being called as it feems 
in fome queftion thereabout, as the fame 
Sir Chriftopher then told the Earl out of 
good will, promifing him if he would fet 
it all down plainly to do his beft endea- 
vour to fave him from danger. Other- 
wife the very denial itfelf would caft more 

danger 
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danger upon him, than all his friends ^s'^i' 
living would be able to (ave. Hereupon 
the Karl after many thanks for his great 
love and friendly counfel declared plainly 
every thing as it was, and the caufe why 
he had fent to D' AUetiy clearing his 
Brother the L*^ William of all things 
feveing only his attempt to have gone 
over with him the firft time he intended 
to have gone. 

The next time that the Council came 
to examin him, they often aflced and 
earneftly what he would have done be- 
yond feas : his anfwer was ; He would 
have ferved in any place that Doftor 
Jllen had judged fit for him, fo that it 
had been for the Catholick caufe. They 
afking again if he would have done any 
thing againft the ^een or y* State of this 
Realm upon D' AllerCs periwafions. He 
{aid that no, not for a world. They de- 
manded then if the Title of Duke of 
Norfolk had been ever ofFer'd him, or if 
D' Allen had ever written to him by 
that Title. He anfwered that never; 
and that one haveing faid unto him that 

he 
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came beyond feas. He 



'585- he fhould have 
had when he 

prefently reply'd, that he would never 
have better whilft he lived* They 
aflced what caufe moved him to write to 
D»" allien : He anlwer'd that upon Mas- 
ter Bridget his Speeches, who told him 
that the Earl of Leicefter had vow'd to 
make the name of a Catholick as odious 
in England as the name of a Turk, and 
therefore wifhed him to write to D*^ Alleny 
that if fome means might be found how 
to deal with that Early or that he might 
be taken away by fome lawfull means, it 
would be a great good for y« Catholick 
Caufe, and a great fafety to all Catholicks 
here in England. And this he faid be- 
caufe he doubted they had intercepted his 
Letter to D' Allen by M' Dun's means, 
who knew where it was, and that at his 
departure to Sea, it was not out of 
England. 

After this they charged him with a 
Letter that contained great danger both 
to the ^een and State : to which he 
anfwer'd moft truly that he never heared 

nor 
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nor knew of any fuch* Whereupon they 
fliew'd him one of three fides of papar at 
the leaft, but would not fufFer him to 
read more of it than the two firft lines, 
which were thefe. 4S'/>, this Letter con-- 
tainethjuch matter as is fitter for the fire 
to confumey than to be laid up in your 
ftudy^ In it was written (as partly he 
then perceived by y« Examiners) but 
better afterwards by other means) that 
tho' he went away poorly, he fhould 
return in glory, and land in Norfolk with 
a great power of Men to trouble both 
the ^een and State. It was written in 
a hand refembling his very much unto 
M' JVilliam Dix his principal oiSicer, a 
man of good eftate in Norfolk^ and to 
make it more colourable, it mentioned 
diverfe particular matters both touching 
{ales of wood which he had made, and 
others which he would have made. 
The Council told him he fhould be ar- 
raigned about y* Letter. His aniwer 
was that if there were no remedy but 
that he muil needs die, he befeeched 
God to have mercy on his foul, and 

defired 
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'S^s* defired their Lordfhips to become hum- 
ble fuitors to the ^een in his behalf 
that he might not be called in queftion 
of his life for that of which he was never 
guilty ; but as innocent both from that 
and all kind of Treafon, as the child 
now newly born. That Letter doubt- 
leffe was forged by fome of his enimies 
who intended to have thereby procured 
his Death and Deftruftion. It was firft 
brought to light, as he underftood after- 
wards, by Sir Francis Walfingbam the 
^eerCs Secretary a heavy friend of his, 
or by fome of his inftruments, and was 
pretended to have been intercepted at 
the very time of his going to fea ; by 
which it was apparent to have been 
forged by fome who had notice before- 
hand of his going, as the Secretary and 
fome others of his greateft enimies had, 
even from the beginning. But moft of 
the Council could never be afcertain'd 
either where or how it was taken: for 
which refpeft the beft of them did 
efteem of it no otherwife than a forged 
thing, as indeed it evidently appeared 

to 
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to be by Tome things contain'd in it, 
which (hewed that the writer had in 
truth final knowledge or acquaintance 
with the EarVs affaires. And therefore 
they neither thought it convenient ever 
to arraign him thereupon as fome of 
them had threatened ; nor when he was 
brought into the Starrchamber (which 
was done not long after) where all that 
could be alledged againft him was mani- 
fefted to the world and exaggerated to 
the utmoft, this Letter for any thing I 
could ever learn, was never mentioned. 

The principal points alledged againft 
him there, were his attempting to have 
left the Realm without licence of the 
^een. His being reconciled to the 
Church of Rome. Together with a cer- 
tain writing of his fervant Burlacy, who 
was one of thofe who was to have gone 
with him, wherein fomething was con- 
tein'd about his being to be made Duke 
of Norfolk. To which laft he protefted 
that Burlacy never acquainted him with 
any fuch thing, and that he never fo 
much as beared thereof until the prefent 

time 
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'585^ time wherein they alledged it againft 
him. His writing to, and intellegence 
with D' Allen was brought againft him. 
But as for his being reconciled, he ac- 
knowledged that he had confeffed his 
fins to a Prieft, and had been abfolved 
by him from them, the which he faid, 
that all might know he was a Catholick : 
but that in any other manner he was not 
reconciled. Concerning his writing to 
D' Allen^ he anfwered as he had done be- 
fore unto the Council when thev examined 
him thereof. And for his attempting 
to leave the Kingdome, he alledged the 
reafons which he had fet down in his 
Letter to the ^een^ and were well known 
to the Council and many more, becaufe 
M"^ Bridges foon after his taking and 
apprehenfion had publifh'd it among the 
Catholicks, tho' without any order from 
him, yea utterly againft his mind. Finally 
he gave fuch fufficient anfwers to every 
thing that was objeded againft him, and 
behaved himfelf fo difcreetly, with fuch 
cheerful Inefs and alacrity that he got that 
day much credit and reputation both to 

his 
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his perfon and caufe, tho' he were then 
fined by that Court in loooo pounds 
unto the ^eetiy and adjudged to Im- 
prifonment during her pleafure, which 
continued even till his dying day, ten 
years and more after the fentence given. 
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CHAPTER X. 

The Strictnes of his Imprisonment, 
AND Hard Usage therein. 

As his Imprifonment was no lefs long 
and tedious, than even now I fignify'd 
in the precedent Chapter, fo was it alfb 
for the moft part of that time very 
ftrid:. For befides the Lieutenant of 
the Tower who had charge over him, 
there was ever fome gentleman of good 
fort fpecially appointed by the ^een to 
be his Keeper ; by whom he was fo nar- 
rowly looked to, that for feveral years 
he could not fpeak with any perfon 
whatfoever but in his prefence and hear- 
ing. During y« firft 13 months after 

his 
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his Committment, that is from April 
1585, till the end of May 1586 he had 
no fervants of his own to attend upon 
him, and never came out of his chamber 
to walk in any other room or take the 
air a little in the garden, but either his 
Keeper or the Lieutenant, or both of 
them were ever prefent with him. After 
that time he was permitted to have 
fometimes one, fometimes two of his 
own fervants to be with him, but with 
fuch condition, that after their entrance 
there, they remained as prifoners, and 
neither could depart thence without 
fpecial leave of the Council, nor fo 
much as walk into the garden, or into 
any other room befides their Lords 
lodgings, but at fuch times and with 
fuch perfons, as it pleafed the Keeper 
to appoint, and all the reft of the night 
and day they were lock'd up, and could 
not fpeak with any body living. In 
which refpeift, as alfo by reafon of the 
uncomfortablenefs of the room wherein 
they and their Lord were lock'd up, as 
having no fight of the Sun for the 

greateft 
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»585-^- greateft part of the year, together with 
the noifomnefs thereof caufed by a Vault 
that was near or under it, which at 
fome times did fmell fo ill, that the 
Keeper could fcarce endure to enter into 
it, much lefs to ftay there any time. 
For thefe refpefts, I fay, there was none 
of his fervants but were long weary of 
being with him there, before they could 
obtain licence to be difmiff 'd, and fome 
of them were kept there untill through 
weaknefs and indifpofition caufed by 
being kept fo clofe, they were not able 
to do him almoft any fervice, at leaft 
not fuch as his neceflities did require, he 
being very often troubled with diverfe 
Sickneffes and Difeafes, which were oc- 
cafioned for the moft part by his so great 
reftraint and ftrid: imprifonment, as fome 
learned Phyfitians who beft knew the 
ftate of his body did affirm. 

But neither were his Infirmities and 
Indifpofitions tho' many and great ; nor 
his Imprifonment tho' long and ftricft, fo 
grievous and troublefome unto him as 
fome other things he there endured. 

As 
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As firft ; the hard and harfh dealing of ^s^s-^- 
the Lievetenant, who, as I have heared 
both from his Lady and others, did all 
he could to afflid and vex him. The 
Earl himfelf in a letter which he wrote 
to a certain friend of his fomething more 
than a year before his death, did fignify 
it in this manner. His injuries (towit the 
Lieutenant) to me both by himfelf and 
his trufty Roger are intoUerable, infinite, 
dayly multiply'd, and to thofe who know 
them not, incredible : and the moft that 
you can imagin, will be far inferior, I 
think, to the truth when you ihall hear 
it. Secondly ; the bad difpofition of 
fome of his Keepers, who befides their 
ftriftnefs towards him went about to in- 
trap him, had he not been very wary 
and circumfped, and did fometimes re- 
port things of him, that not only were 
wholy fals, but might have been, and 
perhaps were of great prejudice unto 
him. As that he never fpoke one good 
word of the ^een^ when as in all occa- 
fions he fpoke with great refpedt of her, 
and protefted many times in their pre- 

fence 



1585-^- I own, but came all fafely to the Earl his 
Son, fome who knew the particulars of 
his Eftate better than others as haveing 
been employ*d in his affaires, did not 
only upon his attainder treacheroufly 
difcover all they could to his detriment, 
but moreover profecuted the fuit in the 
^eetCs behalf in fuch manner againft 
him, that a good part of his Lands was 
thereby loft which otherwife had been 
faved. His own Brother alfo the Lord 
Thomas Howard made meanes unto the 
^een immediately upon his attainder 
for the obtaining to his own ufe and be- 
hoof of diverfe Lordihips belonging unto 
him, the which fome others who were 
ftrangers unto him (as in particular Sir 
Cbriftopher Hatton) out of friendfhip and 
honourable refpeft would not accept of, 
when they were offered unto them by 
the ^een her felf without any motion at 
all from themfelves. 

Another of his afflidions proceeded 
from the malice of fome about the Court 
who did their utmoft endeavour not only 
to incenfe the ^ueen againft him, to de- 
fame 
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fame and difgrace him with the world ^'fii-^* 
but alio to have wrought his Death, 
Ruin, and Deftrudion. They poflefled 
the ^een that he made himfelf a Catho- 
lick, or rather made (hew to be fuch an 
one, not out of any Religion, but only 
to oppofe himfelf to her and (hew a dif- 
like of her Government and proceed- 
ings. His Lady at the beginning of 
his troubles, going unto the ^een to (ue 
for him, was rated exceedingly by Sir 
Francis Knowles then Privy Counfellour, 
addng her if (he and her Huiband were 
not a(hamed to make themfelves Papifts 
only out of (pleen and peevi(h humour 
to crois, and vex the ^een. The like 
they endeavoured to have per(waded the 
world of him, publi(hing y^ he was of 
no Religion, and to make it more pro- 
bable, they brought one who in publick 
Coxirt at Weftminfter took a (blemn oath 
that he heared a Catholick Prieft fay, 
that the Earl of Arundel had fo fmal 
regard of Religion that he would not 
ftick to hear Majfe in the Mornings and 
go in the Afternoon to a Proteftant Sermon.

> 585-6- And this Calumnie was fo divulged, 

that fome of his Keepers told him, how 

very many in y« Kingdome were of 

opinion that he made fliew to be a 

Catholick only out of Policy : to whom 

with great mildnefs he made this anfwer. 

" That God alone doth know the fecrets 

of mens hearts, and, that he thought 

there was final policy for a man to lofe 

his Liberty, hazard his Eftate and Life, 

" and live in that manner in a Prifon as 

" he then did." 

To move the ^een moreover againft 
him and make him be abridged of the 
little liberty which after much fuite he 
had obtained of the Council to go out 
of his own Lodging in the company of 
his Keeper to walk fometimes a little in 
a certain Gallery within the Tower ^ they 
informed her, that many Caps and 
Knees, and Courtefies were made unto 
him, when he ftood in the Gallery 
Window: which was fo wholy fals as 
he protefted in a Letter to the L** Chan- 
cellor, that he neither ever faluted any 
one, nor any one made the leaft fliew 

towards 
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towards him in that place : but that it 
was true that walking one day in the 
Garden with his Keeper, one from the 
leads of the Salttower faluted him with 
a very low reverence. Whereat he mar- 
vaiPd and defired his Keeper, to talk 
with him, who had the cuftody of that 
Tower and to charge him that he might 
no more be fo abufed. Yet four or five 
dayes after the fame man, in the fame 
place not contented with an ordinary 
falutation or reverence, bowed himfelf 
fo low that his head was within a foot 
of the ground, and then lifting up his 
hands he remained in that pofture looking 
direftly in the EarVs and his Keeper's 
face whilft they walked the whole length 
of the alley. The which they feeing and 
being troubled thereat, to avoid it they 
prefently went into the other part of the 
Garden. But immediatly the man re- 
moved himfelf alfo to the other fide of 
the leads which was neareft to the place 
where they were, and there ufed the like 
ceremonies as before* Which made the 
Earl think that either the man was mad 
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or fct there of purpofe to mock him, or 
for a ground to raife that report which 
was made to the Slueen of his being 
faluted with Caps and Courtefies for the 
hindering y' little liberty he had ob- 
tained of the Council. 

And not without caufe he might fuf- 
peft it was done on fet purpofe to moleft 
and abufe him, feeing by experience he 
found far greater and worfe things to 
have been done of fet purpofe againft 
him. For befides the forging the Letter 
above mentioned, which was before his 
comeing into y« Tower ; after his come- 
ing thither they flandered him firft ; 
* * * * and fent a certain 
Catholick Gentlewoman (Mrs. Albridge 
afterwards marryed to Dr. Lodge) with 
whome I was acquainted and whofe huf- 
band was a dependent of Sir Francis Wal- 
fingham then Secretary, and had been his 
fpye at Rome and other places diverfe 
years, to give notice to his Lady thereof 
upon pretence ihe might take fome fecret 
order ***** left 
otherwife the matter might come to light, 

and 
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and her Lord be difgraced. But (he out 'S^s-^- 
of the affurance of his innocency therein, 
and furmifing it to be fome plot of his 
enimies, as indeed it was, to difgrace him 
and afflia her, gave fuch anfwer to the 
gentlewoman whofe fimplicity was abufed 
therein, that fhe remained much afhamed 
to have been fo over credulous in fuch a 
bufinefs which upon a little examination 
appeared not only improbable, but alto- 
gether impoflible, confidering both the 
ftrica imprifonment of the Earl, he never 
going out of his chamber without either 
his Keeper or the Lieutenant, or both of 
them with him, nor any comeing into it 
but in their prefence, and with their con- 
fent. As alfo his ficknefs and infirmity 
at the very time. * * * ♦ 
But this Calumny not fucceeding, as 
being too palpable a falfity, they went 
about to defame him of Intemperance in 
drinking, a vice from which he was ex- 
ceeding far, as all thofe who waited on 
him did ever teftifie : for that betwixt his 
meals he never ufed to drink at all, and 
at his meals was alwayes very moderate. 

All 
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this report was that he ufed for a time to 
drink thrice a week a little metheglin in 
the morning to comfort his ftomach being 
weak. Divers other fuch like flanders 
thev raifed of him at feveral times, and 
they were fo many, that himfelf in a letter 
to a friend did fay, it feemed to him they 
rofe as Hydra's heads, no fooner one did 
fall, but more ftill were raifed in room 
thereof. And fo many gins were dayly 
laid to intrapp him, that had he not been 
very wary and circumfpedl he had been 
brought into very great danger often- 
times. 
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CHAPTER XII. 

The Means and Manner how He 

WAS Intrap'd. 

Though his warynefs was very great to 1588. 
keep himfelf from either doing or faying 
any thing that might be occafion of any 
danger to him, yet was he at length 
brought into it by means of fome Catho- 
licks then prifoners in the Tower ^ whofe 
weaknefs was therein abufed by his eni- 
mies. Thefe were Sir T^homas Gerard a 
Knight of good worth in Lancafliire : one 
Mr. Shelly a Sujfex gentleman, and Mr. 
William Bennet an old Prieft of Queen 
Mary's dayes, who having been conform- 
able for a time unto Queen Elizabeth's 

proceedings. 
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proceedings, becaufe afterwards he was 
reconciled again to the Catholick Church, 
he fo much thereby incurred the difplea- 
fure of the State, that he was therefore 
committed prifoner to the Tower ^ where 
he was placed in a chamber not far from 
the lodgings of the Earl^ who having at 
that time, which was about y« beginning 
of the year 1588 and three years after 
his commitment, much more liberty than 
ever he had either before or after, and 
defiring to meet and fpeak with him for 
the comfort of his own foul, found means 
to bring it to efFedl by mediation of the 
Lieutenant's Daughter who had thirty 
pound given her by the Earl's lady (as 
herfelf told me) for her endeavour in pro- 
curing it. This being firft obtained, he ufed 
fuch diligence afterwards that he got alfo 
churchftufF and all things requifit for the 
celebration of the holy Sacrifice of the 
Mafs whereto himfelf did ferve with great 
humility, and therein received the blefled 
Sacrament frequently as long a& that 
liberty did laft ; during which time he 
met alfo w^^ Sir Thomas Gerard both at 

Mafs 
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Mafs and at other times, as alfo with '588. 
M^ Shelly tho' not fo frequently. 

Much difcours there was about that 
time of the great Spanijh Fleet which was 
then in preparation, whereupon it hap- 
pened that the Earl in his difcourfes with 
them did manifeft fometimes much affec- 
tion to the King of Spain^ not only in 
regard of the obligation and duty he 
bore unto him as being his Godfather ; 
but alfo becaufe in thofe times and for 
diverfe years he was the chief maintainer 
and defender of the Catholick Religion. 
And in refpeft there went then a rumor 
very currant amongft y^ Catholicks about 
Londofiy that a fuddain Maflacre of them 
all was intended upon the firft landing 
of the Spaniards i and this comeing to the 
Earl's ear, out of his Piety he judged it 
neceflary that all Catholicks fhould forth- 
with apply themfelves to Prayer either 
for the avoiding of that danger, or for 
the better preparing themfelves thereto. 
And to the end it might be done more 
orderly and efficacioufly, he both per- 
fuaded the above mentioned with whom 
G he 
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he fpoke to make Prayer for four and 
twenty hours togather for that end, and 
alfo fent to fome others to the fame pur- 
pofe, whereof one of greater prudence 
and experience than the reft fignify'd 
unto him that perhaps it might be other- 
wife interpreted by the State, than he 
intended, wiihing him therefore to defift ; 
as prefently thereupon he did, but when 
it was too late. For fome of his enimies 
having got intelligence thereof, took oc- 
cafion to conceive all that Prayer to be 
made and meant by him for the good 
fuccefe of the Spanijh Fleet, and after- 
wards induced both M' Shelly and Sir 
Thomas Gerard either through fear or 
fair promifes to teitifie the fame againft 
him, as alfo M' Bennet to confeffe how 
he had entreated him to fay a Mafs of 
the Holy Ghoft to the fame efFeA. 



Chap. XIIL 
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CHAPTER XIII. 

His Examination about that 

Business. 

After the fear of the Spanifli Fleet was ,588. 
well pafled, towards the end of the year 
88, the Earl was again committed to 
clofe cuftody, and twice examined by 
fbme of the Council who were purpofely 
fent by the Giueen for that end to y* Tower. 
The firft time was by Sir Chriftopher 
HaUon then L** Chancellor, Sir William 
Cecil L^ Treafurer, and Sir Thomas Hen- 
nage who had ever been a great enimy of 
his. They examin'd him firft about his 
defireing M' Bennet to fay Mafs for the 
fuccefs of the Spaniards ^ and of making 

the 
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the Prayer of 24 hours to the fame end : 
to both which he anfwer'd negatively. 
That he ftiould have faid, how the Ca- 
tholicks e'er long would plague the Pro- 
teftants as well as they had been plagued 
by them. To which he faid he hoped 
their Lordfhips did not think him of fo 
bad a confcience as to go with fuch a 
mind to Mafs, and to receive the blefTed 
Sacrament as he ufually did then. Laftly 
they charged him with burning certain 
papers at Mafle time, which they affirmed 
to contain matter of great importance 
and intelligence, and moreover that he 
determined to get the ftrongeft place in 
the Tower for his defence againft the 
comeing of the Spaniards. To both 
which he anfwered fo fully, that they 
were never after alledged againft him, 
neither at his arraignment, nor in his 
fecond examination. For the papers 
contained nothing as he protefted but 
his confeflion, and matters concerning his 
confcience : and to y« other, that beaiufe 
it was faid a Maffacre was intended to be 
i made of them^ he (eemed to approve Sir : 

Thomas i 
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Thomas Gerard^s propofition, who told 'S88. 
him that y^ lodgings where he lay were 
the beft for their defence, as having in 
them fome gunftones, and other weapons 
w«*> he fhewed him. 

For his fecond examination befides 
thofe three which came before, the Lord 
Hun/don was alfo fent by the ^een. And 
therein after the three firft points ob- 
jeAed in his firft examination, they added 
that he fhould fay. Cardinal Allen had the 
di/pofttion of the Crown ; whereto the 
party to whom it was fpoken fhould an- 
{wer that was a purple word. To all 
w<^^ behaving anfwered negatively, imme- 
diately M' Bennet and Sir Thomas Gerard 
were brought forth to affirm before his 
face, that of the Mafs and 24 hours of 
Prayer, but he was enjoin'd not to fpeak 
at all, nor make any anfwer unto them. 
The which was done as he conceived and 
fignified to a friend, only to embolden 
them againft the time they fhould come 
to y« bar againft him. After their de- 
parture he was bid to fay what he would; 
but becaufe he judged that offer to be 

made 
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1588. taining to him. The Treqfurer who faid 
it was no marvell he was fo fettled in Re- 
ligion^ becaufe he did read nothing to the 
contrary. He anfwered refolutely, that 
he neither did nor would do by his Lord- 
fliip's favour. And therewith they all 
rofe, left him and went their way.

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CHAPTER XIV, 

His Arraignment and Condemna- 
tion. 

Not long after thefe examinations he wais 1589- 
brought from the Tower to the Kin^s 
Bench Court in the Hall of JVeftminftery 
and there publickly arraigned about the 
aforefaid points upon the 14 day oi April 
1589. Yet in the mean time it fo hap- 
pened that M*^ Bennet the Prieft who 
was one of his accufers, being removed 
from the ^ower^ and Prifoner at that time 
in the Counter of Wood Street in London 
haveing remorfe of confcience for what 
he had already done, writ this following 
Letter to him, and by means of a Catho- 

lick 
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'589- lick then Prifoner in the fame Counter, 
got it fent to his Lady. The Super- 
fcription was in this manner. 



To the Right Honourable the Earl of 
Arundel be theje delivered. The Letter 
thus. 

Right Honourable and Moft Noble 
Peer. I moft humbly upon my knees 
before G^^and all His Angels, and before 
all the world, if need require, w**" a moft 
penitent, rent, and afflidted confcience 
and heart, crave mercy and forgivenefs 
for the great offence I have committed 
againft your Honour in my laft troubles 
and confeffions. So it is Right Honour- 
able, that being called in queftion a,bout 
certaine fuppofed offences in the Tower^ 
unto which my anfwer not being to their • 
contentment, a letter of mine own hand, 
which I writ to a Prieft there in defence 
of my Jurifdidtion by him brought in 
queftion, was produced; and becaufe 
therein I derived my authority from the 
See Apoftolick, I was accounted and 

term'd 
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term'd as a dead man amongft them 
without her Majeftie's fpecial pardon 
which was promifed upon condition &c 
Pauca Japienti. With many fair pro- 
mifes and allurements togather with many 
thundering threats of returning to the 
T^ower^ torments and death it felf, if I 
failed. Which unexpedted Letter of mine, 
with threats mingled w^ promife of life 
and fpeedy liberty, togather with the 
great weaknefs both of body and mind 
by reafon of my long and fore imprifon- 
ment, I was ftroken into fuch an afton- 
ifliment and maze, that I confefTd every 
thing that feemed to content their hu- 
mour, which I perceived not at the firft 
altogether to tend to the ruin of your 
Honour. 

But being demanded whether you did 
fend a Note to the Priefts in Coleharbor 
to pray for the good fuccefs of the 
Spani/h Fleet, I anfwered, as truth was, 
that I never knew, or was privy to any 
fuch Note : yet with a guilty, fearfull 
unjuft and moft tormented confcience 
only for faveing of my life and liberty, 

I confefled 
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»589« I confefled that you moved me to fay a 
Mafs of the Holy Ghoft for the good 
fuccefs of the Spanifli Fleet. For which 
unjuft confeffion, or rather accufation I 
do again and again, and fo to my life's 
end moft inftantly crave God's pardon 
and your's, and for my better fatisfaftion 
of this my unjuft fuggeftion I will if 
need require, offer up both life and limbs 
in averring my accufation to be, as it is 
indeed, and as I (hall anfwer before 
Almighty Gody before the face of Angels 
and Men, moft unjuft, and done only of 
fear of the Tower y torments, and death. 
Thus not doubting of your Honour's 
gratious pardon and forgivenefs, I will 
reft my poor afflidted confcience in only 
God*s mercy. My body and life I freely 
offer to the world to difpofe as it fhall 
pleafe God. The Holy Trinity prefenre 
your Honour from peril of foul and 
body. Amen.

My duty, (Right Honourable and 
very good Lady) confidered ; thefe are 
to advertife your Ladyfhip, that whereas 
my Lord your Hufband hath been wrong- 
fully accufed by one who hartily repent- 
ing himfelf thereof, hath here, as I take 
it, both acknowledged this fault, and 
craved pardon for the fame. I thought 
it a part of Chriftian Charity (though I 
am utterly unknown both to your Lord 
and yourfelf) to convey them to your 
Honour clofe feal'd, hoping they will be 
fome teftimony of your Hufband's in- 
nocency. Charging your Honour as 
you will anfwer at the dreadfuU Day of 
Judgment (pardon me good Madam I 
befeech you) not to accept of them, 
except you refolve never to fhew them 
till your faid Hufband come in queftion. 

And 
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'589- And thus hoping to find that expeftatiori' 
of honour and vertue which is efteem'd 
to be in your Honour, I do moft humbly 
take my leave, committing your Honour 
to God^s merciful tuition. 

At the Earl's Arraignment both Sir 
Thomas Gerard and M*" Bennet were 
brought in perfon to give witnefs againft 
him : the one that he required a Mafs of 
the Holy Ghoft to be faid for the fuccefs 
of the Spaniards: the other that the Prayer 
of 24 hours was direfted to the fame end. 
Both which he deny'd very ft out and 
conftantly, pleading the above-mention'd 
Letter of M^ Bennet againft his teftifica- 
tion in fuch manner that he not being 
able to deny it, fome of the Lords there 
prefent told him he was a fals man and 
no lawful witnefs. Many other things 
were objefted and exaggerated againft 
him by the ^een's Council, to all which 
he anfwer'd fo refolute and readily, that 
moft there prefent were of opinion he 
would have been acquitted by the Noble- 
men his Peers, but it proved far other- 
wife. 
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wife. For he was condemmed of High '589« 
Treafon, and accordingly had Sentence 
then pronounced againft him : the which 
he heared not only without being daunted 
therewith any thing at all, but ftiewing 
moreover fuch a chearfuUnefs in his 
looks, as well witnefled the inward in- 
nocency and quiet of his mind. 
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CHAPTER XV. 

What he did after his Condemna- 
tion. 

The day after his Condemnation he writ, 
and fent this enfuing Letter to the L^ 
Chancellor. 

My fpecial good Lord. I am moft 
hartily forry that I was fo prevented by my 
hafty departure from the Bar, prefently 
after the Sentence pronounced upon me, 
as I wanted time to make humble fuite 
for her Majefty's favour. And I am very 
glad that I have this oportunity of 
writing to your Lordfhip to make hum- 
ble Petition unto her Majefty in my be- 
half 
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half for her gratious favour together 
with my moft harty grief for any thing 
whereinfoever I have offended her High- 
nefs in all y^ courfe of my life. As alfo to 
give your L^fhip humble thanks for your 
honourable goodnefs always extended 
towards me, and to become a moft earneft 
fuiter for the continuance thereof to my 
Wife and Children. And as a dead man 
to this world, and in all good will whilft I 
live, your Lordfhips moft afFeftionate I 
humbly take my leave, befeeching God 
to fend you all honour and happinefs in 
this world to his glory, and my poor 
foul a joyfuU meeting with yours in 
Heaven. The day after my Condem- 
nation. 

Your L^ftiip's moft humbly 
at commandment till my laft 
Philipp Howard. 

But in another Letter to Father 
Southwell he declares that his meaning 
in thofe words of the precedent Letter 
wherein he acknowledged a hearty grief 
for having offended the ^eeriy was not 
H ^ for 
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»589- for any of thofe things whereof he had 
been arraigned, but in refpeft he had fo 
long time waited upon her, it could not be, 
but that he had offended her many wayes 
in the cours of his life, and being then 
defireous to afk pardon of the meanefk 
perfon living thereby to be the better 
prepared for death which he dayly cx- 
pecfted ; much more he thought it con- 
venient to do the fame of the ^een. 
And fo much he declared alfo to the 
Gentleman who then was his keeper, 
adding withall that he would never make 
fubmiffion, or crave pardon of any thing 
whereof he was arraigned, confidering he 
had committed no fault therein, and 
therefore would never bely himfelf. To 
the fame efFeft he writ then alfo a Letter 
to the ^een herfelf with proteftation of 
his innocency; the which yet was not 
delivered, by reafon the L^ Chancellor 
was of opinion it would rather incenfe 
her againft him, than otherwiie. He 
relblved moreover if he fhould be put to 
death for that caufe, publickly to declare 
himfelf innocent and faultier therin : 

And 
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And becaufe Catholicks were not fome- >S*9« 
times permitted then to fpeak any thing 
for the clearing of themfelves, he there- 
fore provided a writing by which he de- 
clared his mind, and thereof writ diverfe 
copies both in Englifh and Latin with 
his own hand and fubfcribed with his 
name, intending at his execution to cafl 
them amongft the people, in cafe he were 
not permitted to fpeak. The form of 
them was as follows. 

Seeing Almighty God hath vouchfafed 
of his infinit goodnefs to call me being 
the meaneft of all his fervants, and 
moft unworthy, I muft confefe, of fo 
great honour to bear witnefe of the 
Catholick Faith, and Roman Church, I 
thought it fit, for preventing of all 
finiftcr practices, which might be ufed 
either to the difgrace of my faith or dis- 
credit of my felf to teftify that under my 
hand, in as efFedual manner, as I could, 
which I am ready to feal with my blood, 
by the grace and affiftance of our hord^ 
whenfoever need and occafion (hall re- 
quire : 
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quire : that neither the innocency of my 
mind, nor integrity of mine adlions may 
be defaced by the untrue fuggeftions of 
others (as to men in my ftate it often 
happens) nor my firm refolution in the 
Catholjck and Roman Faith perverted 
by the falfe reports of evill difpofed per- 
fons. For albeit I muft acknowledge 
my felf moft frail, and a heinous finner, 
yet as I am bound to maintain in my 
felf the name and faith of a Catholick 
man (which next unto God I hold in 
greateft price and account, and which 
every faithfuU Chriftian ought to efteem 
above all other things whatfoever) fo do 
I moft defire that all men fhould take 
me for fuch an one, as in truth I am, and 
that no man fhould be either miflead or 
beguiled by malicious and untrue reports 
to think otherwife of me, than both my 
words and deeds do plainly teftifie. 
Wherefore for the fatisfadion of all men, 
and difcharge of my confcience before 
Gody I here proteft before His Divine 
Majefty and all the Holy Court of 
Heaven, that I have committed no trea- 

fon. 
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fon, and that the Catholick and Roman »s«9- 
Faith which I hold, is the only caufe (as 
far as I can any way imagin) why either 
I have been thus long imprifoned, or for 
which I am now ready to be executed. 
And I do moft firmly, refolutly and 
unmoveably hold and believe this One, 
Holy, Catholick, and Apoftolick Faith. 
And as I will die in y« fame fo am I 
moft ready at all times, if need be, to 
yield my life for defence thereof. And 
whatfoever y« moft facred Council of 
Trent hath eftablilhed touching faith and 
manners, I believe and hold. And what- 
foever it hath condemned, I condemn in 
my foul, and renounce here under my 
hand, and abjure from the bottom of my 
heart. And I do moft earneftly defire, 
that all Catholicks conceive this opinion 
of me, and take me fo, as I have here 
protefted myfelf to be, and not credit 
any untrue reports that have, may, or 
(hall be fpread of me to the contrary : 
for as Chrift is life unto me, fo account 
I death a moft happy and glorious gain 
unto me being in defence of His Faith, 

and 




»589- and for His Holy Name. And thus I will 
conclude with befeeching Almighty God 
the Father of mercies, and God of all 
confolation to grant peace unto His 
Church, charity and grace to mirie 
enemies, falvation and felicity to the 
^eeriy and realm, and to me as an un- 
timely fruit (being born before my 
time) and the meaneft of all His fervants 
a conftant perfeverance in His Holy 
Faith and the love of His Divine Ma- 
jefty. Amen. By me a moft humble 
and obedient child of the Catholick Ro- 
man Church. 

Philipp Howard. 

The fame in fubftance which is con- 
tained in this Writing he told unto the 
Gentleman his keeper, as himfelf fignify'd 
in a private Letter to F' Southwel which 
I have feen : to wit, that at his death he 
would proteft he died only for Religion, 
and was wholy guiltlefs of any true 
crime againft the ^een. And when the 
Gentleman told him : But if fome aik 
you then of particulars, whether you had 

required 
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required a Mafs to be faid for the good >5S9- 
iuccefs of the Spaniards 8cc. what will you 
fay ? His anlwer was this. Marry deny it 
as I did in my examination and arraign- 
ment. The Gentleman replying that he 
thought a man at that time would fpeak 
as afore God. He anfwer'd that a man 
who fears God would do the fame in any 
place, and fince I deny'd,- faith he, in a 
place of open Juftice, you have no caufe 
to doubt that I will deny it at my death, 
and that I did it not. The Gentleman 
perceiving thereby his determination 
gave notice thereof unto the Lord Cham- 
berlain and fome others of the Council, 
who thereupon as it fhould feem, per- 
fwaded the ^een that he might not be 
put to death, with whom fome alfo that 
were well afFefted towards him (as the 
Chancellor and T'reafurer) did concurr, 
contrary to y* mind and defire of others 
who were his enimies. But whether it 
were upon the advice of thofe Coun- 
cellors, or fome other refpedb different 
from the abovementioned that the ^een 
defer'd his Execution, and in the end 

refolved 
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1589- refolved to fpare his Life, yet it was not 
notified unto him of a long time, rather 
y*^ cbntrary was diverfe times infinuated ; 
whereby it came to pafs that he was in 
a continual expedtation of death and 
making preparation for it very carefully 
diverfe years. For tho' he lived very 
regularly ever after his Committment to 
the Tower ^ and fpent much time every 
day in Prayer and Devotion, yet more 
after his Condemnation than before, as 
well will appear by that, I fhall fet down 
in the Chapter following of the courfe 
and order he ufed to obferve therein. 
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CHAPTER XVI. 

The Manner of his Life in y* 

Tower. 



In the beginning when he was firft com- 
mitted to the ^oweTy he fpent two hours 
or thereabouts every morning at his 
Prayers. One hour and a half in the 
afternoons, and one quarter before he 
went to bed in the examination of his 
confcience, and recommendation of 
himfelf to Almighty God, And after 
{bme time he adjoined to his other 
Devotions the faying of the Prieftly 
Office, and thereby was of force fomething 
longer at prayer than before, which pious 
cuftome he continued untill the Phy- 

(icians 
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1588' ficians by reafon of his Weaknefs fome 
final time before his Death compell'd 
him to leave it of. But after his Con- 
demnation he fpent betwixt four and five 
hours every morning in prayer and 
meditation and betwixt three and four, 
in the afternoon. The reft of his time 
excepting that little he fpent in walking 
or fome other corporal exercife appointed 
by the Phyficians, he beftowed either in 
writing or tranflating Books of Piety. 
One Book of Lanfpergius containing an 
Epiftle of Jejus Chrift to y« Faithfull 
Soul he tranflated out of Latin into 
Englifh, and caufed it to be printed for 
the furtherance of Devotion. He writ 
alfo Three Treatifes of the Excellency 
and Utility of Vertue which never came 
to light by reafon he was forced to fend 
them away upon fear of a fearch before 
they were fully perfedted and polifhed. 
He ufed to read the Spiritual Books of 
Father Louis de Granada very frequently ; 
and at other times the Works of S. 
Jeromey and other Ancient Fathers; as 
alio old Hiftoriagraphers, particularly 

EufebiuSy 
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Eu/ebiuSy in which, as he fignify'd unto »s8«- 
F*" Southwely he found exceeding com- 
fort for the confirmation of his Faith by- 
beholding there how the Church was in 
her Infancy. Upon Sundays and Feafts 
he ufed to read fome part of the Holy 
Scriptures with fpecial reverence and 
humility. 

In the year 1588. foon after his fecond 
Committment to clofe Prifon, he began 
to faft three days every week, Mun- 
days, Wednefdays and Fridays, and in 
them neither flefli nor fifh. But finding 
by experience that his body was not able 
to endure fo much, he altered it in this 
manner. That his one meal on Mun- 
days was of flefh : on Wednefdays of 
fifti : on Fridays of neither flefli nor fifti, 
and abftaining alfo from all whitmeats 
and wine. And this manner he obferved 
conftantly both before and after his 
Arraignment (excepting only the Wed- 
nefday immediatly following it, wherein 
he did eat fome fmal thing for Supper 
having then fome fpecial need thereof) 
untill he was prefcribed by his Phyficians 

to 
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'588. to alter that courfe, which was not long 
before his Death. Many times he ufed 
alfo the fame abftinence upon Thurfdays 
as upon Mundays with only one meal of 
flefli. And upon fome fpecial dayes he 
abftained wholy from all kind of fufte- 
nance either meat or drink. Thefe were 
the Vigils of the Feafts of Corpus Chrifti, 
of the Afcenfion of our Saviour, of all 
Saints, as alfo the Eves of the Feafts of 
the B** Virgin, to whom he was par- 
ticularly devout. Yet he carry'd it in 
fuch manner that none ever had any 
knowledg thereof, excepting one Gentle- 
man his fervant, from whom I had it, 
whofe help he ufed therein. For upon 
thofe dayes as foon as his dinner was 
brought in, the reft both of his own and 
the Lieutenant's fervants being fent out, 
and the dore faft fhut, he made him eat 
and drink the fame quantity that himfelf 
ufually did on other fafting dayes, which 
being done, and the door open again, 
the other fervants came in to take away 
as at other times without ever perceiving 
any thing at all, by reafon they faw his 

trenchers 
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trenchers and napkin folded, and 
much meat eaten as on other dayes. 

His hour of rifing in the morning was 
conftantly at five of the clock having to 
that end a Larum in his chamber, and 
was very carefuU that it fhould be fet 
overnight. Immediatly as foon as he 
was rifen out of bed, he fell down upon 
his bare knees, and breath'd forth in 
.fecret his firft Devotions to Almighty 
Gody his eyes and hands lifted up to 
Heaven with his kneeling in that manner 
then and at other times, his knees were 
grown very hard and black. While he 
made him felf ready (wherein he fpent 
but little time) he ufed fome vocal prayers 
wherein he was fo unwilling to be inter- 
rupted, that if it happen'd any of his fer- 
vants to have fpoken but a word unto him 
in that time, he would make no anfwer 
at all, till he had ended, and then would 
tell them how great a difpleafure therein 
they did unto him, warning them withall 
to do the like no more. All the follow- 
ing hours of y« day were very orderly 
diftributed by him into a certain and fet 

manner^ 
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i5**« manner, fome to one exercife, fome to 
another ; but the moft, as I faid before^ 
to Prayer and pradife of Devotion, And 
always at nine at night, except upon 
fome extraordinary occafion, after the 
examination of his confcience, he betook 
himfelf to his reft. In thofe times which 
were allotted to walking or other recre- 
ation, his difcourfe and converfation either 
with his Keeper, or the Lieutenant, or 
his own fervants was either tending to 
Piety, or fome profitable difcourfe, as of 
the lives and examples of holy men, of 
the fufFerances and conftancy of the mar- 
tyrs of ancient times, from which he 
would ufually deduce fome good docu- 
ment or other: as of the facility of a 
vertuous life after a man had once over- 
come his fenfuality ; of the happinefs of 
thofe that fufFer'd any thing for our 
Saviour* s fake with fuch like : to which 
purpofc he had writ with his own hand 
upon the wall of his chamber this Latin 
fentence : ^anto plus affliSioms pro 
Chrifto in hoc J^cuJo^ tanto plus gloria 
cum Chrifto in futuro. The more afflic- 
tion 
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tion we endure for Chrift in this world, '588. 
the more glory we fliall obtain with 
Chrift in y« next. The which he ufed 
often to fhew to his fervants as well to 
animate himfelf to fufFer all his afflidions 
with patience and alacrity, as to incite 
them alfo to do the fame. 
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CHAPTER XVII. . 

The Occasion of his last Sickness, 
AND Manner of his Death, 



1595- After he had lived diverfe years in this 
vertuous and pious manner to the great 
edification of all^ and admiration of fuch 
as had known the exceeding liberty 
wherein he lived while he was a Proteft- 
ant : It happened that in the month of 
Auguft of the year 1595, he fell one day 
fitting at dinner fo very ill immediatly 
upon the eating of a roafted teal that he 
was forced to rife from table, and after 
fome vehement calling he entred into a 
Diflentery which could never be ftay'd 
till his very death, which gave occafion 
unto many to fufpedl he was poifoned. 

Whereupon 
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Whereupon the Countefs his wife forth- 
with fent him fome antidotes and all the 
remedies flie could any way procure: 
but all in vain. For the difeafe had fo 
poflefled him that it could not be re- 
moved, but by little and little fo con- 
fumed his body that he became like an 
anatomy haveing nothing left but fkin 
and bone. Some were of opinion that 
the poifon was put by his cook into the 
fauce of the roafted teal being thereto 
corrupted by one Nicolas Rainberde who 
fometime had been the Earl's fervant, 
and after was employed by the Ciueen 
againfl: him profecuting fundry fuits in 
y* Exchequer to overthrow his Eftate, 
wherein when he perceived he could not 
prevail, and fearing perhaps fome dif- 
grace or other damage from the Earl's 
procurement for avoiding thereof, judged 
it his beft courfe by fuch wicked means 
to caufe his death by fuch a long and 
lingering difeafe ; and two things there 
were which much encreafed this fufpi- 
tion. The one that tho' the Earl had 
ufed much endeavour to have the faid 
I cook

»595« cook removed, yet could by no means 
obtain it. The other that the faid cook 
came to the Earl a little before his death 
and afked him forgivenefs tho' not fpeci- 
fying that thing in particular. But how- 
ever it was the good Earl did freely 
forgive him, and all others who had any 
way perhaps concurred thereunto. 

He had a great defire to have the 
afliftance of Father Wefton at his death 
by whofe means he was firft reconciled to 
the Church : but it would by no means 
be permitted that either he or any other 
Prieft fhould come to him. He defired 
moreover to fee his brother y*^ Lord WiU 
Ham Howard^ or his uncle the L** Henry 
(made Earl of Northampton afterwards) 
at leaft to take his laft leave of them 
before his death ; but neither would that 
be granted, no not fo much as to fee his 
brother the L** Thomas Howard tho' both 
then and ever he had been a Proteftant. 
The Qjueen had made a kind of promife 
to fome of his friends in his behalf that 
before his death his wife and children 
fhould come unto him. Whereupon 

conceiving 
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conceiving that now his time in this 
world could not be long, he writ humble 
letters both to her, and fome of the Coun- 
cil petitioning the performance of that 
fuppofed promife. The Lieutenant of 
the Tower carryed his letters and deli- 



vered them with his own hands to the 
Queeny and brought him this anfwer from 
her by word of mouth. That if he would 
but once go to their Church, his requeft 
fhould not only be granted, but he ftiould 
moreover be reftored to his honour, and 
eftates, with as much favour as fhe could 
fhew. Which meflage being delivered 
he gave thanks to y^ Lieutenant for his 
pains, and faid he could not accept her 
MsL^^ offers upon that condition ; adding 
withall that he was forry he had but one 
life to lofe for that caufe. A very wor- 
thy Gentleman who was prefent at this 
paflage has often averr'd it to be true. 
And I do y« more eafily believe it in 
regard the Lord Buckburfty afterward 
Earl of Dorfety who was then of the 
^eeris Council and in great refpeft, told 
the fame in fubftance to his fon in law 

the 
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'595- the L^ Antony Vifcount Mountaguey from 
whofe mouth I hear'd it, greatly con- 
demning the good Earl of much want of 
wifdome and difcretion for not accepting 
fo great and gracious a favour, as he ef- 
teemed that offer to have been. 

Not long after he grew fo faint and 
weak decaying by degrees, that he was 
not able to rife from his bed. Where- 
upon by the advice of his Phyficians he 
gave over the faying of his Breviary and 
the reading of other books, betaking 
himfelf only to his Beads and fome other 
Devotions whereto by vow he had obliged 
himfelf ; and thefe he never omitted till 
the very laft day of his life, having his 
Beads almoft alwayes with him in his bed. 
His Phyfitians comeing to vifit him fome 
few dayes before his departure, he defired 
them not to trouble themfelves now any 
more his cafe being beyond their fkill, 
and he haveing then fome bufinefs, mean- 
ing his Devotions, which he defired, but 
fear'd he fhould not have time fufficient 
to difpatch. And they thereupon de- 
parting Sir Michel Blount then Lieute- 
nant 
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nant of y« Tower who had been ever very 
hard and harfh unto him, took occafion 
to come and vifit him, and kneeling down 
by his bedfide, in humble manner de- 
fired his Lordfhip to forgive him. 
Whereto the Earl anfwered in this man- 
ner. Do you afk forgivenefs M' Lieu- 
tenant ? Why then I forgive you in the 
fame fort as I defire my felf to be for- 
given at the hands of God. And then 
kifling his hand offered it in moft 
charitable and kind manner to him, and 
holding him faft by the hand faid. I 
pray you alfo to forgive me whatever I 
have faid or done in any thing ofFenfive 
to you ; and he melting into tears and 
anfwering that he forgave him with all 
his heart. The Earl raifed himfelf a 
little upon his pillow and cafting his 
eyes towards the Lieutenant made a brief 
and grave fpeech unto him in this man- 
ner. M' Lievtenant, you have fhew'd 
both me and my men very hard mea- 
fure. Wherein my Lord quoth he? 
Nay, faid the Earl, I will not make a 
recapitulation of any thing, for it is all 

freely 
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freely forgiven. Only I am to fay 
unto you a few words of my laft Will, 
which being obferved, may by the grace 
of God turn much to your benefit and 
reputation. I fpeak not for my felf, for 
God of his goodnefs has taken order that 
I fhall be delivered very fhortly out of 
your charge : only for others I fpeak 
who may be committed to this place. 
You muft think M'^ Lievtenant that 
when a prifoner comes hither to this 
^ower^ that he bringeth forrow with 
him. Oh then do not add affliftion to 
afHidlion : there is no man whatfoever 
that thinketh himfelf to ftand fureft but 
may fall. It is a very inhuman part to 
tread on him whom misfortune hath caft 
down. The man that is void of mercy, 
God hath in great deteftation. Your 
commiflion is only to keep with fefety, 
not to kill with feverity. Remember 
good M*" Lievtenant y' God who with 
his finger turneth the unftable wheel of 
this variable world, can in the revolution 
of a few dayes bring you to be a prifoner 
alfo, and to be kept in the fame place 

where 
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where now you keep others. There is *595- 
no calamity that men are fubjedt unto, 
but you may alfo tafte as well as any 
other man. Farewell M'^ Lieutenant : 
for the time of my fmal abode come to 
me whenever you pleafe, and you {hall 
be heartily wellcome as my friend. The 
Lieutenant then humbly took his leave, 
and went out of the chamber weeping, 
tho' then perhaps little thinking y^ the 
EarVs words, or rather prophecy would 
fo foon have been fuUfill'd in him : for 
within feven weeks after the EarVs 
death, he fell into great difgrace, loft 
his office, and was indeed committed and 
kept clofe prifoner in the Tower where 
he had kept others, and another Lieu- 
tenant placed, who carry'd as hard a hand 
over him as he had done over others. 

The laft night of his life he fpent for 
the moft part in prayer, fometimes fay- 
ing his Beads fometimes fuch Pfalms 
and Prayers as he knew by heart. And 
oftentimes ufed thefe holy Afpirations: 
O Lord into thy hands I commend my 
fpirit. Lord thou ar't my hope ; and 

the

the like. Very frequently moreover in- 
vocating the holy names of Jejus and 
Mary. Seeing his fervants in the morn- 
ing ftand by his bedfide weeping in a 
mournfuU manner, he afk'd them what 
a clock it was; they anfwering that it 
was eight or there about. Why then 
faid he, I have almoft run out my courfe, 
and come to the end of this miferable 
and mortal life, defiring them' not to 
weep for him fince he did not doubt by 
the grace of God but all would go well 
with him. Which being faid, he re- 
turned to his Prayers upon his Beads 
again, tho' then with a very flow, hollow 
and fainting voice, and fo continued as 
long as he was able to draw fo much 
breath as was fufficient to found out the 
names of JeJus and the glorious Virgin^ 
which were the laft words which he was 
ever heard to fpeak. The laft minute of 
his laft hour being now comey lying on 
his back) his eies firmly fixt towards 
Heaven, and his long lean confumed 
armes out of the bed, his hand upon his 
breaft laid in crois one upon the other, 

about 
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about twelve o'clock at noon, in which 
hour he was alfo born into this world, 
arraign'd, condemned, and adjudg'd unto 
death, upon Sunday the 19^** of October 
1595 (after almoft 11 years Imprifon- 
ment in the Tower) in a moft fweet 
manner without any fign of grief or 
groan, only turning his head a little 
afide, as one falling into a pleafing fleep, 
he furrender'd his happy foul into the 
hands of Almighty God^ who to his fo 
great glory had created it. 

Some have thought, and perhaps not 
improbably, that he had fome foreknow- 
ledg of the day of his death, becaufe 
about feven or eight dayes before making 
certain notes (underftood only by him- 
ielf ) in his Calendar, what Prayers and 
Devotions he intended to fay upon every 
day of the week following, on Munday, 
Tuefday, &c. : when he came to the 
Sunday on which he dy'd, he there made 
a paufe faying. Hitherto and no farther : 
this is enough : and fo writ no more, as 
his fervants who then beared his words, 
and faw him write, have often teftified. 
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CHAPTER XVIII. 

His Burial, and other Accidents 
AFTER HIS Death. 

1595. His corps remain'd till the Tuefday fol- 
lowing in the chamber where he dyed, 
and then being Ihrouded in a poor fheet, 
was put into a plain cofin covered with a 
mean black cloth, and carry'd without 
any folemnity to the Chappell of the 
I'oweVy and there buried in the Chancel 
in the very felf fame grave where the Duke 
his Father's was : where it did remain 
till the year 1624 wherein by the pro- 
curement of the Countejs his Wife and 
the Earl his Son it was removed from 
thence, and brought firft to her houfe at 
Weft Horfeley in Surrey y and being put 

into 
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into an iron coffin, which fhe caufed to '595- 
be purpofely made, and conveniently 
adorn'd for it, was foon after convey'd 
to Arundel and there depofited in a vault 
built at her appointment alfo, for her 
felf and thofe of her pofterity and family : 
with this Latin Infcription upon it. 

Philippi Comitis olim Arund. et Sur. ofla vene- 
randa hoc loculo condita, impetrata a Jacobo Rege 
venia, Annae uxoris dilectiffimse cura, Thom^ Filij 
infigni pietate a Turri Londinenfi in hunc locum 
tranflata funt anno 1624. Qui imo ob fidei Catho. 
proleflionem Tub Elizabetha carceri mancipatus, 
deinde poena pecuniaria loooo lib. muldlatus, tandem 
capitis iniquiffime condemnatus, poft vitam in are- 
ciflima cuftodia in cadem Turri an. 10. mens. 6. 
fanctiffime tranfadlam pijffime, 19 06t. 159J non 
abfque veneni fufpitione in Domino obdormivit. 

I forgot to note in the due place that 
upon the night precedent to the Earl's 
arraignment and condemnation, a Nitin- 
gale was hear'd to fing with great melody 
in a Jeflamine tree all y* night long in 
the Garden of Arundel Houfe where his 
Countefs and Children then did remain, 
the which may feem the more ftrange in 
regard the like was neither before, nor 

fince 
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fince that time ever beared in that place. 
Another thing as ftrange did happen in 
the Tower foon after his death ; for two 
tame Stags which the Lieutenant kept 
there for his pleafure falling into a fury, 
never defifted knocking their horns 
againft the walls till their brains being 
beaten out they dy'd. 

I fignified before how the Lieu^ him- 
felf within few weeks after the EarVs 
death was difgracefully thruft out of his 
ofiice and put prifoner in the Tower. 
And now I may add that Sir Thomas 
Hennage one of his chiefeft enimies (the 
Earl of Leicejier and Walfingam being 
dead before, and both of them moft 
miferably) died in a fearfull manner 
with great horror and noife within four 
dayes after his moft happy departure. 
M*" Bennet the Prieft one of thofe who 
had accufed him, fell not long after into 
a grievous difeafe whereof he alfo died 
miferably with great remorfe and grief 
for what he had done. And Sir I'homas 
Gerar J who was the other, never prof- 
pered after that time, but fold and wafted 

a great 
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a great part of his eftate, lived a lewd 
licentious life, fell from the profeflion of 
the Catholick Faith, and fo continued 
till about a year before his death* 
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CHAPTER XIX. 

A Description of his P£rson, and 

Natural Gifts.

Th E Earl was tall of ftature, yet ever 
very ftreight, long vifaged, but of a 
comelv countenance. He was much ad- 
dided unto fports and mirth in his youth 
as being of a pleafant difpofition. His 
memory was excellent, his wit more than 
ordinary. He was naturally eloquent, 
and of a ready fpeech. Whilft he was 
a Proteftant, he once out of merriment 
difguifed himfelf in the habit of a 
Minifter of the better fort, and going 
upon a Sunday to the church of a cer- 
tain country town there preached in 
fuch manner, that fome of good under- 

ftanding 
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{landing and judgment who were pre- 1557-95- 
fent affirmed they feldom had heared a 
better Sermon nor fo well delivered. 
And this may be an argument of the 
greatnefs of his memory, that if he had 
but once heared out of any Englifti, 
Latin, or Italian hiftory fo much read as 
was contained in a leaf, he would forth- 
with perfectly have repeated it. Some 
for a trial have invented twenty long 
ftrange and difficult words, which he 
had never feen nor heared before, yet 
did he recite them readily, every one in 
the fame order as they were written, have- 
ing once only read them over. Going one 
day from the Cathedral Church of St 
Paul in London to his own houfe without 
Temple BaVy he obferved the iigns of all 
the houfes that were on the left fide of 
the ftreet, which are fome hundreds 
queftionlefs, and being come into his 
houfe he caufed one of his fervants to 
write them down in a paper as he named 
them and another being fent with the 
paper to try thereby if the figns of the 
houfes did agree both in name number, 

and

and order with thofe written in the 
paper, found them exadly fo to do. 

Being at the Seffions held at Chichefter 
whilft he was a Proteftant, and in autho- 
rity in y« Country, he made a very wife 
and ordered Speech of an hour long con- 
cerning fome then prefent affairs of the 
Kingdome in the prefence of the Earl of 
Northumberland the Lord Vifcount Mon- 
taguCy and many principal Knights and 
Gentlemen of the Shire. The day fol- 
lowing he took his journey towards 
London^ and neither in his journey, nor 
for the fpace of ten dayes after did 
he make any mention of that Speech, 
nor indeed fcarce had time fo much 
as to think of it, being hindered by 
many other bufinefles then occurring, 
and at the end of thofe ten dayes he 
called his Secretary M' Keeper who was 
prefent when he pronounced it (from 
whofe relation I came to have notice of 
it) and ccinanding him to write, he 
diAated the chief and greateft part of 
the (aid Speech in the fame words and 
fentences, as he had recited it at Chi- I 

chefievy 
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chejievy never haveing before that hour 
written one word thereof, but only as 
he firft conceived it in his mind, had till 
then conferved it in his memory. 

Much might be faid of the acutenefs 
of his wit fhewed by the ready anfwers 
which in occafions upon the fuddain he 
would make. But I will content my 
felf with one which he made to a forward 
Proteftant at his being in the Tower ^ as it 
was related by the abovenamed M*" Keeper 
who well might be, and as I take it, was 
an ear witnefs thereof. TKat Proteftant 
ftanding by the Earl whilft in time of 
his recreation he was engraving with his 
knife y* fign of the Holy Crofs in a ftone 
of the wall of his chamber, and feeing 
him to have hurt his hand a little by the 
accidental fliping of the knife, faid thus: 
Your Lordfhip by this may fee, how foon 
the Lord doth hinder this unlawfuU work 
you were in hand withall. Nay rather, 
anfwer'd the Earl^ you may mark how 
quickly the devil hath apply'd himfelf 
to fruftrate fo good an aftion. The Pro- 
teftant haveing nothing to reply, the Earl 
K went 
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»SS7-9S» went on with his pious work, and entered 
into other good difcourfe. And the fame^ 
occafion being offered to fpeak of Noble- 
men, he faid they were called in Latin 
Optimates ah Optimo^ to put them in 
mind, that in their lives and converfation 
they fhould as well endeavour to be the 
beft^ as they are in place and rank the 
chief and principal perfons in the Com- 
monwealth. Mention moreover being 
made of worldly goods, he faid they were 
in his conceit like unto duft, as being 
carry'd with every wind of fortune, now 
this, now that way from one man to 
another, or rather like unto fhadows, 
which do not long remain in one fettled 
place and form, nor can be conierved 
from fading, and foon vanifliing away. 
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CHAPTER XX. 

Some of his Moral Vertues. 

The natural gifts of Wit and Memory 1557-95. 
mentioned in the precedent Chapter, 
though they were extraordinary; yet 
neither fo commendable, nor to be com- 
pared to the many vertues wherewith he 
was endow'd. And firft : He was fo 
addidled to almefdeeds and compaffion of 
the poor, even before his being Catho- 
lick that he not only gave charge always 
when he went abroad to fome one or other 
of his fervants to give unto all thofe who 
did demand almes of him, but himfelf 
alfo would fometimes beftow it on fome 
who did not aik it, whereby it often came 

to 
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« 557-95- to pafs that when knowledge beforehand 
was had of his going forth, his coach 
could fcarce pafs through the ftreet for 
the multitude of poor people aflembled 
to receive his charity. Out of this his 
pious difpofition and commiferation of 
thofe who were in mifery, it proceeded 
that he could not diflemble any Injury 
done to them, but would reprehend or 
admonifh thereof thofe he could conve- 
niently when he faw them at any time to 
have offended therein, as he did to a cer- 
tain Gentleman at Chichejier in this man- 
ner. Verily you have too much forgot 
your felf, good Sir, in abufing fuch a poor 
man in the manner you have done it. 
Far better had it been you had confidered 
that before God there is no difference 
betwixt the poor and rich, betwixt the 
beggar and the gentleman, all of us are 
of the fame nature made of the fame 
mold, enjoying the fame air. Thofe 
therefore who are of better birth, or 
higher in degree ought not to contemn 
others, much lefs infult over 'em, but 
rather help and pleafure them. 

His 
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His gratitude likewife towards all who "557-95- 
had ever done him any kind office, good 
deed, or courtefie was very remarkable. 
For even to his own fervants tho' of the 
meaner fort, he would not only by wordes 
thankfully acknowledg any fuch good 
turn, but ever bear it in his mind till 
one way or other he had requited it. 
And not long before his death he left 
order how all of them who had done 
him any fervice fhould be abundantly 
rewarded ; fome with prefent money, 
fome with leafes, fome with annuities, 
and very fufficient provifion during their 
lives. — I have feen diverfe of his Letters 
to the L^ Chancellor^ Treajurer and others 
who fometimes did good offices for him 
to the ^een in the time of his troubles, 
in which he ever fhewed as much thank- 
fuUneis as might be expreffed, and not 
only to them, but in other Letters to his 
Lady and other private Friends, he ftill 
did y« fame whenfoever there was any 
occafion to mention the courtefies which 
Noble men had done him. 

But yet none fo much, as thofe from 

whom 
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'557-95- whom he had received any comfort, 
counfel, or direftion tending to the good 
of his foul ; as among others to F*" Ro- 
bert Southwell, the which he exprcffed in 
this manner in one amongft diverfe other 
Letters written to that efFeft. My Dear 
and R^ Father. This being the laft 
time that I think I fliall ever fend unto 
you, I ftiould be very ungrateful! if, 
wanting all other means of expreffing my 
thankfullnefs I fhou'd not now at leaft 
acknowledg it in words ; and as I muft 
needs fay, I could not be more bound to 
any man, nor to any but one of your 
calling fo much ; and all this in a time 
when fuch comforts were moft wellcome, 
and even to the benefit of that which in 
all men is moft pretious : fo in heart, our 
Lord who fees all fecrets, fees my good 
will and thankfullnefs, and I doubt not 
will reward you amongft all your other 
worthy merits, for thefe beftowed on me 
his moft unworthy fervant; and in as 
much thankfullnefs and good will as my 
heart can conceive, I remain yours till 
the laft moment. And that this was not 

out 
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out of complement, but real and un- 
fcined, appeared by the love and refpcdt 
he always did bear him : for when the 
{aid Father after fome years was appre- 
hended and imprifoned in the Tower ^ 
whenfoever the Lieu'- made any mention 
of him in his prefence, as oftentimes he 
did, he ufed ever to fpeak with great 
refpedt of him, calling him often, Blejfed 
Father. And when once the Lieutenant 
{eemed to take exceptions thereat faying : 
Term you him Blejfed Father being as he 
is an enimy to his country? the Earl 
defended him, faying : How can that 
be, feeing your felf hath told me hereto- 
fore that no fault could be laid unto him, 
but his Religion. And the Lieu^ telling 
him at another time, that his (the Earl's) 
dog came into Father SoutbweWs cham- 
ber whilft he was there with him, he an- 
{wered that he loved his dog the better 
for it, and the Lieutenant in a fcoffing 
manner faying it might be the dog came 
thither to have his blefling ; the Earl 
reply'd, it was no news for irrational 
creatures to feek bleffing at the hands of 
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holy men. Saint Jerome writing how thofe 
Lions which had digged with their paws 
S^'Paul the Eremit's grave flood after 
waiting with their eyes upon S Antony 
expecting his bleffing. 

The like gratefull mind and great 
affedion he alfo ever bore and alwayes 
fhew'd unto F' William Wefton by whom 
he was firft reconciled, and for his fake 
unto the whoU Society ; for thus he writ 
in a Letter to one of them. I call God 
to witnefs I have, and do principally in 
my heart moft afFeft, reverence, and 
honour your vocation above others, for 
that I have feen, hear'd, and read, as alfo 
in refpeft that from one of that calling I 
received the greateft good which ever I 
tafted. 

The great humility of his mind ap- 
peared alfo many wayes, as in his apparel 
which ever after his becomeing Catholick 
was alwayes very plain.. His gowns 
which I have feen being no better than 
ordinary broad cloth, the faceing and 
capes of bayes without any manner of 
lace or other ornament, and the reft of 

his 
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his apparell was proportionable to his 
gowns. Secondly in his words and con- 
verfation, being very courteous and affa- 
ble even to the meaneft, and in point of 
vertue preferring all others before him- 
felf. From whence it proceeded that in 
many occafions he term'd himfelf the 
unworthyeft of God*5 fervants. Thirdly 
in his willingnefs to be advifed of his 
faults, overfights and imperfections : for 
thus I find him faying in one of his Let- 
ters to F*" Southwell. What fault foever 
you fhall upon your own knowledg find 
to be in me, and tell me of, I will alwayes 
endeavour and defire to amend. And 
this he really ever performed as I have 
perceived by diverfe of his Letters to his 
Lady and others wherein he gave order 
for the amending of fome things whereof 
he had been advifed by the faid Father, 
whofe direftions he had refolved fo ex- 
adly to obferve, that in a matter which 
did no le& concern him than his life, he 
thus writ unto his Lady: AfTure him 
from me, (fayes he fpeaking of F' South- 
well) that I will not for any worldly 
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inch farther than he doth diredl. Laftly 
the like humility he fhew'd in the final 
conceit he had of his own writings and 
all other things which he did : for how 
well foever they were done in the judg- 
ment of others, yet did he think them 
full of imperfeftions and faults ; as thofe 
treatifes which he compiled in the praife 
of vertue, were judged by him to con- 
tain great faults and grofs errors, in w*=^ 
refpedl he willed his Secretary M' Keeper 
to deliver them to F' Wefton to be cor- 
reded. I pray you, fayes he, if it pleafe 
God to call me, make this humble peti- 
tion for me to that Blejfed Father to 
whofe will you fhall commit that work, 
that as Charity covereth many faults, fo 
my charitable intent therein to do good 
to all, and not willingly offend any, may 
obtain a pardon for all my grofs faults, 
and abfurd errors. 
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CHAPTER XXL 

The Care of his Conscience, and 
Sorrow for his Sins. 



I HAVE already fpokcn of his Devotion 
and much application unto Prayer : and 
therefore will now only add that the 
very firft time he had an opportunity of 
writing to his Lady after his Impri- 
fonment, he fent for the Office of the 
B<* Virgin and a Book treating of the 
Rofary to • the end he might the better 
underftand how to fay it for the beft 
benefit of his foul, and ever after fuch 
things as were tending to Piety were 
alwayes moft wellcome unto him; his 
only care being about the ferving of 
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» 557-95- Almighty God^ and the conferving his 
confcience free from any thing that might 
trouble it. To that end he gave order 
to his officers, that not only his own and 
his Feathers debts fhould be forthwith 
pay'd, but that alfo all wrongs done to 
any either in his own, his Fathers or 
Great Grandfathers dayes, fhould be 
compleatly fatisfied. 

I might here fet down many examples 
of the tendernefs of his Confcience, and 
fear to do any thing that might be ofFen- 
five unto God; but I will content my 
felf with thefe few following. The Duke 
his Father fent him an Engli/h Bible of 
the Proteftants tranflation not long beifore 
his death ; the which for that reafon he 
kept very carefully till he became Catho- 
lick. This Bible I know not by what 
means was brought into the Tower; 
wherein becaufe his Keepers and the 
Lieutenant's men did fometimes read, he 
was fo troubled at it (tho' he knew right 
well if that had not been there they 
would have procured fome other) that 
he refolv'd to have written to the Z^. 
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Chancellor for a warrant (without which 
it could not be done) to have it fent 
away, and infallibly he would have fo 
done, had it not before by accident come 
into his hands, and fo was kept ever fafe 
from doing hurt to any. The Gentle- 
man who was his Keeper told him foon 
after his Condemnation, that he intended, 
in fpeaking to fome Lords about him, to 
fay, that tho' now expeding to die, he 
found him very refolute in his Religion, 
yet he hoped fome good might be done 
with him if there were any aflurance of 
his life. Not doubting, as he faid, but 
fuch kind of fpeeches, tho' utter'd only 
as his own opinion might be a means 
for the faving of his (the EarVs) life. 
To which he anfwered in this manner. 
You know I never gave you the leaft 
hope of any fuch thing: and I would 
have you know moft afluredly, that tho' 
I live I will never alter one jot of my 
faith. Yet as for faying fo out of your 
own opinion, I leave it to your felf, if 
you think it may do me any good. Of 
thefe laft words he was very fearful!

afterwardes left they might be fome way 
fcandalous, and therefore writ to his 
Lady to confult with fome men of 
learning about them, aftureing her if 
they fliould be io thought he would ex- 
preffly forbid his Keeper to fpeak in that 
manner. In his examinations, and at 
his Trial at Weftminfter before the Lords 
his Peers he ever conftantly denied that 
he either willed M*^ Bemet the Prieft 
to fay a Mafs of the Holy Ghoft for 
y« fuccefs of the Spanijh Fleet, or that 
he told either Sir Thomas Gerard or M' 
Shelley that the prayer of 24 hours fhould 
be for that intention, and in his private 
Letters to his Lady, he often did the 
fame, adding withall, as fhe told me, 
that he was {6 newly made a Catholick 
before his Imprifonment, that he knew 
not that there was any fuch Mafs as of 
the Holy Ghoft. Yet after his Con- 
demnation writing to Father Southwell 
(tho* therein he doth proteft he could 
not remember that ever he had faid any 
fuch thing to M' Shelly^ or that he ever 
mention'd a Mais of the Holy Ghoft to 
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M' Bennei) he defired to know whether 
it were any ^burden or no in confcience 
unto him to have fo refolutly denied 
thofe things, feing on the one fide they 
upon their oaths had teftified that he did 
them, and on the other he knew really 
he had wiihed well to the Spaniards in 
his fpeeches, tho' he could not call to 
mind he had done that of which he was 
by them accufed. And of this he de- 
fired to be refolved, as he faid, out of a 
fear of doing wrong to his accufers, 
being ready at his Execution, which he 
then expeded every day, to charge him- 
felf with the moft, left they might be 
thought by many to have altogether 
untruly accufed him. Entreating Father 
Southwell moreover to fignifie as much 
unto his Wife and other Friends, left 
they might remain w^*» the fame evill 
opinion of his accufers, in cafe he judged 
him in confcience bound thereto, now 
that he had truely manifefted unto him 
as much as poffibly he could fay in their 
behalf againft himfelf. 

Now how great his forrow and repent- 
ance 
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ance was for his fins committed againft 
jilm. Godj may be conjeftured by what 
he manifefted in diverfe of his Letters to 
have had of the negled, and ill ufage of 
his Lady in his younger years, whilft he 
was a Proteftant. In one to herfelf thus 
he writ. Mine own good Wife. I muft 
now in this world take my laft farewell 
of you, and as I know no perfon living 
whom I have fo much offended as your 
felf, fo do I account this oportunity of 
aflcing you forgivenefs, as a fingular 
benefit of Almighty God, and I moft 
humbly and hartily befeech you even for 
His fake, and of your charity to forgive 
me all whereinfoever I have oflFended 
you, and the afliirance thereof is a great 
contentment to my foul at this prefent, 
and will be a greater I doubt not when 
it is ready to depart out of my body, 
and I call God to witnefs it is no fmal 
grief unto me that I canot make you 
recompence in this world for the wrongs 
I have done you ; for if it had pleafed 
God to have granted me longer life, I 
doubt not but you fliould have found me 
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as good a Hufband to my poor ability 
by His grace, as you have found me bad 
heretofore. In one to F' Southwell 
fpeaking covertly of her he fayes, I call 
our Lord to witnefs that as no fin grieves 
me any thing fo much as my offences to 
that party (his Lady) fo no worldly 
thing makes me loather to depart hence 
than that I cannot live to make that 
party fatisfadtion according to my moft 
ardent and affedlionate defire. Afflitiio 
dat intelleSlumy Afflidion gives under- 
ftanding. God I hope of His infinit 
mercy who knows my heart, and has 
feen my true forrow in that behalf has 
remitted all I doubt not, and fo has the 
party of her fingular charity to my un- 
fpeakable comfort. To another Friend 
thus : I pray you tell my Wife, that if 
I live, next to the comfort that I fhall 
reap thereby of having opportunity to 
make fatisfaftion by pennance for my 
heinous and manifold fins againft jilm. 
God; my greateft joy is that thereby I 
ihall fhew her what a great defire I have 
(if I had been able) to have made amends 
L in 
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in fome part for the many and great 
injuries which I have done her. Finally 
in another to her felf : He that knows 
all things, knows that which is paft is a 
nail in my confcience, and burden the 
greateft I feel there : my will is to make 
fatisfadion, if my ability were able : but 
tho' I fhould live never fo long, I could 
never do it further than by a good defire 
to do it, which while I have any fpark of 
breath fhall never be wanting. 
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CHAPTER XXII. 

His Constancy in the Catholick 

Faith. 



Altho' his conftancy in the Catholick 
Religion was manifeft to the world, and 
hath been already fufficiently declared, 
yet it will not be amifs out of his own 
Letters here to infert fome claufes where- 
by the fame may more clearly appear. 
And find, thus he writ in one to F' South- 
well foon after his Condemnation. It is 
my dayly Prayer I call our Lord to 
witnefs, that I may continue conftant in 
the profeflion of His Catholick Faith to 
the end, and in the end, come life or 
death or whatfoever els. And He knows, 
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am fully refolved to endure any death, 
rather than willingly yield to any thing 
ofFenfive to His Divine Majefty in the 
leaft refpeft, or to give juft caufe of 
fcandal to the meaneft Catholick. And 
in another not long after to the fame 
Father. Affure your felf I will never 
to fave my life accufe my felf unjuftly 
or belie myfelf and fo have told my 
Keeper more than once, and God who 
knows the fecrets of all hearts, knows 
that I am ready to endure any death 
than deny, or ftagger in the leaft point of 
my faith. 

The like he fignified in many other 
Letters written about that time both to 
the fame Father and to his Lady. And 
in one to M' Keeper fome years after, 
and not long before his own and F*" South- 
well's death who then was in the Tower 
thus he faith. For which Religion my 
felf have allready laid down my life, and 
am at all times ready to leave it when- 
foever in that quarrell it fliall be de- 
manded if all the lives of the men in the 

world 
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world were included in my neck, and »557-95« 
this God knows to be true. 

About a year or a little more after his 
committment to the ^ower^ one M' Mac- 
Williams who had the keeping of him for 
a time, at his departure told him that if 
he would but fhew fo much conformity 
as to read Books, both he and others 
thought it would draw him out of the 
Tower; whereupon giving notice of it to 
his Lady he writ in thefe words : I 
know it is not unlawfuU if a man have 
leave, and I am fure by the grace of God 
that none of their falfe Books fhall 
make me as much as once to ftagger in 
my faith. Wherefore I pray let fome 
zealous, learned and difcreet man be 
talked withall, and fue for leave for me 
at his hands if he fhall think it lawfull, 
and that I may do it without any fcandal 
in the world to the Church ; otherwife I 
would rather choofe to lie here all the 
dayes of my life, than by any ad for my 
liberty offend or fcandalize the fmaleft 
member of the Catholick Church. 

Another of his Keepers after his Con- 
demnation 
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demnation told him firft that the L^ Trea- 
furer did much defire he would admitfome 
Minifter to come unto him and hear 
what he could fay about Religion. But 
he in no cafe would yield thereunto, 
tho' otherwife he were very defirous to 
gratify that Nobleman whom he ever 
efteemed as a fpecial friend, becaufe he 
thought the doing thereof would argue 
in him a wavering or doubtfuUnefs which 
in matter of Religion, as he faid, is as 
much as a deniall of it. Afterwards he 
fignify'd unto him, if he would at leaft 
feem to defire that a Prieft and Minifter 
might be brought jointly both before 
him to hear them two difpute together, 
that y« ^een would receive much fatis- 
fadion therewith, and perhaps be moved 
to do much good unto him. He an- 
fwer'd that he would not have any fuch 
motion made as proceeding from him 
left it might feem to argue fome doubt 
of his faith ; and that he would never fo 
admit of any fuch thing as the ^een or 
any other might have any caufe of hope, 
that he would ever alter his Religion 
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wherein by the grace of God he was moft 
refolute. And laftly, if he ever did ad- 
mitt thereof it ihould be firft upon the 
^eerCs exprefs command, and next with 
this proteftation that he did it only to 
iatisfie her, thinking the thing to be law- 
full, and not doubting, but being moft 
refolute in every point and tittle of his 
faith. And he thought it lawfull in 
regard, as he fignify'd to F' Southwell^ 
he remember'd that F' Wefton had once 
told him he might admitt of a Minifter 
offered or urged upon him, fo that he 
had a Prieft allow'd who could anfwer 
and deteA his untruths. Adding with- 
all that peradventure fuch a difputation 
might by the grace of God work fome 
unexpefted good towards fome who were 
moft forward to procure it, if they were 
not too far given over. 
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CHAPTER XXIII. 

His Chearfullness in Suffering, and 
Confidence in God. 

Much might be faid of his willingnefe 
and contentment in fuffering and en- 
dureing fuch crofTes and afHidiions as 
befell him during his long Imprifon- 
ment : but I will fatisfy my felf with 
only fetting down his own words taken 
out of fome of his Letters, which I have 
feen. Firft therefore in one to F*^ South- 
well thus he fayes. For all Croffes 
touching worldly matters, I thank God 
they trouble me not much, and much 
the lefs for your Angular good Counfel, 
which I befeech our Lord I may often 

remember. 
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remember. In another about fome vile » 557-95- 
flanders raifed of him which I have al- 
ready mentioned in the Eleventh Chap- 
ter, thefe be his words. I aflure you I 
thank our Lord thefe flanders trouble me 
no whit, but rather yield me comfort 
confidering that I fuftain them for His 
Name. 

In one to his Lady a little before his 
laft troubles he writes thus. I befeech 
you for the love of God to comfort your- 
felf whatibever ftiall happen, and to be 
beft pleafed with that, which ftiall pleafe 
God beft and be His will to fend. For 
mine own part I find by more arguments 
than thofe I underftand from you that 
there is fome intent (as they think who 
work it) to do me no good, but indeed 
to do me the moft good of all : but I am 
I thank Gody and doubt not but I ftiall be 
by his grace ready to endure the worft 
which flefti and blood can do againft me. 
And fo indeed he declared himfelf really 
to be by the courage, chearfullnefs and 
alacrity which he ftiewed at the time of 
his arraignment, and in all occafions 
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againft him. For, fuch and fo great it 
was, that the Gentleman who then was 
his keeper, told him many thereby judg'd 
him as defperate, and fome of his friends 
wondered he would fpeak fo roundly to 
thofe who were his examiners in the Tower 
about the bufinefs whereof he was after- 
wards arraigned, telling one of them, as 
I faid before, that he cared not for the 
worfl he could do againft him: and to 
another, who threatened him with hang- 
ing, That the fooner the better if it 
pleaf 'd God it fhould be fo. The which 
he did, as he fignified to F' Southwell, to 
fliew that he regarded not their threats: 
not out of any anger, fayes he, or malice 
towards them, but to let them know my 
confcience being clear, and my cauie 
good, that I cared not for the worft they 
could do againft me. 

That which chiefly caufed this courage 
and chearfuUnefs in him, was the great 
confidence he had in the mercy and good- 
nefs of Almighty God, that He would ever 
help and aflift him in all occafions: for 

fo 
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fo he writ to a Friend whom he certified 
of his readinefs and chearfuUnefs to enter 
into the laft combat at that time when he 
look'd every day to be carry'd to execu- 
tion. I afTure you I prepare myfelf as 
much as my weaknefs and frailty will 
pcrmitt, and I had rather perform more, 
than come fhort of that I promife, efpe- 
cially wherein my frailty and unworthi- 
nefs and infinit fins may juftly make me 
doubt of the performance. But I know 
God^s mercy is above all and I am fure 
He will never fuflfer me to be tempted 
above my ftrength; and upon this I 
build with all afiiirance and comfort. 
And in another to his Lady I befeech 
you, take all as well as you may, afiiiring 
your felf God doth all for the beft to 
thofe y* love Him, and fufifers none to be 
tempted above their ftrength, and upon 
thefe two I have caft my anchor of hope. 
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CHAPTER XXIV. 

His Charity and Good Desires. 

How great his Charity was towards God 
and his neighbor may appear as well by 
his defire of doing and fufFering for God*s 
fake, as by his willingnefs to pardon and 
forgive all injuries received from any 
man. In a Letter to a Friend of his 
wherein he complain'd that Sir Thomas 
Gerard had done both moft uncharitably 
and unjuftly ih accufing him of diverfe 
things, he therein did proteft, that freely 
and from his heart he did forgive him 
all. The like he did to M' Bennet and 
all thofe who had wrongfully given tefti- 
mony againft him. As alfo to thofe 
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who had raifed moft vile (landers againft 
him, as that he was of no religion and 
the like. 

Not long before his death when he 
was fo weak and feeble that he was fcarce 
able without help to walk from one end 
of his chamber to the other, pointing 
with his finger towards the ^(yiver Hill^ he 
told his fervants who then fupported him; 
that had it been God^s will, he defired 
much more to have died for his faith 
upon that hill, than in his bed and cham- 
ber, as now it feemed likely he fhould 
do: and that tho' he had often confulted 
the Phificians in the time of his ficknefs, 
it was not fo much out of any great de- 
fire of living long,, as fome perhaps might 
think, as to conferve himfelf untill he 
fhould fee if it were God's holy pleafure 
that he fhould die publickly for his Re- 
ligion. To the which he prepar'd him- 
felf a long time with great diligence by 
failing, prayer, meditation, and diverfe 
other pious exercifes wherein yet he far lefs 
confided (fuch was his vertue and humi- 
lity) than in the prayers and good endea- 
vors 
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vors of others for him. In which refpeft 
he both oft and earneftly beg'd them, and 
in particular in one Letter to F' South- 
well after this manner. I befeech you 
for the love of Gody procure me to be 
remember'd in the morning of my Exe- 
cution in as many ways as you can 
by that meane which you know moft 
efFeftual to do me good, and by one 
of them (that is a Mafs) at the hour of 
my laft conflid as near as may be con- 
jedured. 

Concerning his good defires and pur- 
pofes, if God had given him life to fee 
better times, than thofe in which he lived, 
tho' I doubt not they were many more 
than I have had notice of, yet thefe three 
following I find expreffed in fome Let- 
ters which he writ to his Lady from the 
Tower. Firft that he meant to have 
made two of his principal houfes reli- 
gious places, and reftored all the reli- 
gious lands in his poffeflion; for thus he 
faid. I pray you let my Son know when 
he comes to any years of difcretion, 
that I was fully refolved to make Howard- 
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houfe and Norwich-houfe religious houfes, 
and to reftore all religious lands (if I had 
lived to fee a Catholick time) and defire 
him for the love of God and on my blefs- 
ing to do the like (for fo God will profper 
him) except he fhall be otherwife advifed 
by fuch as I fubmitt my felf to]their judg- 
ment. Secondly he intended of new to 
have founded a Chantry, whereof he 
writ in thefe words. I have appointed 
2500^^- for the building of a Chantry, 
which I wifh my Son to do, if ever he be 
able, or thofe that have dealing in my 
lands before he come of age, if the time 
ferve, and the lands be reftored. Laftly 
he was refolved in cafe he outlived his 
Lady to have left the world, and become 
Religious, for thus he fayes. I call God 
to witnefs that if it were not in refpec5l of 
you (albeit I lived) every body fhould 
well fee, if I were not utterly kept from 
it againft my will, that I efteem as little 
of the world, as fhe by. her ufage has 
feemed to eifteem of me, and that I de- 
fpifed her as much as ihe did me. And 
a little after. If you fhould not do well, 

I would. 
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by a violent death, voluntarily fequefter 
my felf from this fea of mifery, or els 
want of my will. 
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CHAPTER XXV. 

The great Good Estimation others 

HAD OF Him 



The Vertues of the Earl whereof hi- 
therto I have fpoken together with 
many more not mentioned by me, were 
fo excellent, and fhined in fuch manner, 
that not only the Catholicks of this king- 
dome and nation; but of many others 
were much edified thereby, and for them 
did highly efteem, love and honour him. 
And fo great was the refpeft and afFec- 
tion which all generally here in England 
did bear him that one of good rank 
amongft them told one of thofe Gentle- 
men who had the cuftody of him, y^ he 
M had 
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'557-95- had wonne all the Catholicks' hearts of 
y« kingdome by the good ufage he had 
fliewn to the Earl his prifoner. And in 
other nations fome of great learning, and 
fome both of learning and dignity have 
left large Encomiums written in his praife, 
as the Moft Reverend Diego de Tepes 
Bifhop of Taracona in Spain^ and fome 
others in France and Italy which I will 
not now ftand to relate, contenting my 
felf with that which I find written by the 
Reverend Father Cornelius a Lapide of 
the Fletnijh nation a Learned Religious 
of the Society of Jefys in his Commenta- 
ries upon the lo^^ Chapter of the Epiftle 
to the Hebrews y upon thofe words of the 
34 verfe. Rapinam bonorum veftrorum in 
gaudio fu/cepiftis. where he {peaks of 
him in this manner. 

The Moft Noble Earl of Arundel 
Philipp Howard fon and heir of the 
Duke of Norfolky being taken when he 
was flying into France for the Catholick 
Religion, was caft into the Tower of 
London, and afterwards arraigned and 
condemned and after ten years and a 

half 
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half imprifonment or there about, he 
died in durance a glorious Confeflbr, 
yea a Martyr. He was the chief Earl 
ofEnglandy and of a moft Noble Family: 
and wonderful! it is how much he loft, 
and with what quietnefs of mind he en- 
dured all adverfities. Whilft he was 
prifoner he was not only of example, but 
a fingular comfort to all Catholicks. 
No one ever hear'd him complain either 
of the lofs of his goods, or of the incom- 
modities of the prifon, or the being be- 
reaved of his liberty : and fuch as he 
beared complaine or underftood to be 
aggrieved, he endeavoured by his words 
and courteous ufage to comfort, ftrength- 
en, and confirm. His delight was in 
nothing but in God^ and the contempla- 
tion of heavenly things. Much of the 
money which the ^een did allow him 
for his maintenance (for to every prifoner 
in the ^ower fomething is affigned, more 
or lefs according to each man's degree) 
he gave unto the poor, contenting him- 
felf with a fpare and flender diet. Many 
other things, this moft Noble Earl faid, 

did. 
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> 557-95- did, and fufFered, which equalife, if not- 
exceed the deeds of the ancient worthies 
of the Primitive Church and theref(M:e'4^ 
are moft worthy to be eternized. 

That which this Author faith of the 
Earl that he was a glorious Confeffor of 
the Catholick Faith, yea a Martyr, is the 
general periwafion of all learned Catho- 
lick men, both of our own and other na- 
tions. As fuch therefore we all ough|^ 
to efteem him, and may with juft reafoa 
commend our felves to his holy Prayeri' 
and Interceffion, that thereby we may 
obtain fo much grace o{ Almighty Gody 
that here we may imitate his excellent 
vertues, and in heaven enjoy his happy 
company for all eternity. Amen. 
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CHAPTER I. 



Her Birth, Parentage, and Edu- 
cation. 



The Noble, and Vertuoufe Lady AnnCy 
late Countefle of Arundell and Surrey ^ 
was born upon the laft day of March in 
1557, at the Citty of Car Hie in Cumber- 
land. Her Father was Thomas Lord Da-- 
cres pf the North, a pcrfon of great Ef- 
tate. Power, and Authority in thofe parts 
(as pofleffing no lefs than nine Baronies) 
and one of the moft ancient for Nobility 
in the whole Kingdome. Her Mother 
was- Elizabeth Laiourn, Daughter of Sir 
James Laboum a Knight much eileem'd 
and honoured in Lanca/hire. For her 
Beauty, Perfon, Wit, and Difcretion, fhe 
was qualifyd to wear a Crown, 
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'557- Not long after her birth, the care of 

her breeding and education was com- 
mitted to her Grand -Mother by the 
Mother's fide the Lady Mount-Eagle a 
grave, difcreet, and vertuoufe Matron, 
who, as being a religious good Catholick ; 
firft procured to have her confirm'd by. 
that worthy Prelate, and renown'd Con- 
feflbr Doftor Cuthbert Tonftal Bifliop of. 
Durhamy and in due time to be taught 
to read, and inftrufted in the firft princi- 
ples of Chriftian Religion, by an ancient 
Catholic Prieft ftie then kept in her 
houfe. 

This Lady Mounteagle was Daughter 
of one Mr. Prejion a Gentleman of note 
in Lancafhirey and was marry'd firft to Sir 
James Labourny by whome ftie had two 
Daughters ; Anne marry'd to the Lord 
Mounteagky her fecond huft)and's eldeft 
Son, and Elizabeth firft marry'd to the 
Lord Dacres above mention'd, and after 
to Thomas Howard Duke of Norfolk. 
Both thefe her Daughters knowing the 
great prudence and care ftie had ufed in 
the education of themfelves, prevail'd 
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with her to undertake the education alio 
of their Daughters, which flie performed 
with fuch diligence and difcretion, that 
tho' they were but young when flie dy'd, 
yet they receiv'd fo much good from that 
fhort education, that they enjoy'd great 
advantages by it all their life time. 

She carry'd a ftridt hand over them, 
not permitting fuch liberties as many do 
to the ruin of their children. She re- 
prehended them fharply for their faults, 
and chaftif 'd with her own hands, by 
which means they came not only to 
know what was evil, but alfo to have a 
fear and horror to do it. But above all 
fhe took fpecial care to inftill Vertue 
and Piety into 'em, habituating them 
befide faying their prayers, in beftowing 
* Almes with their own hands to prifoners 
'and poor people, together with many 
other good deeds. And indeed fuch 
were the good feeds foVd in her Grand- 
child Anne^ (who even to her dying day 
rctain'd a gratefull memory of her, and 
wou'd often make mention of y* rare 
endowments flie obferv'd in her) that 

from 
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»557- from them it may well be thought, 
divers of the good inclinations and af- 
fecStions which ever after appeared in her, 
oVd their rife and progrefs. 

For firft, by what was then ingrafted 
in her flie ever retained a good opinion 
of, and afFeftion to the Catholick Reli- 
gion. Secondly, a propenfion to works 
of mercy, and a particular application to 
the cureing of difeafes, wounds and the 
like, wherein her Grandmother did ex- 
cell. Thirdly a particular afFeftion for 
the Society of Je/us by hearing her 
Grandmother rejoice and praife God for 
eftablifliing a new Religious Order w«^ 
bound itfelf by a fpecial vow of obe- 
dience to the Popey whom all Hereticks 
did then abjure, and oppugn. 

Before the promulgation of the Coun- 
cil of Trenfs declaration concerning the 
unlawfullnef of being prefent at the Pro- 
teftant Service, Sermons, and the like 
here in England; the Lady Mont eagle 
was accuftom'd to have Proteftant Service 
read to her by a Chaplain in her houie, 
and afterwards to hear Mafs (aid pri- 
vately 
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vately by a Prieft. But, as foon as fhe »557. 
anderftood the unlawfuUnef of this prac- 
tice, fhe wou'd never be prefent at the 
Proteftant Service any more. And once 
urg'd by the Duke of Norfolk with 
whome flie liv'd a while before her 
death, and at whofe houfe flie dy'd, to 
do fomething contrary to the Profeffion 
of her Faith, tho' ihe much efteem'd and 
reipefted him, yet her an(wer was fo 
round and refolute, that he never men- 
tioned the like any more, but gave her 
fiill liberty to have all the affiftance de- 
fir'd before, and at her death. Wherein 
fhe was more happy than her Daughter 
the DucheJfCy who dying not long before 
her in Childbed, tho' fhe defir'd to have 
been reconciled by a Prieft, who for that 
end was condu&ed into the garden, yet 
could not have acce& unto her, either by 
reafon of the Duke's vigilance to hinder 
it, or at leaft of his continual prefence in 
the chamber at that time. 
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CHAPTER II. 

Her Marriage^ and the Means used ' 
to pervert her judgement in 
Religion. 

The Lord D acres Father to this honour- 
able Lady whofe life I write, left behind 
him when he dyed two other Daughters . 
befides her felf, and one Son: the Son. 
was nam'd Francis^ and the other 
Daughters, Mary and Elifabeth. They 
were all then very young, the Lady 
Anne who was the eldeft being but nine 
years of age or thereabouts; and by 
reafon of their Mother's marrying with 
the Duke of Norfolky they all came into 
his cuftody. The Son, by Queen Eliza- 
beth's 
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betKs grant, was his Ward whom he in- 
tended to have married to his only 
Daughter the Lady Margaret^ and that 
being fruftrated by the untimely death of 
the Child, who about eight years old was 
accidentally flain by the fall of a vault- 
ing Horfe upon him at the Duke*s houfe 
at Thetfordy he obtained the wardfliip 
alfo of the Daughters whome he intended 
to have match'd with his three Sons, as 
in efFeft two of them were fome years 
after ; Anne the eldeft to Philip his eldeft 
Son Earl of Surrey , and Elizabeth the 
youngeft to the Lord William Howard 
his youngeft Son. Mary the fecond 
Daughter who was defign'd for the Lord 
J'homas Howard his fecond Son, dyed 
before fhe was marriageable. The Duke 
was fo defirous that thefe intended mar- 
riages fliou'd take efFed, that he caufed 
the Earl of Surrey to be contracted to 
the Lady Anne as foon as fhe came to be 
compleatly twelve years old (age in her 
fufficient to aflent) tho' the Earl wanted 
at that time fome months of that age. 
Upon which account they were marry'd 
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'571' again when the Earl was full fourteen, 
neceffary for him to give fuch confent to 
his marriage as wou'd bind him ever 
after. But tho' this was don with (iif- 
ficient witnefles, and other requifit con* 
ditions, yet was it carry'd privatly 
without any noife or publick folemnity 
by reafon the Duke at that time was 
in difgrace, and in trouble about the 
bufineT of the Queen of ScotSy for w«*» 
not long after he loft his life being 
beheaded on Tower Hill the fecond of 

157*. June 1572. 

This Duke tho* he were a very moral 
Nobleman, of exceeding good temper and 
moderate difpofition, yet by reafon of 
his education under John Fox and others 
deeply infefted with Herefie he was not 
only perverted in judgment about many 
points of Religion, but feem'd alfo to 
be fomething earneft therein efpecially 
towards the end of his dayes. Nor was 
he content that his own Children and 
the others in his cuftody whom he in- 
tended to match with them fliould be 
brought up Proteftants and carry'd to 

Service 
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Service and Sermons in the publick 
Churches, but moreover he appointed 
that fome of the ableft Minifters fhould 
be brought into the houfe to inftruft 
them and the reft of his family. And 
having underftood that his Daughter of 
Surrey (for the Lady Anne was then 
marry'd to the Earl his Son) was Catho- 
lickly inclin'd, he dehorted her by letters 
from it, biding her take heed of Popery, 
Superftition, and human traditions. The 
like endeavour was ufed by the Duke*s 
Sifter the Counteffe of JVeftmorland who 
liv'd in the fame houfe with her feveral 
years, and was a very zealous Proteftant. 
Yet neither of them prevail'd : for tho' 
fhe went to Service and Sermons with 
the reft, yet could flie never be drawn to 
conununicate amongft them, ever finding 
fbme means or other to avoid it. 

To retain this afFedion for Catholick 
Religion befides the Education under 
her Grand Mother the Lady Mounteagle^ 
the converfing with fome of her own 
kindred did *alfo much conduce : and 
indeed all or moft of them both by her 
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«57*- Father and Mother's fide either were 
adually Catholicks or very much that 
way afFefted, as ftie knew alfo her Father, 
Mother, Grandfathers and Grandmothers 
of both fides to have ever been. Her 
Father's Brethren which were three: Leo- 
narUy Edward, and Francis were all Ca- 
tholicks, the two elder dyed in banifh- 
ment, the third dyed here in England. 
So likewife were all his Sifters, and one 
of them that was married to the Lord 
Vifcount Mountague was fo notable for 
her conftancy therein, and other vertues, 
that her life has been written, for an ex- 
ample to others, printed alfo and pub- 
lifli'd to the world. 

Her Mother's only Sifter the Lady 
Mounteagle likewife was a Catholick, as 
alfo moft of that kindred, and among the 
reft M'. James Labourn was fo refolute 
and conftant therein, that he loft his life 
for it, being put to a painfull and igno- 
minious death, hang'd, drawn and quar- 
ter'd at Lancafter, as I take it, in the 
year 1583, and 26' of Queen Elifabeth 
for denying her Supremacy in Ecclefiaf- 

tical 
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tical Affiures. Alfo her frequent con- 
verfing with the Lord Henry Howard 
Brother to the Duke who in his dif- 
courfes did alwayes maintain, and defend 
the Catholick Religion againft his Sifter 
of Weftmorland and others did alfo much 
conduce thereunto : as alfo did her living 
afterwards withe the Lady Lumley Daugh- 
to Henry Fttzallen Earl of Arundelly and 
Aunt to her Hufband : for ftie was not 
only a good Catholick, vertuous and dif- 
creet, but alfo well learn'd and could 
fpeak much in defence of her Religion. 
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CHAPTER III. 

The Unkind Usage she received 
FROM HER Husband for a Time. 



157a. The Earl of Surrey her Hufband foon 
after the Duke his Father's death went 
with his Brothers to the Univerfity of 
Cambridge where he remain'd a little more 
than two years, during which time, and 
after his coming, from thence to his going 
to Court nothing of any diflatisfaction to 
the Lady his Wife could be perceiv'd 
in him : but not long after his arrival 
there, being carry'd away by evil com- 
pany with which the Court did then 
abound, he began at firft fomething to 
negleft her, feldome comeing, or fending 

any 
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any to pay her a vifit. And a while en- '57S- 
tering into vain hopes of obtaining y« 
QjieerCs fpecial favour, which could not 
be had (as was obferv'd) by fuch as he, 
if they ftiew'd any love for their Wives ; 
he not only openly neglefted, but in a 
manner rejefted her. For altho' ftie liv'd 
in the Cuntrey where his houfe was kept, 
and when fhe came to London upon any 
occafion, lodg'd at Cbarterbou/e which 
then belong'd to him, yet did he for fe- 
veral years wholly abfent himfelf from 
her, and befide fome hard meafure, and 
diverfe unkindneffes ofFer'd during that 
time, he came at length to utter fuch 
words as might iniinuate a doubt in him 
whether ftie were his Wife or no. 

This fort of unkind ufage as it cauf'd 
in her much grief and affliftion of mind 
together with no fmal indifpofition of 
body, fo it forc'd her at length to go to 
him, to expoflulate and mind him of his 
obligation towards her w<=^ ftie perform'd 
in an humble and dutiful! way. The 
Earl tho' he wou'd not deny her to be 
his Wife, yet ftiew'd but fmal fignes that 

he 
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^580- he wou'd treat or efteem her as fuch. 
Upon which fhe plainly perceiving that 
neither her own, nor her friends endea- 
vours could prevail with him to give her 
that ufage which was fiting and conve- 
nient, refolv'd for her laft refuge to have 
recourfe to his Grandfather the Earl of 
Arundelly who not only received, enter- 
tain'd and kept her in his houfe as long 
as he liv'd and ufed her with all kindneis 
as his own child, but alfo did his beft 
endeavour to reclaime the Earl her Huf- 
band, and make him perform his obliga- 
tion towards her, tho' his endeavours 
prov'd inefFeftual. 

Not long after the good old Earl dyed, 
and was fo happy as to be reconciled 
fome time before his death to the Catho- 
licke Church and to receive the Holy 
Sacraments and Rites thereof by the per- 
fwafion and procurement of the Lord 
Lumley his Son in Law. 

The Countefle of Surrey y now alfo of 
Arundell by her faid Grandfather's death, 
was much afflidled thereat, as being defti- 
tute of any fitting place to dwell in (for 

the 
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the Lady Lumley dyed fome time before 
the Earl her Father) and therefore was 
forced to return again to her Hufband's 
houfe in London. At which tho' he (be- 
ing then at Norfolk attending to his 
{ports of hunting and the like) feem'd not 
a little difpleafd, and for a time con- 
tinued the fame hard ufage towards her, 
yet at length, his favour w*** the ^een 
declining every day, he came to his houfe, 
cohabited with her, and had two children 
by her, Thomas now Earl of Arundell^ and 
Elizabeth who dyed about fifteen years 
of age. And after his becomeing Ca- 
tholick as in other things fo in the ufage 
of her he was wholly changed, and alter'd, 
fhewing great fignes of forrow for the 
wrongs and injuries he had done her, and 
with great humility often afk'd her par- 
don for them. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

The Occasion and Means of her 

Conversion. 



is8*-3- I HAVE already fhew'd how, and by what 
means fhe remained ever well afFeded to 
the Catholick Religion, wherein tho' fhe 
increaTd dayly more and more, yet fhe did 
not refblve to embrace and profefs it, till 
about y« year 1582 or 83, fhe being be- 
twixt five and fix and twenty years of 
age, when by reafon of a book treating 
of the Danger of Schifm, fhe was fo effi- 
cacioufly mov'd, that fhe made a firm 
purpofe by the grace of God forthwith to 
become a Member of the Catholick and 
only true church of God; and by the help 

of 
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of one M' Richard Bayly a Catholick 
gendeman who bjelong'd to the £tfr/ her 
Hufband, fhe brought it foon after to 
effeft. For having found out a grave 
and ancient man made Prieft in the Reign 
of Queen Mary of happy memory, he 
brought him privatly to the Caftle of 
Arundel where fhe liv*d at that time. 

She defir'd very much, and took great 
care that her reconciliation to the Church, 
and meeting with the Prieft to that in- 
tent might be done with as much privacy, 
and kept as fecret as was poilible, the 
times begining then to be very trouble- 
fome. And therefore becaufe fhe had no 
Catholick women about her at that time, 
nor others whom fhe durfl acquaint with 
the bufinef, fhe was forced to go alone at 
an unfeafonable time from her own lodg- 
ings, by certain dark obfcure wayes and 
dangerous paflages to the chamber where 
the Priefl was lodged, there to make her 
Confefllon, it being thought both by 
M*^ Bayly and her felf that otherwife it 
could not poffibly be done without difco- 
very, or at leafl great danger thereof. 

And 
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1582-3- And notwithftanding all that care and 
fecrecy within a month or two ftie was 
prefented for a Recufant by the inhabi- 
tants of Arundelly and M' Bayly was con- 
vented and accufed before the Bifhop of 
Chichefter as a Seminary Prieft ; of the 
which tho' he was eafily clear'd and ac- 
quitted, yet becaufe he would not take 
the Oath of Supreamacy, he was forced to 
quit the country and foon after to go out 
of the realm, and live in baniftiment 
many years even till his death in Flanders. 
The Count ejfe did often fend him relief out 
of gratitude for his concurrance towards 
her converfion to the Catholick Faith. 

What fhe moft fear'd juft after her 
Converfion, was the difpleafure of the 
Early who not long before was reconciled 
to her, when he fhou'd come to know of 
it, for it cou'd not, as ftie thought, be 
long conceal'd from him. And this her 
fear was much increaTd by the comeing 
down from London of one of his Chap- 
lains, who affirm'd he was fent of purpofe 
by the Earl to read prayers and preach 
to her and her fumily ; and the next Sun- 
day 
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day following he came into the great 
chamber of the Caftle expeding and de- 
firing to know her pleafure therein. 
Upon which ftie thought beft to fend for 
him to her chamber; then fhe defir'd 
him not to trouble himfelf nor her in 
that matter, and told him fhe would fa- 
tisfie the Earl therein. The Earl came 
home within three or four dayes ; and to 
her great joy and no lefs admiration did 
not fpeak the leaft word of the Chaplain's 
errant. Soon after fhe was wholly freed 
from that fear when fhe underflood that 
the Lady Margaret Sackville was become 
Catholick : For fhe knew the Earl had 
ever fhewn a particular love for her as 
being his only Sifler and fo wou'd not 
feem to be difpleaTd with her change; 
confequently could not in reafon be much 
offended with her felf for being what his 
Sifler was. But the true reafon why he 
neither then nor ever after fhew'd any 
diflike of her being Catholick was becaufe 
himfelf at y* time was well perfuaded of, 
and afFedted to the Catholick Religion, 
tho' neither fhe nor any one els knew of it. 

Chap. V. 
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CHAPTER V. 

Her Imprisonment, and the Mani- 
fold Afflictions she underwent 
after her conversion. 

Holy Scripture doth advife thofe who 
enter into the Service of Almighty God to 
prepare themfelves for temptation. This 
the Countejfe did deeply imprint in her 
mind, and comply'd with as foon as fhe 
took a refolution to become Catholick. 
And the times were fuch that fhe could 
not but expeft to fuffer (bmething for 
that caufe, tho' perhaps not fo much as 
(he afterwards endured. For tho' the 
Earl her Hufband ihew'd no diflike of 
her being Catholick, yet the ^ueen did 

to 
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to fuch a degree, that prefently upon 
notice thereof fhe order'd her being then 
with childe to be taken from her own 
houfe, and carry'd to Wtfton in Sujfex 
• the dwelling place at that time of Sir 
Thomas Shirley Knight, there to be kept 
Prifoner till further orders. Here (he 
remained Prifoner for the fpace of a year 
or more, and ftie iwras deliver'd of her 
Daughter, who by y* EarVs appoint- 
ment was baptiCd according to the Pro- 
teftant manner, much againft her will. 

True it is, ftie was courteoufly ufed 
by that Knight and his Lady all the 
time ihe remained with them ; yet was 
fhe fo ftreightly confin'd and watch'd 
that none could either ferve her, or have 
accefs to her, but fuch as were approved 
by him: And fpecial care was taken 
that n'one that was fufpefted for a Prieft 
fliou'd come within fight of her : which 
was no fmal addition to her fuiFerings. 

The term I mentioned being expir'd 
/he was by the ^een's orders fet at 
liberty. W^hich tho' it afforded her fome 
comfort for the prefent, yet it was 

nothing 
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nothing to the forrow fhe felt upon the 
reftraint of her Lord and Hufcand, which 
foon after foUow'd; for he was com- 
manded by y< ^een for divers months 
not to ftir out of his own houfe but to 
remain therein as Prifoner during which 
time he was twice or thrice examin'd by 
fome of the Council who were known 
to be his profefTd Enemies. This was 
the Prelude to the Tragedy w*"" Ibme 
years after foUow'd in which he afted 
the part of a moft couragioufe Confeflbr, 
and dy'd a glorious Martyr. Not long 
after his Examin he was taken at Sea 
going to France, caft into the Tower of 
London, condemn'd to pay Ten Thousand 
Pound] and to remain in priibn during 
the ^een's pleafure ; and not long after 
follow'd his Attainder, Condemnation to 
Death] and Forfeiture both of his, and 
her Eftate under pretence of certain 
Crimes moft wrongfully and unjufUy 
laid to his charge. 

Thefe were the grounds and mxai 

caufes of her afflidion. But it did not 

end here. Her houfe was fearch'd by 

Juftices 
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Juftices and their inhuman officers who 
left no room, no corner unlook'd into, 
no trunkes or cofFers unopen'd and un- 
ranfack'd. She, her friends and fer- 
vants, was often brought before the 
Council, and moft feverely examined. 
The ^eerCs officers, and others in au- 
thority to whom fhe was fometimes 
forced to fue for favour, or fome miti- 
gation of her Lord's or her own fufFer- 
ings, feldom granted any thing of mo- 
ment, and often uf'd her very harfhiy, 
and fometimes rejefted her petitions with 
fcorn and opprobrious language. But 
after the Earl her Hufband's Condem- 
nation all her Goods were feiz'd for the 
^een; they left her nothing but the 
Beds on which her felf and a few fervants 
were to take their reft, and thofe only 
lent her for a time. She endeavour'd to 
buy her own Coach at the rate it was 
valued by the prizers of her goods, but 
could not obtain fo reafonable a courtefy ; 
and thus wa^ fhe when bufines required, 
forced to go on foot, and fo flenderly 
attended, (being the Prime Countejfe of 

the 
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'583- the Kingdom, and for Dignity and 
Degree the next perfon to the ^eeri) 
that fhe had but two fervants to waite 
upon her. And for a confiderable time 
after the feizure of all the Lands and 
Incomes which belong'd either to the 
Earl or herfelf fhe had no allowance at 
all from the ^een for the maintaince 
of herfelf, children, and family accord- 
ing to the cuftom in fuch cafes. Where- 
fore Ihe was forced to difmifs many of 
her fervants, and with the money made of 
her own Jewells to pay them their wages, 
and buy viftuals for thofe y' remained 
with hen At length after much fuite 
all fhe could obtain from the ^een for 
all manner of occafions was only eight 
pound a week, and that many times fb 
ill pay'd that fhe was often compell'd to 
borrow and make hard fhifis to procure 
necefTary provifions. 
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CHAPTER VI. 



The Queen's Hatred towards Her. 



That thofe Officers and men in au- 
thority above mentioned ufed fuch mea- 
fure with this Noble and Vertuous Lady 
will not feem ftrange, if we refledt that 
they were either ordered by the ^een to 
do what they did, or at leaft were em- 
bolden'd thereto by the hopes of doing 
her a pleafure, iince moft of them knew 
what a hatred ftie bore to the Count ejfe ; 
and how defirouie flie was to crofs and 
affliA her upon all occafions. For they 
faw that fevend times flic did e3cprefly 
forbid her to live at, or come to London^ 
even only to confult the Phiiitians about 

fome 
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fome infirmities fhe was fubjeft unto. 
And if at any time after much entreating 
fhe granted her leave to live at Arundell- 
houjey yet when fhe came upon any occa- 
fion to live at Somerfet-houfe near ad- 
joyning, then was the Countejfe warn'd by 
fome of the Council to remove from 
thence during that time, and this was 
either by the SfueerCs own order, or els 
becaufe thofe Counfellors knew too well 
fhe could not endure to have the Coun- 
tejfe near her, tho' for never fo fhort a 
time. 

When the Countejfe being great w*^ 
childe of her Son liv'd at a hired houfe 
near Rumford in EJfex^ the Slueen having 
intelligence that the Lady Margaret 
Sackvil (who then was alfo great with 
child) was gon thither to pay her a 
vifit, fent forthwith a mefTenger to that 
Lady with exprefs command not to flay 
there any more than that night ; but the 
very next morning to depart, the which 
fhe promif'd the mefTenger to do, and 
undoubtedly wou'd have performed had 
fhe not that night unexpectedly fallen in 

labour. 
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labour, and thereby hinder'd from ex- 
ecuting that rigorous command. And 
when foon after the Countejfe was de- 
livered of her Son, and earneftly defired 
that the Earl her Huflband (who was 
then clofe prifoner in the Tower) might 
be informed of it, it wou'd by no means 
be granted : but after fome time by other 
means he was told fhe was brought to 
bed of another daughter. One may 
eafily guefs he was thus mifinform'd to 
increafe his afflidlion. The ^ueen fome 
time after that, comeing either for plea- 
fure or curiofity to jirundell-houfey where 
the Countejfe then lived, but was abfent 
at that prefent, by the advice of fome in 
authority, and efpying in the glafs of 
one of the windows a fentence written 
with a diamond infinuating hopes of 
future better fortune which fhe imagined, 
as it feems, to have been done by the 
Countejfe; with her own hand fhe writ 
underneath another fentence exprefling 
much paffion and difdain. And this in 
all likelyhoodfhe did on purpofe to grieve 
and afHidt the poor Lady who foon after 
o her

her return thither did fee them, and 
eafily perceiv'd by whom, and for what 
end they were written. 

The Countejfe often made humble pe- 
tition by means of friends, to the ^ueen 
(during the EarVs imprifonment) for 
leave to have accefs to him, efpecially in 
fome times of his ficknes and infirmity ; 
but, tho' the like favour was granted to 
the Lady Latimore and fome others whofe 
huflbands were at that time prifoners in 
the Towery yet fhe could never obtain it. 
And the Earl conceiving that if fhe went 
in perfon to prefent her Petition to the 
^eeriy it might perhaps be more effec- 
tual, anfwer was made him by a Courtier 
and a Counfellor who knew the ^eerCs 
difpofition, that fhe wou'd fooner fet him 
at liberty (and this was after his condem- 
nation) than admitt his Lady to her pre- 
fence to make the intended Petition. 

After the EarVs death, by right fhe 
fhou'd have enter'd into the pofTefTion of 
thofe lands, which were her own inherit- 
ance, as alfo fome of the Earl her Huf- 
band's afTured unto her by way of jointure 

(all 
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(all which the ^een had feiz'd on from 
the time of the EarVs attainder) yet con- 
trary to all juftice Ihe was forc'd with 
great charge and trouble to fue for them 
all : and tho' her jointure could with no 
colour be detained long, a great part of 
her inheritance was kept a great while 
from her by the ^een upon flight pre- 
tences, and in the end to obtain them all 
flie was compeird to pay by way of 
compofltion well nigh locx^o pound. 
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CHAPTER VII. 

Her Grief for the Death of the 
Earl her Husband. 



1595- Half a year after the death of Father 
Robert Southwell of the Society of Jefus 
her fpiritual Direftor who was executed 
at Tybourn for the Catholick Faith, it 
pleaf'd God to take alfo out of this 
wretched world unto His heavenly 
kingdom, the noble Earl her Huf- 
band upon the nineteenth of October 
1595, the which cauf'd fo great grief 
unto her mind, that the effects thereof 
did much prejudice to her corporal 
health. Some years before a certain 
perfon (not fo difcreet as might have 

been 
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been wifh'd) told her upon a fuddain of 
the unexpefted death of the Lady Mar- 
garet Sackville her Huflband's Sifter, 
whom for her many great vertues, and 
conftant love in all occafions fhe did 
highly efteem and love ; the grief where- 
of fuddainly furprifing her wrought fo 
upon her, that fhe immediately fainted 
away and ever after was much molefted 
with a melancholy vapor which iflueing 
from her fpleen and afcending to her 
head did exceedingly annoy her, efpe- 
cially in occafions of any grief and 
forrow. And hence it proceeded that 
for a long time after the EarVs death 
(which was the greateft caufe of grief 
fhe ever had) fhe was fo afflifted with 
the rifing of that vapor, and other in- 
firmities following it, that fhe was forced 
to keep her bed being neither able to fit 
nor fland. 

Her noble Aunt the Lady Vifcountefle 
Mountague comeing at that time to con- 
dole with her feeing her fo full of forrow, 
and fearing left then rafhly fhe might 
make fome vow w*^*' afterwards fhe might 

repent 
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repent and not perform as fome Ladys 
not long before had done with great 
dammage to their fouls, and lois of re- 
putation, ferioufly advif 'd her not to 
forfwear marrying again (that was her 
phrafe) becaufe faid Ihe, the forrow you 
are in at prefent will mitigate and pafs 
with time, and you are not fo old but 
you may think again of marriage. The 
Countejfe gave her many thanks for her 
grave advice, and knowing well that it 
proceeded out of love, promif 'd fo far 
forth to follow it as not rafhly to bind 
herfelf by fuch like oath or vow. For 
tho' afterwards Ihe made a vow of 
Chaftity, yet was it not done rafhly nor 
haftily, but after long and mature de- 
liberation, and with the advice and ap- 
probation of her fpiritual direftors, who 
knew by fufficient experience y' Ihe 
might do it without • danger or prudent 
fear of not keeping it, in regard that 
during the eleven years of her Huiband's 
imprifonment, ftie had liv'd without any 
difficulty in manner of a Widdow. And 
within that time Ihe made a firm refo- 

lution 
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lution with which ftie did acquaint the 
Earl by Letter, that if fhe fhou'd fur- 
vive him, (contrary to her defire) never 
to marry more. The which as he 
could not be difpleaf 'd at, it proceed- 
ing out of love to him, fo would he not 
accept of it as a binding promife, but 
left her, as he faid, to the liberty which 
God and his Church in fuch cafes did 
permitt. 

And fo far Ihe was either from not 
performing or repenting her vow and 
refolution that flie not only kept them 
conftantly and inviolably all her life, 
almoft five and thirty years, but took 
moreover fo great content and joy there- 
in, that fhe feveral times every year 
would renew them according to the cuf- 
tome of fome religious men. And fo 
vertuous, modeft, and difcreet was her 
behaviour all that long time of her 
widdowhood, as alfo during her Lord's 
imprifonment, and ever before, that (as 
the Holy Scripture fayes of that noble 
and glorious widdow Judith) not one 
/poke an ill word of her : for tho' there 

were 
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'595- were many who bore ill will towards her 
yet none ever cenfured her deportment, 
or indeed could with any colour caft the 
leaft afperfion on her in that kind not- 
withftand the times were then exceed- 
ingly malitious. Divers Ladies of Qua- 
lity in the begining of King James's 
reign did match themfelves to Scotch 
men of an inferior degree, and many 
others fhew'd more propenfion that 
way, than forted with their reputation. 
Whereupon a certain Nobleman of that 
nation defirous to try his fortune in that 
kind, came with a numerous and fplendid 
retinue to vifit the Countejfe^ who at the 
time of his comeing was not at home, 
and it was night before flie returned. 
She gave him fuch entertainment as in 
civility was due to one of his rank : but 
the next morning very early long before 
the Lord was ftirring, Ihe went abroad 
in her coach again, and would not 
return home till fhe had notice of 
his departure: by which he faw there 
were fmal hopes of comeing at what 
he aim'd at: and from thence forward 

neither 
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neither he nor any ever ofFer'd to moleft 
her, all knowing that ihe had made a 
conftant refolution to live and die a 
Widow. 
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CHAPTER VIII. 

The Manner of her Life in the 
Time of her Widowhood. 

Saint Luke makes mention in the 2** 
chapter of his Gofpell of a certain holy 
Widow call'd Anne who never departed 
out of the Temple y ferving God therin day 
and night in prayer and fafting. The 
Counteffe did much defire and endeavour 
to imitate this holy Widow: and how 
well Ihe did perform it I can well teftify ; 
for, all that time I liv'd with her which 
was almoft fourteen years not doubting 
but Ihe did the fame before my comeing 
to live with her, as I have been aflured 
by feveral perfons worthy of credit. 

And 
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And firft, for the frequenting the Chap- 
pell in her own houfe (which was the 
only Temple fhe could go to to ferve God 
in her troublefome dayes) I am certain 
that befides the times of Holy Mafs, 
Evenfong and Litanies at which fhe 
was always prefent unlef fhe was hin- 
dered by ficknefs or fome very important 
bufinefs, at many other times alfo both 
in the day and night fhe retired there 
and fpent much time in Prayer, Medi- 
tation, and other afts of Piety. 

Her accuflom'd manner was, as fbon as 
fhe awaked in the morning (about fix a 
clock) to fay certain devout vocal prayers 
which fhe knew by hart and had allotted 
for that time while the maids did rife 
and drefs : thofe being ended, and her- 
felf apparrell'd fhe went immediately to 
the Chappell, where having ofFer'd her- 
felf, and all her adiions of the day to^ the 
fervice and honour of Almighty God, fhe 
recited fome part of our Lady's Office, 
and other prayers out of the Primer, 
Manual, and other pious bookes till 
Mafs began, which was commonly at 

eight 
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»595- eight a clock, at which fhe did ever 
aflift with great attention and devotion ; 
every day ordinarily fhe did hear two 
Mafles, fometimes more nay all that 
were faid. And if any was to be faid 
before her ordinary time of rifing, and 
fhe had notice of it, fhe wou'd not fail 
to rife and afTift thereat. Mafs being 
ended fhe remain'd mofl commonly a 
good fpace in the Chappell reciting the 
reft of her vocal prayers appointed for 
the morning of that day, and a little 
before dinner if bufinefs did not hinder 
her fhe wou'd come thither again to re- 
colled: herfelf About three in the after- 
noon fhe ufually went to Evenfong 
fpending in that and other prayers to- 
gether with her beads, wellnigh an hour. 
Before fupper fhe recited her Matins and 
Lauds, and at nine fhe was prefent at 
Litanies. The reft of the time till her 
going to bed, which feldom was before 
eleven, fhe fpent for the moft part in 
Prayer, hearing or reading fome fpiritual 
book, and concluded all with a moft dili- 
gent examin of confcience. 

Upon 



Upon thofe dayes in which fhe receiv'd 59S'« 
the moft Blefled Sacrament fhe fpent 
much more time in the Chappell partly 
in preparation before, partly in thankf- 
giving after communion, the which fhe 
judging requifit to be done very leifurely 
not only did fo her felf, but alfb defired 
that all others fhou'd do the fame ; in fo 
much that if fhe faw any of her own fer- 
vants or others over whom fhe had au- 
thority, going away foon after receiving 
fhe would reprehend them for it, and 
fometimes fending for them back again 
commanded them to flay longer to give 
Xjod thanks for fo great a benefit. She 
commonly received twice a week, and for 
the mofl part went to Confeflion the 
night before, that fhe might have more 
time the next morning to make due pre- 
paration for the entertainment of fo great 
a Guefl, judging it not fitting to differ 
the fweeping of the houfe and cafting out 
the dufl till immediately before His come- 
ing into it. She ufed great diligence at 
all times in preparing herfelf, but much 
more upon the principal feafts. She 

never 
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'595- never mifPd any Sermons or Exhortations, 
yea even in comeing to Catechifms there 
was none more diligent than flie being 
commonly one of the firft in the Chappell 
at the time appointed for them ; and when 
there was no Sermon or Catechifm flie 
would caufe fome {pirltual book to be 
read till almoft dinner time. 

Concerning fafting tho' flie could not 
imitate the holy Widow Anne in that fo 
much as flie defir'd, by reafon of the in- 
firmities flie was fubjeft to, yet in the 
obfervance of the fafts commanded by 
the Church flie was ftrift and rigorous : 
for even when flie was feventy two years 
of age flie did eat no kind of whitmeats 
in Lent nor more than one meal upon 
any fafting day throughout the year. 
Some of her friends did often entreat 
her to eat flefli, and the Phifitians feveral 
times advif 'd her to do it, judging that 
her infirmities did require it : But flie 
knowing how indulgent many Phifitians 
of thofe times were in that point, would 
never be perfuaded thereto, till the ne- 
ceflity was clear and manifeft, and her 

ghoftly 
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ghoftly Father did in a manner command 
and compel! her to it. But what was 
' wanting in her imitation of the holy 
j Widow Anne by failing, flie ftipply'd 
: abundantly by Alms and other good 
; deeds, as will appear by the following 
: Chapters. 
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CHAPTER IX. 



Her Almes-deeds. 



'595. The blefled Angel S^ Raphael a little 
before his departure from the good old 
Tobias and his Son, among other things 
gave him one document of great import- 
ance concerning the joining of Prayer, 
Fafting, and Almes together, affirming 
it to be better than to lay up treafures 
of gold. Bona eft oratio cum JejuniOj et 
Eleemojina magis quam thefauros auri re- 
condere. This document as it was well 
liked and approved by y® Counteffe fo was 
it no lefs carefully put in execution. For 
that her fafting and prayers mentioned 
in the precedent Chapter were ever ac- 

company'd 
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company'd with good ftore of Almcs, no 
day paffing in which (he did not fome of 
one kind or another, and no kind, I think 
is to be found, which fometimes flie did 
not praftife. For befides the beftowing 
of meat, drink, clothes, medicines and 
money upon ordinary poor people which 
was fufficiently known to many ; flie 
many others performed, which very few 
had notice of, as being privatly done ; 
as were the providing for orphans, the 
putting poor mens children to trades, the 
relieving of prifoners, the giving of por- 
tions towards the marriage of yong 
women whofe friends wanted either will 
or ability to do it. Almesdeeds of thefe 
and other kinds ftie did oftentimes to my 
knowledge, and thofe commonly in a 
more bountifuU and liberal manner, than 
was, or could be expefted by thofe on 
whom they were beftow'd. 

So likewife for the moft part was that 
w<^** by her appointment was given ordi- 
narily. For during her abode at Shefnal 
in Shr op/hire the two laft years of her life 
(of which I took more fpecial notice than 
p before) 
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before) I can well teftify that befides the 
dayly almes which were given at the gate 
of the remaines of the houfehold to fuch 
poor as reforted thither for relief from 
places more diftant, and commonly was 
fufficient for about twenty perfons ; (he 
commanded that three dayes every week, 
to wit, Sundays Tuefdays and Thurf- 
days, bread, drink, pottage and meat 
fliould be prepared for all fuch poor of 
that town and parifh, as could come for it, 
which many times were near a hundred. 
And to thofe who for old age or ficknefe 
could not come ftie fent monthly a cer- 
tain quantity of money, and to the fick 
both meat and money. Moreover upon 
certain dayes in the year which were the 
birthdayes of her great grand children. 
Sons to the Lord Mattr avers (of whome 
three were born before her death) fhe 
ufed to fend for all the poorer fort of 
children in that town, to make dinner for 
them, and to give to every one of them an 
almes correfpondent to the years of that 
child whofe birthday it was : for the 
firft year to each one, one penny ; for 

the 
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the fecond year two pence, and encreafing '595- 
every year as the children did increafe in 
age. After they had dined fhe caufed 
moft of the leffer fort to be brought into 
her chamber where fhe then lay fick and 
with her own hands gave each of 'em a 
piece of cake. When fhe was in health 
(he ufed to be prefent at the childrens 
dinner to fee that they wanted nothing, 
nor were by any defrauded of either meat 
or money. 

She caufed likewife a good quantity 
of northern woollen cloth yearly to be 
bought as alfo fome ftore of courfer linen, 
which fhe beflowed upon poor people, 
and often pay'd for the making of them. 
To divers poor widows of this king- 
dome whom fhe knew to be in want fhe 
allow'd yearly annuities for their relief; 
to fbme 2, to others 4 pounds, others 20 
nobles. And all or moft of thefe the Earl 
her Son doth ftill continue in remem- 
brance of his BlefTed Mother, (for fo 
he alwayes ftiles whenfoever occafion is 
ofFer'd to mention her). To fome other 
perfbns in necefTity fhe gave in like manner 

yearly 
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yearly penfions during her life and theirs : 
as alfo a ftipend or falary for a School*- 
matter to teach poor children in a place 
in Cumberland. And many perfons of 
better quality who were afham'd to ma- 
nifeft their wants to others flie often 
reliev'd giving five, ten, twenty, fome- 
times thirty pounds at once according to 
their prefent neceffities. 

Another kind of Almes befides all thefe 
fhe praftiPd very much, confifting in me- 
dicines, falves, plafters and other reme- 
dies to all kind of people who either 
wanting will, or means to go to Dodlors 
and Chirurgeons, came to her for the 
cureing of their wounds and diftempers. 
And her charity herein was fo famous, 
that not only neighbors, but feveral out 
of other fliires, twenty, forty, and more 
miles diftant did refort unto her to that 
end, and fcarce a dly paiTd in which 
many did not come, fometimes more than 
threefcore have been counted in one day: 
and to every one' that came befides advice 
and medicines if the matter did require 
it, fhe ufiially gave fome almes in money

if they were poor, as many were. Info- 
much that fome now and then would 
feign infirmities to get fome money of 
her. A hundred marks every year fhe 
affign'd for her private purfe, and the 
greateft part thereof was diftributed either 
by herfelf, or fome of her gentlewomen 
to fuch kind of patients or other dis- 
trefs'd people. She order'd divers kinds 
of drugs to be bought every year to 
make her falves, and medicines, and her 
felf in perfon would ever be prefent at 
the making of them to fee and be more 
fure they fhould be well done and good. 
Threefcore dozen of fheepfkins were 
fpent fome years meerly in makeing the 
plafters fhe gave, and about one hundred 
weight of one only matter, whereof fome 
of 'em were made for aches and other 
accidents. To fome of thofe poor pa- 
tients who came to her, befides medicines 
and money fhe gave alfo their diet and 
lodging when comeing far off, fhe 
thought it necefTary for their cure they 
fhould flay there any time : and I have 
known fome to whom fhe has done this 

charity 
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charity for more than a quarter of a year 
together. And others whom fhe could 
not cure of their diftempers fhe has fur- 
nifh'd with money to London^ and pro- 
cured that there they might be received 
into hofpitals and cured. Others again 
I have known who being difinifTd from 
the hofpitals as incurable fhe out of 
companion has taken again into her own 
houfe, and in the end has cured 'em, 
God efpecially affifting and bleffing her 
charitable endeavours. 
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CHAPTER X. 

Her Charitable Deeds to Priests, 
AND Religious Persons. 

Although the Almefdeeds of y« Countejfe 
hitherto mention'd were many and great, 
for which I doubt not but fhe has received 
no lefs reward in Heaven : yet in com- 
parifon of others done fecretly, and 
known only to fuch as were neceffarily 
to be employ'd in them, they were very 
final. Such were the relieving of Priefts 
and others in prifon, or otherwife in 
trouble, danger or neceflfity for the pro- 
feffion of the Catholick Religion. The 
furthering and furnifhing of fome who 
had defires, but wanted means to be 

religious. 
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religious. The helping of Colleges and 
Religious Houfes in their temporal ne- 
ceflities. The providing of money for 
things of moment which were convenient 
for the advancement of religion. For 
all thefe and the like ftie was not only 
willing, to contribute, but would do it 
after a liberal manner. 

And firft to begin with Priefts, altho' 
fhe had little or no acquaintance with any 
of the Secular Clergy; yet at feveral 
times to my knowledge fhe has given 
good fumms of money for their relief, 
and would have done more had not the 
lefs difcretion of fome made abate fome- 
thing of her accuftom'd liberality towards 
them. But how willing and defirous 
fhe was to have help'd any of them in 
jufl occafions is manifefl by what fhe did 
for the delivery of M' Blackwell the firfl 
Archprieft. For he being forced for 
his own and the Gentlewoman's fecurity 
he liv'd with to hide himfelf in a fecret 
place of the houfe when fearch was made 
after by the Hereticks : and being in great 
danger of being taken or famifh'd by 

reafon 
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reafon that all the Catholicks of the '595- 
houfe were carry'd away to prifon, and 
hcretick watchmen put into the houfe to 
keep it and hinder any from helping 
him. She haveing notice of his diftrefs 
dealt fo with the officer who had the 
principal charge of that bufinefs that 
after three dayes he was content two of 
her fervants ftiould come to that houfe 
at the time when the guard was chang'd, 
take M' Blackwell out of the hideing- 
place, and convey him away, as they 
fpeedily did, bringing him betwixt them, 
he not being able to go alone, to their 
Lady's houfe, where, after fome dayes for 
refrefhing he had ftay'd, flie fent him 
(afe to the place he defir'd to go. She 
was fo well pleaCd with the officer who 
permitted his efcape, that befides a good 
fomme of money given at that time, 
fhe fent him every year as long as he 
liv'd a venifon pafty to make merry with 
his friends, at Chriftmas. 

She was fo charitable to Religious 
Perfons, that befides what flie gave to 
particulars fhe met with by accident, 

there 
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there was no Order in England of which 
flie had notice, but at one time or other 
received fome confiderable almes from 
her ; nor fcarce any College or Religious 
Houfe of our nation in Flanders that did 
not receive the like favour; and fome of 
them oftentimes as their neceflities did 
require, twenty, forty, threefcore pounds 
at once. And not only to thofe in 
Flanders y and of our own nation, but to 
others alfo in more remote countries as 
Italy and Spain, and other nations be- 
fides. But to none, nor to all the reft 
together was flie fo beneficial and boun- 
tiful! as to thofe of the Society of Jefus. 
For, befides her keeping ever fome one 
of them in her houfe for the fpace of 
more than forty years, and the relieving 
in fundry occafions divers other par- 
ticular perfons of them, flie gave every 
year a very large almes to their com- 
munity here in England, and continued 
it to her dying day. And to the end 
they might not want that, or a better 
means of fupport after her deceafe, flie 
fent at feveral times 2500 pounds beyond 
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Teas, therto be put in bank and increafed 
till her death, and then the profit thereof 
to be employ'd for their ufe and main- 
tenance here. And notwithftanding all 
that money came after few years by 
cafuality to be loft, yet was fhe not dif- 
couraged thereat, but afterwards buying 
a houfe in the City of Ganl in* Flanders, 
where thofe of them who had ended 
their ftudies might make their third 
probation, and better prepare themfelves 
to labour in God*s vineyard according to 
their Inftitute ; fhe furnifh'd it with all 
things neceffary for their ufe, maintained 
it during her life, and left competent 
means for the perpetuall maintenance 
thereof, with order that whenever it (hall 
pleafe God to convert England again to 
the Catholick Faith, that houfe fhould 
be tranfported and placed in the City of 
Carlile where ; to the end that not only 
thofe of that city and her tenants there- 
abouts, but all the whole cuntry adjoin- 
ing might receive fpiritual affiftancc by 
the preaching, teaching, and other pious 
labours and endeavours of thofe Religious 
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Perfons whom fhe intended ihould be 
maintained therein. 

Not only to thofe of the Society of our 
nation was ihe fo beneficial, as has been 
faid, but to others alio of the fame So- 
ciety of other nations ; as unto Father 
Mutio Vitellejco then General of the 
Order, fhe fent for the ufe of the Cqfa 
Profejfa in Rome a great quantity of 
Church ornaments of her own makeing 
and contriving efleem'd there of the 
value of many thoufand crowns, and 
much admir'd by many Cardinals and 
other perfons of great dignity who faw 
'em, for their rich, rare, and curioufe 
workmanfhip, the like whereof could 
fcarce be feen in all that Chief City of 
the world. Several other pieces of great 
value fhe fent both to that and others of 
their houfes; and for many years to- 
gether before her death fhe was employed 
in makeing very rich ornaments for thdr 
ufe in fbme place or other. And at her 
death fhe was about one more than or- 
dinary which fhe left with a friend of 
hers to be finifh'd and fent to the houfe 
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ereded by her in Gant^ for the fervice of 
a Chapell there dedicated to the memory 
of the Holy Virgin and Martyr S' Lucy 
to whom flie was particularly devoted. 

. That which made her fo fpecially af- 
feded to the Society, and mov'd her to 
do fo many and great things for the help 
and advancement thereof, was ^ fettled 
judgment fhe had of the excellency of its 
inftitute for the fervice of God and His 
Church in thefe times fo forely infefted 
with herefy and overwhelmed with fin. 
From her very childhood flie had a good 
opinion of it by what (he hear'd from 
her good Grandmother the Lady Mount- 
eagle: and that good opinion was in- 
creafd in her youth both by the good 
reports fhe hear'd of Father Campian and 
Father Parjons (the two firft of our na- 
tion that of it were fent into England^ 
before her being Catholick as alfo by the 
converfation and acquaintance, tho' final, 
file had with Father Gafpar Hey wood fix)n 
after her converfion. But afterwards 
meeting with fi>me who buzz'd many 
things againft them, fiie was not a little 
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alienated (as (he has often told me) un- 
til] being informed of the truth by Father 
William IVefton who reconciled the Earl 
her Hufband, but chiefly by Father 
Southwely (he remained fo well fatisfy'd, 
that ever after fhe continued a moft con- 
ftant friend, and perpetual benefactrefle 
unto them, notwithftanding fuch means 
were ufed to avert her, that fome doubted 
not to caufe it to be printed and pub- 
lifh'd by the Gazettiers in Rome that now 
fhe was no friend of the Jefuits, and had 
loft the good opinions fhe had of 'em. 
But how falfe this was appeared by her 
workes already mentioned and continued 
to her end, in which the very laft night 
of her life fhe told me who am a Jefuit 
and helped her to die, that nothing did 
then more comfort her, than what fhe 
had done for y« Society, and in parti- 
cular the fetting up the College in Gant.

CHAPTER XL 

The Education, True Love, and Af- 
fection TO HER Children. 

No prudent man can doubt that one who 
had fo great charity towards meer ftran- 
gers as this moft Chriftian Lady ihew'd 
by her deeds related in the precedent 
chapters, could fail either in due care, or 
true love of thofe who are fo nearly re- 
lated as a Childe is to its Mother, the 
order of charity requireing that it fhould 
be more intenfe towards thofe united by 
nature. And indeed the principal care 
/he had, and ihew'd in the begining of 
her ^ivido^hood was about the good Edu- 



cation of thofe two fhe had. The 
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Lord her Son, now Earl of Arundel being 
then but ten years old, and his Sifter the 
Lady Elizabeth a year or a little more 
older than he. And in order to this flic 
not only procured to have alwayes with 
her fuch as might and did carefully in- 
ftruft them in the knowledge of Gody his 
true Religion, and all the duties of a 
Chriftian ; but fhe herfelf alfo both by 
word and example did continually incite 
them to all vertue and piety. Wherein 
her Daughter made fo good progrefs in 
thofe few years fhe liv'd, that ftie was 
therein a pattern to all of her age and 
quality. She dyed about fixteen, and 
had fo much profited in learning, that 
befides her fkill in embroidering and 
writing very well, fhe not only under- 
ftood the Latin and Italian Tongues, 
but could render in Englifh very readily 
at the firft fight any thing written in 
either of thofe languages. 

She was exceeding dutifuU ever to her 
Mother, and no lefs fearfull to offend 
her. Of a very flay'd, fober, modeft and 
mild difpofition, free from all harm, and 

fo 
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fo carefull to avoid every thing wherein 
there was the leaft danger or appearance 
of fin, that once going to vifit certain 
yong Ladys of her kindred who were 
Proteftants, becaufe one in the company 
iaid fomething againft Catholick Religion 
ihe was fo much troubled therewith, that 
ever after (he was unwilling to go there, 
or any other fuch place, fearing it might 
be fome fin in her to be prcfent where 
fuch evil difcourfe was utter'd. She fell 
at length after fome ficknefs into a mani- 
feft confumption, which by little and little 
brought her {o low and weak, that fhe 
cxpefted death every day a good while 
before it came; preparing and difpofe- 
ing herfelf fo well for it by devoutly re- 
ceiving the B** Sacrament and other rites 
of Holy Church, that her Mother, who 
well knew the innocence of her life, con- 
ceived fuch a ftrong hope of her eternal 
happinefs, that it did not only mitigate, 
but in a manner take away all forrow for 
her departure, in fomuch that meeting 
M" jinne Faux (of whom I hear'd it) in 
London a day or two after her Daughter's 
Q^ death 
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death fpoke to her thus with great chew- 
fullnes; Ah Cofen, my Befs is gon to 
heaven, and if it were God Almighty s 
will, I wifh y« other were as well* gon 
after her ; meaning her Son and fearing, 
as it feems, that, which did afterwardes 
befall him. 

Queen Elizabeth intended feveral times 
to have taken him away from her after 
his Father's death, and given his educa- 
tion to fome Proteftant as then the cuf- 
tome was : but by her diligent endevouf 
it never took efFed ; and flie was refolvVi 
rather to have fent him fecretly into fome 
forraign country with hazard both of his 
perfon, he being then weak and fickly, 
and her incurring the ^eeris higheft dif- 
pleafure, than to have expoPd him to the 
danger of perverfion. So that on her 
fide as much was done as might be for 
his education and continuance in the Ca- 
tholick Religion, in which he did remain 
fome years after his marriage and depar- 
ture from her government till partly 
through fear, partly through defire of 
favour with the King (meeting alfo with 
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ibme bad Couniellors) he accommodated 
himfelf by degrees to the times much 
more than he ought to have done to the 
incredible grief of his good Mother, who 
in all convenient occafions did ever give 
him the beft counfeU fhe could for the 
fafety of his Soul, and return to God^s 
Church ; offering befides every day many 
prayers to the fame efFeA, in which, to 
my knowledge ftie ufed thefe very words : 
That if his Divine Majefty did in his in- 
finit wifdome fee, that poverty difgrace, 
affliaions and miferies were the way to 
bring her Son again to the true faith and 
his fervice, that flie did moft earneftly 
beg, and befeech his Divine goodneffe to 
let them' all fall upon him. And both I 
and others have often hear'd her fay that 
Jfhe thought no news could be brought fo 
gratefuU to her, as that he were well 
dead, and in fuch fort that flie might 
have good hopes of his falvation. But 
becaufe during her life ihe neither few 
any effedl of her prayers, nor good coun- 
fell ; a little before her death (he wrote 
this enfueing Letter to him all with her 
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'595- own hand, and feal'd it up, with order 
that it fhould not be delivered (as it was 
not) till after her death. 

My dear Son : 
You cannot but know, and I hope the 
world may witnefs, how carefull I have 
been all my life time to procure in every 
kind your welldoing: but that which 
hath ever gon neareft to my heart, and 
for which I have ever offer'd my dayly 
prayers to Almighty God^ is the eternal 
good of your Soul, which now with this 
my laft farewell to you and yours, I do 
with the tendered afFedion a Mother can 
expreffe unto her childe, commend unto 
you. And with all earneftneffe pray you 
for G^^and your own Soul's fake to think 
ferioufly upon your prefent ftate, and 
confider how little you have gain'd either 
in honor, wealth, reputation or true con- 
tentment of mind by the courfe which 
now many years you have followed, con- 
trary to the breeding and education I 
gave you, and to the worthy example 
your bleffed Father left you, and the true 
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judgment of all that wifh beft unto you. 
If, my good childe, you do this care- 
fully I fhall not need to ufe any other 
reafons, but hope Almighty God will fo 
aflift you with his holy grace, as that you 
will fpeedily return to y' fafe harbor of 
God his holy Catholick Church, out of 
which you can fee nothing but confufion, 
nor any that is not wholly ignorant can 
prudently expedt falvation. And this I 
have the more plainly, and expreffly 
mention'd for the difcharge of my own 
confcience, and for the declaration of my 
love to you, which maketh me hope you 
will make fuch ufe of this my warning, 
that it be not brought as a teftimony 
againft you at the latter day, when we 
muft all meet together to jgive account of 
our lives and actions. I befeech God blefs 
you and all yours, and make you all his 
faithfuU fervants, that in the company of 
my dear Lord y Father, I may enjoy you 
all in perpetual happinefs, and fo I take my 
laft leave of you in this life, ever remaining 
Your afFedionate loveing Mother 

Anne Arundel. 

She 
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She wrote another Letter at y« fame 
time and left it in like manner as that of 
her Son's to his eldeft Son the Lord Aia- 
traversy for whom fhe had always a parti- 
cular afFeftion ; in which flie exhorted him 
to endeavour either by reading of good 
bookes, or conferring with fome learned 
Catholicks, if not by both, to learn to 
underftand the truth of their Religion, 
affureing him that in fo doing he (hould 
find it not to be fo in many things as he 
and others are mifinform'd, and made 
believe by Minifters : but to be that only 
Religion which was taught by our Bleffed 
Saviour preach'd by the Apoftles, and 
profeff'd by all ages fince, by innumer- 
able learned, wife, vertuous, and pious 
perfons ; and that all others (however 
pretending to be Reformations) are no- 
thing but meer inventions of wicked men, 
who for fome worldly and bafe refpeAs 
were willing to forfake the Religion of 
their Forefathers. And many good ad- 
vices of embraceing and profefling it 
when he once came to the knowledge of 
the truth thereof of bringing his wife and 
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children to the fame. She defir'd him 
if he liv'd to fee Catholick times in this 
Kingdome, that he would favour and 
further the houfe fhe had fet up at Gant 
(tho' not nameing it) for the Society, and 
that he would leave the like order to his 
children and pofterity, hopeing that God 
would blefs both him and them the more 
for it, and grant that fhe might have the 
more joy of them in Heaven with an 
eternal happineffe. 

As thefe Letters do manifeft the true 
love and care fhe had at her death of her 
childrens chiefefl good, fo can I well 
witnefs that in her life time fhe both had 
and fhew'd the fame diverfe wayes : but 
more particularly I remember to have 
obferv'd it at the death of two of her 
Grandchildren, Sons to the £tfr/ her Son. 
The one was a child of four or five years 
old to whom (by reafon the education 
and providing for him was by his Father 
wholly remitted unto her) fhe bore a 
fpecial afFeftion, and fhew'd it both by 
the particular care fhe ever had of him, 
and by the grief fhe manifefled when in 
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his ficknefs fhe faw him in fome extremity 
of pain. Yet when the news of his death 
was brought her, fhe was fo far from 
fliewing any grief or forrow, that flie 
could not contain her felf with joy from 
calling to me, being otherwife employed 
at fome diftance from her, and faying 
after a joyful! manner ; O Father thanks 
be to Gody Charles (that was his name) is 
now gon to heaven. We feldom fee fuch 
joy in mothers at the death of their 
children ; becaufe few know how to love 
them fo right, and truly as fhe did. 

The other was James Lord Matravers 
the EarVs eldefl Son and Heir, a comely 
Gentleman, of rare witt and extraordi- 
nary expeAation who died at Gant in 
Flanders in July 1624, being about 
eighteen years of age. This yong No- 
bleman comeing out of Italy together 
with the Countejfe his Mother, and his 
Brother Henry who fucceeded him in 
Title and Birthright, being now in 
France^ ready to come for England where 
they had fent mofl of their retinue, upon 
I know not what motive, they direfted 
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their journey towards Holland with inten- '595- 
tion to have kifTd the hands of the Lady 
Elizabeth Sifter to his Majefty, and 
taking the City of Gant in their way, 
there he ficken'd of the fmal pox and 
dyed. But before his death was fo for- 
tunate as to be vifited by Father John 
Gerard a Prieft of the Society, who 
together with others liv'd their in y« 
houfe which his Grandmother a little be- 
fore had erefted, tho' neither he nor any 
of his company, nor perhaps any one of 
thofe who then liv*d in that houfe knew 
it was fet up and maintain'd by her, fo 
fecret was it kept. By that Father he 
was infine reconciled to the Holy Church, 
haveing never been a Catholick before, 
nor known to be fo much as the leaft 
affeAed that way ; becaufe the man, who 
by his Father's appointment taught and 
tutor'd him both in England and Italy 
was not only, an heretick, but alfo a 
minifter. At the hands of the faid 
Father he received all the Holy Sacra- 
ments neceflary for a due preparation to 
death, w«** he receiv'd with fo good a dif- 
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pofition> that he left no fmal hopes of his 
going to a better life. When his Grand* 
mother had notice of his converfion and 
death, inftead of lamenting the lofs, as 
parents are wont to do in fuch cafes, fhe 
gave God many thanks rejoyceing that 
he had made fo good an end. And when 
confidering that if he either came into 
Englandy or dyed in Holland or any other 
City almoft of Flanders ^ France y and Italy ^ 
he either could not at all, or not fo con- 
veniently have had the like means of 
dying well as he had at Gant ; flie not 
only admired the providence of God 
therein, but took it as a fpecial favour 
from him, and as a (ign he was well 
pleafed with the work fhe then had there 
begun, and thereby was not a little ani- 
mated to the finifliing thereof. Acknow- 
ledging moreover that thereby fhe was 
already abundantly rewarded for all that 
fhe had done. For had .it been put to 
her choice, what fhe would have afked 
in this world in lieu of her reward, there 
was nothing which fhe would have de- 
manded fooner than the converfion of 
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fome of her children, that being the 
thing which next after her own falvation 
flie ufed moft frequently to beg at the 
hand of Almighty God. 
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Amongst other things which the Apoftle 
S^ Paul would have all Chriftian Women 
taught, he fets down thefe three : To 
love their Hufband, and their Children ; 
to have care of their Domefticks. How 
well our Countejfe learn'd and practiced 
the two former has been fufficiently de- 
clared. In this Chapter I fhall iet down 
what I obferv'd during the time I liv'd in 
her houie. Her family was fbmetimes 
greater, fometimes lefe, according as more 
or fewer of her own, or Sifter's children, 
or others of her friends and kindred made 

abode 
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abode with her. And though the greateft '595- 
part of it, and thofe of the better fort 
were Catholicks, yet fome were Proteft- 
ants, as either being her fervants before 
her felf was Catholick ; yet whatever, or 
whoever they were, if once they were ad- 
mitted into her houfe, fhe took fuch care 
of them that they neither fhould want 
1 any thing due, or convenient for them 
, according to their degree and quality, nor 
j live otherwife than civil, honeft and 
; orderly. And if after warning any one 
1 noted of diforder did not endeavour forth- 
I with to mend, he was not permitted long 
I to ftay, as furely as fuch were difmiflTd 
prefently who could be juftiy taxed with 
the leaft difhonefty. She appointed fuch 
good orders for to the avoiding excefs 
in drinking (a vice in mod great houfes 
very frequent in thofe times) that I do 
not remember to have heard of any thing 
of note in that kind to have ever hap- 
pened in her houfe. Her Gentlewomen 
and Chambermaids fhe kept ever bufied 
in workes ordain'd for the fervice of the 
Church ; others were employed in their 
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feveral offices, none permitted to be idle 
at any time ; and for that end, commonly 
fhe kept one in the houfe who had the 
(kill of makeing Carpets to whofe help fhe 
ufed to fend all fuch as had by any occa- 
fion no certain thing to do. And fhe was 
very well content that they ftiould all have 
convenient fport and recreation, yet with 
this provifo, y^ it were in due time and 
place. Sitting up by night fhe would by 
no means permitt ; nor that any publick 
fport fhould be made on Sundayes or other 
Holydayes at the times of the Proteflants 
fervice, not to give them olFence. 

She ufed commonly a fettled order in 
her own aftions, as in rifing, going to bed, 
to meals, and in her prayers, as I have 
already faid ; and thereby it came to pafs 
that the whole houfe was ever in good 
order, all rifing and going to bed at con- 
venient times as alfo to meals, and thofe 
who were Catholicks in like manner to 
their prayers and devotions: for they 
knowing the determinate times wherein 
fhe went to MafTe, Evenfong, Litanies, 
and the like, did always endeavour to be 
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prdcnt at them all, if other neceflary 
bufine& did not hinder them : but alio 
they were fure it would be pleafing to her; 
becaufe fhe uied to difcountenance and 
reprehend thofe whom fhe saw negligent 
and flack in the fervice of God, and care 
of their falvation, and fhew favour to 
fach as were carefull and diligent, thereby 
to animate both them and others to piety 
and devotion, as fhe alfo did in all other 
things tending to vertue and perfeftion. 
The which might be one caufe as I con- 
ceive why fo many went out of her houfe 
at feverall times to be religious. I could 
name nine or ten who from thence betook 
themfelves to that happy courfe. Others 
1 knew having the like defires who dyed 
with vowes, being prevented by death 
before they could conveniently put them 
in execution. And I think that none of 
all thefe but one way or other receiv'd 
help and afliflance by her in their pious 
reiblutions, I am fure fhe took fpecial 
comfort and content therein. When her 
only Daughter dyed nothing grieved her 
Co much (as I have often hear'd her fay) 
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as that fhe never perceiv'd in her any in- 
clination to be religious, tho' otherwife 
fhe were very vertuous. And I make 
no doubt, had fhe difcover'd any fuch de- 
fire, fhe would not only have been pleaPd 
therewith, but given her as good a por- 
tion, if not better to have taken that 
courfe than to have marryed with any 
nobleman in England. For many times 
I have feen fhe fcarce could contain her 
felf in patience, when fhe heard of y« 
great inequality which fome even good 
people ufed in that kind to fuch of their 
children as refolved upon religious 
courfes. 

But to return again to her Servants 
and Family ; there never wanted fome in 
it, befides thofe that followed the way of 
perfeftion, of more than ordinary vertue 
and piety, among whom M"" Robert Spil- 
ler, her Steward for many years, may well 
be numbered, becaufe befides his prudent 
and carefuU management of her eflate 
(which enabled her to overcome the bur-r 
den of her debts, and do all thofe charit- 
able deeds I have^^ready mention'd and 

many 
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many more) befides his juft and upright 
proceedings in all affaires well known to 
aU he dealt with, together with the regu- 
lar courfe he held in his ftate of life, he 
was noted to be very forward ever both 
in relieving the poor, and farthering many 
deeds of charity, efpecially in helping the 
Society in all occafions. To the which 
he not only gave a yearly, confiderable 
Almes, but both in his life and at his death 
was very liberal towards them leaving a 
good part of his wealth for the encreafe 
and advancement of the means of that 
houfe which was eredted by the Countejfe 
at Gant. The like may be faid of his 
Wife who was fo wholly addifted to piety 
and workes of mercy, that (he was ordi- 
narily caird by the Countejfe^ in whofe 
houfe fhe lived almofl forty years, the 
Mother of Mercy ; and worthily too: for 
fhe was fo compaflionate to the poor and 
miferable, that none came to the houfe 
but fhe was ever willing and defirous to 
help and fuccour them, which was fo gene- 
rally known to all thereabouts, that mofl 
of thofe that came to the Countejfe fcfr 
R Almes, 
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Almes, Medicins or any other thing they 
wanted, made their recourfe to her. And 
of her own means fhe was fo liberal, that 
her Hufband was forced fometimes to re- 
ftrain her therein tho' not feldom to my 
knowledg he permitted her to give great 
Alms, as at one time 50 pounds, and at 
another to affure unto the Society a per- 
petual Annuity of good value out of her 
own inheritance. 

Divers other very vertuous CathoUcks 
and pioufe, were fervants to the Counteffe 
for many years, and by her good couniel 
anci example were much encouraged to 
perfever in the good way they had begun 
before they came to live w^^ her. And 
many who were Proteftants when they 
firft came thither, after fome time became 
good Catholicks and fo continued till their 
death, as others yet living alfo do. One 
there was more obftinatethan many others, 
who living in her houfe and fervice more 
than thirty years ftill remaining Proteft- 
ant (tho' otherwife a moral man and 
merciful to the poor) yea even in his laft 
licknes he was fo far from thinking of 

any 
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any change of his Religion, tho' he wanted 
neither charitable warning nor good ad- 
vice, that a day or two before his death 
he fent for the Parfon of the Parifh and 
received their Communion at his hands ; 
yet at length not many hours before he 
dyed it pleaf *d God fo to move his heart 
by his good Lady's means, that he de- 
fir'd to fpeak with a Prieft, by whom, 
after he had received full fatisfaftion 
about the truth of the Catholick Reli- 
gion, he was reconciled to the Church, 
and y^ night departed out of this life with 
great hope both in himfelf and others of 
going to a better world. Another who 
liv'd there a far fhorter time had the 
fame good luck; for being a neighbour's 
daughter and entertain'd for a time to 
attend in the nurfery on fome who had 
the care of two or three of the EarVs chil- 
dren bred there in their infancy : fhe was 
fo edify'd with the good example which 
fhe obferv'd in the Catholicks, that fall- 
ing fick not long after her departure 
thence, and earneftly defiring to become 
Catholick, fhe told the Priefl that came 

to 
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to her that the good life and devotion of 
thofe Catholicks did make her both to 
think their Religion mud needs be the 
beft, and to defire to become a member 
of their Church, as forthwith flie did: 
and having receiv'd the holy Sacraments, 
foon after dyed very happily. 
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CHAPTER XIII. 

Her Courtesy and Charity towards 
HER Neighbours. 

The Bleffed Apoftle in his Epiftle to the 
Galattans gives an excellent leffon to all 
Chriftians. Dum tempus habemus opere- 
mur boriu ad omnes. JVhilft we have time 
let us do good to all. Our Countejfe had 
learnt this leflbn very well. For her 
goodnefs and bounty did not only to her 
children and relations, her fervants and 
family, and to the poor of all forts, but 
even unto all who liv'd near her, or had 
any need of her help, fhe being ever as 
willing and many times more ready to 
do it, than they to afk or demand it. 

And 
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And indeed I could name more than one, 
and wholy unknown to her otherwife than 
by hearfay and report who have come to 
give her thanks for confiderable courte- 
fies done them though neither they, nor 
any other in their behalf did petition for 
'em. Now if to fuch fhe was fo ready to 
do good offices, well may we conjedture 
fhe wou'd be no lefs, but rather more 
ready to do y« like to thofe fhe knew, 
and did demand them of her. 

It is a cuflom in this Kingdom ufed 
by our Forefathers for the maintainance 
and confervation of Charity, that thole 
of the better fort do invite their neigh- 
bors to dine or fupp with them at Chrift- 
mas or fuch other times. This good 
cuflom fhe inviolably obferved every year 
with her neighbors, and performed it in 
fuch friendly manner that Charity thcrd>y 
was much increaCd. For fhe without 
regard to her great Quality, would in 
perfon dine in the Hall or Parlour 
amongfl them and moreover kindly wel- 
come, entertain and converfe with all or 
moft of them in particular ; fo that they 

departed

departed ever well contented, and con- 
cciv'd a love and efteem of her. In the 
fame ^kind and courteoufe fafhion at all 
other times alfo fhe behaved her felf 
towards them, when they came to her 
houfe or fhe met them by accident 
abroad. And in time of their iicknefs, 
or other diiafter, fhe would both fend, 
and go herfelf in perfon many times to 
vifit and comfort them, and if any fit 
occafion were offer'd, move them to 
that which was for their eternal good. 
Wherein ihe was fo happy that many 
times her words were of exceeding great 
efFed. Once going to vifit in that man- 
ner a fubflantial Farmer that lay fick 
after fome difcourfe he told her how 
fbme years pafl riding over the Forefl of 
Windfor he met cafually with a Gentle- 
man wholy unknown to him, who un- 
derflanding by his words that he was 
a neighbour to her Ladyfhip, gave him 
a Pidure adorn'd w'** gold and colours 
reprefenting our Saviour with the crown 
of thorns upon his head, and carrying 
the lofl fheep upon his fholders ; 

willing 
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willing him to deliver it to her, as he 
then promiPd he would, but hitherto 
^out of forgetfuUnef, or fome other rea- 
fon had not done it, craving her 
Honour's pardon for his negligence ; 
which fhe -eafilv granting, and thereupon 
entering into difcours (by occafion of 
that Pidkure) about Religion, (he fpoke 
fo efficacioufly, that he defir'd to become 
Catholick, which (he fpeedily procureing 
with all other helps neceffary for the 
good of his foul, he made a happy end. 
She kept that Pifture till her dying day, 
and had a great efteem of it, becaufe it 
had been the occafion of fo much good 
to that man : but fhe could never be 
inform'd who fent it her, which made 
fbme think there was fome fpecial pro- 
vidence of God in it. The like efFe& 
her words had upon fome others who 
came to her for comfort or relief in their 
neceflities. One among the refl was an 
old woman who in her youth having 
been a Catholick, but by her marrying 
to a Proteftant, left the profeflion of her 
faith, and liv*d in ichifm above thirty 

years 
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years without any great fear or feeling 
of her dangerous ftate ; becaufe inwardly 
fhe was well afFedled to the Catholick 
Religion continued to fay her ancient 
prayers, kept Lent and other failing 
dayes, and fecretly in the bottom of a 
cheft had an Agnus Dei, a Crofs, a 
Medal, and fome other little inftruments 
of devotion. One Sunday morning 
whilft fhe was at the Church a thief 
breaking into her houfe, and opening 
that cheft, with other things ftole away 
her Agnus, Crofs, Medal and y« reft, 
which ftie perceiving foon after her 
comeing home, and being much afflifted 
therewith went to the Counteffiy to be- 
moan herfelf, and procure fome repair of 
her fo great, as ftie thought, but indeed 
a gainfull, lofs. For thereupon the 
Countejfe took occafion to fet before her 
the dangerous ftate wherein fhe lived as 
not being a member of God's Church, 
at which, and other good counfell fhe 
receiv'd, fhe was fo moved that j(he re- 
folv'd to become Catholick again, which 
fhe foon after did, and living five or fix 

years 
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years in great innocence, much fafting 
and prayer, fhe made a happy end having 
firft receiv'd all the holy Sacraments 
with very great devotion. 

Another ancient woman well ^S^dxAy 
but who never had been Catholick, 
having received fome courtefies, falves 
or the like from y« Countejfey ufed thefe 
words to thank her for them : Gody 
and our Blejfed Lady reward your Honour, 
She, (ever ingenious upon the like occa- 
fions) perceiving the woman's difpofiticMi 
entered into farther difcours with her, 
and fo handled the matter, that both fhe 
and her hufband were foon after recon- 
ciled to the Church. 

Thefe and the like good efFedks were 
the chief end next to the honour of Gody 
which the Countejfe aim'd at in all thofe 
good offices fhe did to her neighbors, 
and thofe who came to her ; tho' thereby 
at the fame time fhe gain'd the love and 
good will of all forts of people, where- 
ever fhe liv'd. Whilfl I liv'd with her 
fhe changed her habitation four times 
upon jufl occafions, and in all thofe 

places. 
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places, tho' of different fhires fome of 
them far diftant from one another, and 
the people of diverfe difpofitions, yet 
fhe was exceedingly belov'd and efteem'd 
of all forts and degrees, Catholicks, 
Proteftants, Puritans, yea even Minif- 
ters out of gratitude for courtefies and 
benefits received from her, could not but 
fpeak well of her ; and fome of them 
publickly in their fermons have praif'd 
and commended her, propofing her ex- 
ample in Charity and Piety as a patern 
for thofe of their Religion to imitate, 
confefling that the profeflbrs thereof had 
great reafon to blufh, and be afliamed of 
themfelves to fee how far fhort they were 
of her. 
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CHAPTER XIV. 

Her last Sickness, Death, Burial. 

After the Countejfe had fpent many years 
in the practice of thofe good deeds above 
mentioned, and others of the fame na- 
ture, being arriv'd at the age of three- 
fcore and almoft thirteen, as full of merits 
as of dayes, ftie began both to be weary 
of this life, and defirous of a better in 
heaven: And therefore flie entreated 
fome whom Ihe deem'd God*s fervants 
to pray for her that fhe might have a 
good and happy Death, diftributing 
fome alms, and direfting other deeds of 
charity to the fame end ; and I make no 
doubt but many of her own prayers were 

made 
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made to the fame purpofe. And it feems '595- 
that Almighty God did not only hear the ^ ^°' 
prayers made in that behalf but hear'd 
them fpeedily. For within one month 
that I had written to that end at her 
entreaty to a certain Prieft to whom fhe 
then fent fome medicines for the recovery 
of his health, the indifpofition which 
continued till her death was firft per- 
ceiv'd to begin. 

It was a kind of want of appetite or 
rather a diflike of meat, which at the 
firft (he ftrove to overcome : but after- 
wards the very fight and fmel of much 
meat growing loathfome and ofFenfive to 
her, fhe was forced to retire at meals 
unto her chamber, or fome other place 
where fhe might eat fome little thing 
alone, the which was fo little that that 
not being fufficient to maintain her 
ftrength of body, fhe decay'd daily more 
and more. In that manner fhe continu'd 
from about the latter end of September 
1629, till February : and in all that time 
tho' fhe went not abroad, nor feldom 
came down ftairs into the gardens or 
* other 
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other parts of the houfe, as ftie did for- 
merly, yet did fhe never fail feverai 
times every day to go to the Chappel to 
Maffe, Evenfong, Litanies and the like. 
About the end of February fhe took 
fome phifick which much weakened her, 
and the laft of that month (being that 
year the 3** Sunday in Lent) was the laft 
day fhe came into the Chappel. For 
being taken with a great pain in one of 
her feet, fhe was not able to go out of 
her chamber, and from that time until 
the 6' of April fhe continued flill impair- 
ing in her flrength by reafon of the con- 
tinuance of her want of appetite, and 
fome diflempers of feavers and other 
paihs to which fometimes fhe was fubjecSt 
a while, and afterwards free again. 

During this time fhe was vifited by 
the Earl her Son, the Counteffe his Wife 
and their Children who came from 
London only to that end. She was then 
alfo vifited by divers other noble perfons 
to fome of whom fhe gave very good 
counfel, and in particular to the Earl of 
Northampton then Lx)rd Prefident of 
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fFales who with her words feem'd to be 
much moved even to tears, and had 
been happy, if he had put in execution 
what fhe then advifed him, as it is pro- 
bable he would, had he known his time 
to have been fb near at hand, as it was. 
For within two months or a little more 
after her deceafe, he dy'd at London un- 
cxpeftedly and in a manner fuddainly. 

Upon the fixt of April flie was af- 
faulted by fome other infirmities and 
pains which depriving her of repofe 
made her decay fo faft, that upon the 
twelth it was thought expedient to give 
her the Extream-Undlion. She had Mafs 
faid in her chamber every day, and 
Litanies at night, and commonly re- 
ceived the Bleffed Sacrament in this time 
thrice every week. She had demanded 
Extream-Unftion many times before, and 
defir'd it very much, tho' therein as in 
all other things concerning her Soul fhe 
did fubmitt her defires to the will of her 
Diredors. One day difcourfing with a 
Catholick Doftor of Phifick who came 
from London to her with the Earl her 

Son, 
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Son, about medicines, at length they 
came to fpeak of oils, and fhe telling 
him there was one kind of oil which fhe 
valued more than all the reft, and much 
defir'd at that time, he reckon'd up the 
names of many which he thought moft 
pretious and fovereign : Whereat fhe 
fmiling told him 'twas none of thofe, but 
that which is confecrated by Catholick 
Bifhops for the eafe and comfort of fick 
people near to death as Ihe fuppof 'd her 
felf to be, tho' that Dodor then judg'd 
otherwife, and that flie was in little or 
no danger at all. 

When the time was come that it was 
judg'd neceffary to adminifter that Sacra- 
ment to her, I told her of it, and afking 
if fhe were willing to receive it then; 
fhe anfwer'd very chearfuUy, y^ with all 
her heart ; and defir'd me to inftruft her 
what fhe was to do therein. Which 
tho' it were nothing needfully fhe well 
knowing it before, yet to comply, with 
her defire I told her what then oc^rr'd 
to me, for which fhe gave me thanks 
after fuch a hearty and humble manner 



as 
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as I have feldom feen ; faying, God re- 
ward you good Father for your great 
charity. And not only then, but at 
other times alfo in her ficknefs both 
before and after that flie did the like. 
So that had ftie been the meaneft woman 
living, and I fome perfon of refpeft who 
had oblig'd her with many and great 
benefits, fhe could not, I think, have 
Ipoken with more fubmifllon and affec- 
tion than Ihe did. Whereby as I was 
exceedingly edify'd to fee fo great humi- 
lity join'd to fo much nobility, fo was I 
moved many times to fuch tendernefs, 
that I could not contain my fclf from 
tears ; an effeft in me unufual, and very 
rare. While the Extream-Undion was 
adminifter'd, fhe held lighted in her hand 
(in token of her Faith) a certain hal- 
low'd Candle brought from the holy City 
of Jeru/alem, which for that only pur- 
pofe fhe had kept more than 20 years. 

The next morning very early fhe re- 
ceived the BlefTed Sacrament with great 
devotion, having according to her cuflom 
made her confeffion the night before, 
s And 
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1630. AjiJ after that ftie bent her mind wholly 
to fuch things as might beft difpofe her 
unto death. She had made her will and 
order'd all her temporal afFaires long 
before: fo that it was not needfuU to 
think of them, neither was fhe willing 
to be troubled then with any other thing, 
as I perceiv'd, in that being told how 
a certain Lady and kinfwoman of hers 
had fent a letter and a meflenger de- 
fireous to underftand of her health, where- 
as before fhe ufed to be very careful! to 
make anfwer in fuch occafions, then fhe 
made none at all, but as tho' fhe had 
known nothing thereof, proceeded in her 
pious exercifes, which were, as fbon as 
fhe awaked out of the flumbers which 
fhe was then much fubjed: to, to lift up 
her eyes, hands, and heart to heaven, 
fometimes craving pardon for her fins, 
with thofe words of the pfalm : Mijerere 
met Deus Jecundum magnam mifericordiam 
tuaniy fometimes making afts of contri- 
tion, of the love of God, of conformity 
with His holy will, and the like. 
The Royal Prophet tells us that. 

Almighty 
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Almighty God will particularly aflift upon 
their death-bed, and help fuch perfons as 
have been carefuU to comfort and relieve 
the poor. Dominus opem feret illi Juper 
leSlum doloris ejus. And fo this good 
Lady found it by experience: For be- 
fides a great peace and quietnefs of 
mind, as being wholy free from all fuch 
fcruples, fears, and anxieties as people 
lefs carefuU of their behaviour are then 
many times molefted with, fo many were 
the comforts he beftow'd upon her, that 
more than once fhe utter'd with much 
feeling thefe, and the like words : O / 
how much am I bound to Almighty God! 
About an hour before her death there 
being then no likelyhood that it was fo 
near, fhe told me fhe thought it would 
be upon a fuddain adding withall that 
fhe was very well content with what- 
foever manner of death it pleaf 'd God to 
fend her ; and I telling her, that if fhe 
fear'd a fuddain death it would not be 
amifs if any thing troubled her mind to 
confefs herfelf, that fhe might be abfolv'd 
from it, and fo be the better prepared : 

fhe 
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1630. fhe reply'd that tho' nothing did trouble 
her confcience, yet would fhe be willing 
to enjoy that benefit ; which being done 
(after fhe had confefT'd fome things of 
her life pafl) immediatly both her fpeech 
and pulfe fail'd, fo that tho' fhe endea- 
voured, as was perceiv'd by the motion 
of her lips, to pronounce after me the 
Holy Name of JefuSy fhe could not do it, 
but foon after the recommendation of the 
Soul and other Prayers appointed by the 
Church to be recited at that time were 
ended, fhe gave up the Ghofl, about nine 
at night, the 19*** of jiprily 1630, fhe 
being then three fcore and thirteen years 
old, one month and thirteen dayes. 

At the time when fhe dyed fhe lay 
upon a couch in her wonted clothes in 
the full view of all there prefent, who 
tho' they had their eies ftedfafUy fixt 
upon her, yet could they fcarcely per- 
ceive when fhe dyed; fb quiet, calm, 
and peaceable it was, that fhe feem'd 
rather to be in a fweet flumber than in 
the agony of death, her eies being fhut 
all the time, her mouth no more open 

than 
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than at other times, without fighing, 
groaning, gafping, ftretching, or any 
other violent motion at all, only fome 
little fweat appeared in her face, which 
in all other refpefts remained as grave 
and comely as before without any altera- 
tion, fo that a fweeter death could not be 
wifhed, with fuch quietnefs both of mind 
and body. And verily confidering the 
ftrength and vivacity of her conftitution, 
it may well be thought fomething extra- 
ordinary, more than natural, and as an 
efFeft of thofe good deeds and prayers 
Ihe had ofFer'd to God for a happy death. 
I will not ftand here to relate the great 
forrow of her children, friends, fervants 
and neighbors, nor the general grief of 
all the inhabitants of the country where 
fhe dwelt, upon notice of her death, that 
being eafy to conjefture by the great 
love and efteem they had all for her. 
This I know for certain that many who 
never faw her, nor had any fpecial obli- 
gation to her, did much lament it, in 
regard of the great lofs, as they faid, the 
whole country and people of all forts 

did 
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'630- did receive thereby. Leting that there- 
fore pafe ; after the ceremonies were 
finifh'd about the burial of her body, 
which thofe times would permitt, it was 
carry'd in a coach from the Mannor 
Houfe of Shefnal in Shropjhire where fhe 
dy'd, to the Town of Arundell in SuJfeXy 
where fome years before fhe had caufed 
a convenient vault to be made for her 
own burial, and thofe of her pofterity : 
the bodies of her Lord and Hufband, of 
the Lord James MatraverSy and others 
of her Grandchildren being already in 
her life time there depofited. , 

Before fhe dyed fhe gave exprefs 
comand that her body fhould not be 
open'd, boweird, nor embalm'd : that no 
Sermon, or other ceremonies fhould be 
made by any heretical Miniflers at her 
burial : and laflly that no pompe nor 
oftentation by Heraldry, or the like 
fhould be ufed therein : whereupon her 
body being wrap'd in fearclothes and put 
into a ftrong coffin was carry'd privatly 
in her own coach, and only attended the 
mofl part of the way by twelve or four- 
teen 
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teen of her own fervants. The journey 
was of feven dayes, the ways exceeding 
foul and deep, in fo much that almoft all 
in the company did every day expeA the 
breaking of the coach, and thought it a 
{pecial providence that it held out to the 
end, wherein they were the more con- 
firmed by two accidents, which happened. 
One was, that one of y* wheels having 
fafely paff'd many dangerous places, 
chanc'd to break in a plain, fair and even 
way fo near the houfe of a Catholick 
Gentleman who very willingly lent one 
of hers to fupply the want, that the jour- 
ney was not hinder'd fo much as one 
hour. The other was, that the coach 
in its return from Arundel to London^ 
being lightly loaden to what had been 
before, did breake in the very ftreet 
within, a ftone's caft of Arundel Hou/ey 
where it was appointed to remain. 
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CHAPTER XV. 

The Esteem which great Princes, 
AND Nobles had of her. 

I HAVE already fpoke of the great love 
and efteem, which both the common 
people, her neighbors, and thofe of 
better fort had of y* Count ejfe in all places 
where fhe liv'd: now I will fet down 
fomething, of the goodj opinion which I 
have underftood perfons of a higher de- 
gree to have framed of her for the vertuc 
and goodnefs which either they them- 
felves obferv'd in her, or had notice of 
by the relation of others. And firft, to 
begin with his Majefty that now reigns ; 
he having underftood how ihe was fome- 
thing 
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thing mended of her infirmities, and in '595- 
good hope of recovery in her laft ficknes, 
feem'd to be very glad of it, and told a 
friend of hers that he pray'd every day 
for her health and welfare ; and the ^een 
then prefent did teftify the fame of her 
part. The Lady Elizabeth his Majefty's 
Sifter did alfo both by Letters unto her 
not long before her death, and other 
wayes manifeft much love and efteem for 
her. And Queen Anne mother to them 
both not only fhew'd great refped in 
prefence when fhe came to vifit her, but 
in her abfence alfo when occafion ofFer'd 
itfelf, fhe ufed to {peak more than ordi- 
narily well of her, and told a principal 
Nobleman how greatly fhe did defire and 
efteem her prayers. 

Mary Queen of Scotland and Dowager 
of France Mother to King James being 
prifoner here in England (where after- 
wards fhe was moft unjuftly put to death) 
and having notice how wife and worthily 
the Countejfe did behave herfelf all that 
time in which the Earl her Hufband did 
by eVil counfel abfent and eftrange him- 

felf 
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J595- felf from her, partly to comfort, partly to 
fhew the love ihe bore her ; for a token 
thereof, fent her a piece of work in filk 
and filver made and contriv'd by her felf 
in this form. 

There was a tree framed, whereon two 
turtles fate, on either fide one, with this 
difference that, by that on the right hand, 
there were two or three green leaves re- 
maining : by the other, none at all, thee 
tree on that fide being wholy bare : over 
the top of the tree were thefe words 
wrought in filver, Amoris forte pares. 
Signifying that herfelf and the Count ejfe 
reprefented by thofe two turtles were 
alike in their aiFedions to two perfons of 
the fame family, the Duke of Norfolke^ 
and the Earl of Surrey. At the bottom 
of y*' tree on that where the former turtle 
fate by the green leaves thefe words were 
alfo wrought in filver : Hcec Ademptum^ 
with an anchor under them to fhew that 
the Counteffe whom fhe put on the right 
hand, might be in fome hope becaufe her 
Lord was yet alive, tho' by reafon of his 
abfence and unkindnes towards her, fhe 

mourn'd 
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mourn'd as a turtle. On the other fide '59S- 
of the tree under the other turtle were 
thefe words in like manner wrought: 
Ilia peremptumy with certain pieces of 
broken boards, fignifying that her own 
hopes were wholy wrack'd by the death 
of the Duke for whom fhe mourn'd as a 
folitary turtle without hope of comfort 
or redrefs. 

Befides thefe Princes already men- 
tioned, who were of our own country, 
fome others there were of more remote 
countries and kingdoms who fhew'd no 
lefs efteem of the Countejfe than they did. 
As in particular the Infanta Donna 
IJabella Eugenia Clara Archducheffe of 
Flanders in feveral occafions ; and her 
Brother King Fhilip the Third of Spain^ 
who, as I was told by his Embaflador 
here in Englandy procured her pidure to 
be fent unto him from hence into SpaiUy 
where in his famous Palace of the Efcu- 
rial he cauf'd it to be placed and kept 
among the piftures of other perfons of 
great merit and dignity. 

I need not fpeak of the efteem which 

many 
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many of our Englijh Nobility ever had of 
her, efpecially in her elder years, it being 
fufficiently known, I my felf have feen 
diverfe of them ftand in her prefence 
bare headed, and would not put on their 
hats untill they were in a manner forced 
to do it, and I could name fome of the 
chief rank who confefTd of themfelves, 
that when they came into her company, 
they durft not fwear ; as at other times 
they were wont to do even before the 
beft of the kingdom, fuch was the refpedl 
they bore, and, I may fay, the awe they 
ftood in, of her. This finaly I know for 
certain that a perfon of great wealth and 
power, who had very hardly treated his 
Wife an honourable Catholick Lady for 
her Religion, fearing leaft ihe fhou'd 
make her complaint to the Countejfe^ as 
being her kinfwoman and fpecial friend 
entreated her upon his knees not to do 
it, promifing all good ufage for the future 
if ihe would forbare, which he did per- 
form moft faithfully. 
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CHAPTER XVI. 

A Description of her Person, and 

Manner of Attire. 



There were many things in the Count ejfe 
which cauPd that great and general efteem 
of her, I juft now fpoke of: and amongft 
others, tho' the leaft, was her very coun- 
tenance and corporal prefence which was 
{b venerable, that it alone was fufficient 
to move any one to bear a reverent re- 
fped unto her. I could name fome who 
have confefTd they found that effedt in 
themfelves by the very firft fight they 
had of her, and a certain Nobleman and 
Officer in the Court feeing her at the be- 
ginning of King James his Reign, when 

fhe 
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fhe went to meet and do her duty to the 
^een^ did fignify as much, thus fpeaking 
to a friend : I do not know how to rank 
my Lady of Arundel^ whether amongft 
the old Ladies or the yong : becaufe the 
beauty and frefhnefs of her face (being 
then betwixt forty and fifty years) makes 
her feem yong, but the gravity of her 
countenance, carriage and attire move me 
to think the contrary, and that fhe is the 
eldeft in the company. 

Some who knew her in her yonger 
years have told me fhe was then very fair 
and beautifuU which may very eafily be 
believ'd, becaufe even to her lafl ficknef 
her countenance was comely and her 
colour and complexion more frefh than 
many women's is at forty. She was taller 
of flature than the common fort, and to- 
wards the end of her life fomething cor- 
pulent, but without deformity, it rather 
adding a kind of gracefuU comelinefs and 
majefly : the which had fhe endeavoured 
to improve and fet forth with art and 
ornaments as too many do, doubtlefs it 
would have feem'd and been efkeem'd ex- 
traordinary. 
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traordinary. but fhe well knowing how 
vain and frail exterior beauty is by that 
ikying of holy Scripture : Fallax gratia 
et vana eft pulchritudo^ apply'd her endea- 
vours to the adorning and beautifying 
her foul with vertues, little regarding or 
rather wholy negleding all that artifice 
with which women ufe to fet themfelves 
off to the beft advantage. 

For altho' her apparell were decent 
and grave, yet both in fubftance and cir- 
cumftance it was always homely and 
plain. Her gowns commonly were of 
ordinary black ftuff of fmal price, and all 
the reft was futeable thereto. And by 
that which was fpent yearly in all things 
appertaining to her apparell, it is mani- 
feft that it could not be coftly : for as I 
have been certainly informed, by thofe 
who had perfe<5t knowledg thereof, the 
whole fumme feldom amounted to more 
than twenty pounds by the year fome- 
times not fo much. And as for other 
ornaments fhe never ufed any ; only upon 
great feafts and principal holydayes in ho- 
nour of the folemnity fhe ufed to wear 

about 
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'595- about her neck, cither a Crofs of gold, in 
"^" which a particle of the Holy Crofe was in- 
ferted, or an Agatt in which the pidture of 
the Bleffed Virgins Affumption was en- 
graven, or els a plain pair of Beads fent 
unto her by Father Claudius Aquaviva 
General of the Society of Jefus^ the which 
fhe much efteem'd kept, and ufed till her 
death, and then left them as a legacy to 
a great Lady a fpecial friend of hers. In 
the fafhion of her apparell fhe was no- 
thing curious, and as conftant as others of 
our nation are fickle and mutable there- 
in : for both in the attire of her head, in 
her ruffs, gowns, and all other things fhe 
kept fo conflantly the fame fafhion, the 
fame colour, the fame fluff, that it was 
hard even for thofe who liv'd in the 
houfe to perceive when fhe made any 
change, the new being fo like the old. 

All the time I liv'd with her I never 
noted any markable alteration in any of 
thofe things but once, and that was when 
fhe went to the folemnization of the mar- 
riage of their Majeflies that now reign, 
at which her head drefs was fomething 

different. 
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diiFerent, tho' very grave, and her gown 
tho' of the fame plain fafhion with y* for- 
mer, was of filk grogeram. But how 
little pleafing that alteration (extorted by 
the earneft entreaty of fome friends) was 
to her, appeared by this, that immediatly 
after that occafion was pafPd, fhe put on 
her ufual attire, and never wore the other 
again. This alfo may be an argument 
of her little regarding the ornament and 
beauty of her body, that for almoft forty 
years before her death fhe never ufed any 
looking glais. Her glaffes were a cru- 
cifix lively reprefenting the Perfon and 
Paflidn of our Bleffed Saviour, and fome 
other devout pidures which fhe had al- 
wayes in her chamber placed in fuch a 
manner, that fhe might frequently look 
upon them, and thereby excite her felf to 
devotion. 
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CHAPTER XVII. 

Her Judgment^ Prudence, and 
Discretion. 

1595- Another thing which mov'd many to 
efteem the Countejfe very much was the 
prudent carriage of her felf in converia- 
tion with all kind of companies: For 
through her wifdom and difcretion (he 
knew how to accommodate herfelf to all 
forts of people : and by reafon of the 
knowledg and infight ihe had into many 
things, join'd with an excellent memory 
and judgment, ihe would difcourfe ex- 
ceeding well of almoft any thing with 
very apt and fit expreffions of her mind. 
In point of Phyfick and Embroidery, I 

have

have hear'd her judgment highly com- 
mended by perfons Ikilfull in thofe facul- 
ties, as alfo in the knowledg of the 
nature and qualities of herbs, and fb 
doubtlefs it was in other things. That 
oath which was framed after the begin- 
ning of King Jameses reign, and maflc'd 
with the title of Allegiance, w^** which 
too many Catholicks of our nation have 
and will be deceiv'd, even after its con- 
demnation by the Supreme Paftor, being 
fliew'd unto her before it was publiih'd 
or enaAed by the Parliament, was judg'd 
by her to be no other than what after- 
wards it was declared to be by the See 
Apoftolick, fhe eafily perceiving the craft 
therein contained, and the pernicious drift 
of thofe who were framers of it. 

The like commendations thofe who 
knew her beft would give of her me- 
mory ; and verily myfelf have marvell'd 
many times, to hear her recite things fo 
perfectly which fhe had learnt more than 
forty years before, the which fhe feldome 
had occafion by repeating to conferve in 
memory. And in difcourfe fhe would 

mention 
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mention fo many particularities and petty 
circumftances of things fhe had either 
feen or hear'd from her very infancy. 
About two years before her death going 
cafually with other company into a coun- 
. try church to fee a monument, fhe fell 
into difcours with a minifter there pre- 
fent, and upon occafion told him of a 
very pregnant place of Scripture in proof 
of prayer for the dead which fhe affirm'd 
to have hear'd before fhe was Catholick 
(fifty years pafl if not more) out of one 
of the LefTons read in their Churches 
upon May Day. She recited the formal 
words, willing him to look into an old 
Service-Book ufed in Queen Elizabeth^s 
dayes, which by chance was yet remain- 
ing in y^ Church whether it were as fhe 
faid, or no. He turning to the place 
forthwith could not deny it to be diredly 
fo ; and having confer'd it at her entreaty 
with their Service-Book of later times, 
and found it very different both in found 
and fenfe of words, he remained as much 
confounded, as others admired the excel- 
lency of her memory. 

' Yet 
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Yet more laudable were her prudence 
and difcretion in fo carrying her felf, and 
ordering her words and adtions that none 
could receive offence, many reap'd much 
benefit and edification by them. The 
times in which fhe lived were very cap- 
tious, and men apt to think and fpeak 
the worft of any thing done or faid by 
Catholicks; yet was fhe fo wife and 
wary that no exceptions (as far as I could 
hear) were ever taken againfl her. 'Tis 
true that fome of the purer flrayn fearing 
leafl by her charitable deeds the Catho- 
lick Religion would gain among the 
people too much reputation, and their 
own thereby not a little be eclipf'd, 
would not fpare fometimes to mutter a 
little againfl, faying it was pity fhe was 
not a Proteflant ; for being a Papifl all 
thofe good works were done out of an 
erroneous opinion of the merit of them, 
and a vain prefumption to be faved by 
them. Whereupon fome of them de- 
firing as it feems, either to pervert her 
in religion or divert her from doing fuch 
and fo many good works, or at leafl to 

found 
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found her intention in doing them, fent 
a Sifter of their Congregation, who like 
another Thecuite fet on by Joab, came 
unto her, and after diverfe circumlocu- 
tions, began to utter that which was put 
into her mouth by thofe who fett her on. 
to witt: that having hear'd much of the 
good deeds her Honour performed, could 
not but praife the Lord for it, to whome 
alone all the glory was to be given for 
all the good we do ; that our juftices are 
like unto foul fpotted cloth, and when 
we have done all we can, we are but un- 
profitable fervants, and ought not to 
prefume upon our merits, with diverfe 
other words to like purpofe, touching 
fomething alfo upon Religion. To which 
the Counteffe made this anfwer. That 
fhe was not afhamed of her Religion well 
known to the world, nor purpof 'd by 
the grace of God ever to alter it : and as 
for fuch fmal things as fhe did if there 
was any goodnefs in them fhe knew it 
was to be attributed unto Almighty Gody 
from whom, as from the fountain, all 
goodnefs doth proceed. That fhe had 
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no rcafon to prefume on any of her 
workes knowing how poor they were, 
and how foil her felf was of faults and 
imperfedtions, for which juftly fhe might, 
and did efteem herfelf no better than an 
unprofitable fervant to his Divine Ma- 
jefty. Yet one thing fhe would have 
her to know, feeing our Bleffed Saviour 
was pleaf 'd to promife that not one cup 
of cold water given for His fake ihould 
pafs without reward, fhe verily believed 
He would perform His promife and juflly 
reward any good work done in, and by 
His grace and only for His love. And 
that thereupon fhe did rely and was en- 
couraged to do fuch fmal things as lay 
in her power. To this anfwer the good 
woman made no reply, but feeming to refl 
fatisfy'd went away, never returned and 
never was hear'd of more. I faid jufl be- 
fore that her prudence was fuch that none 
were offended by her words, but rather 
many much edify'd, and it is mofl true. 
Amongfl others I knew a Lady much 
addifted to the Puritans, who hearing 
her give good counfel to a Gentlewoman

that was dying, remained not only much 
edify'd, but in a manner aftonifli'd 
thereat, thinking, as fhe faid, that no 
Catholick could have given fuch, and 
that fhe thought that no preacher could 
have fpoken better. Many alfo that 
came to her for remedy of their corporal 
infirmities have affirm'd that they re- 
ceived more benefit by her fpiritual ad- 
vices, than by the medicines fhe gave 
them tho' otherwife exceeding good. 

A woman of better quality than ordi- 
nary having by a defluxion loft the fight 
of both her eyes, and therewith alfo the 
quiet of her mind, came to the Countejfe 
for fome remedy; to whom after ftie 
had prefcribed fome medicins, fhe ad- 
vifed her to conform herfelf to God^s 
holy will in cafe it were His pleafure 
that fhe fhould not recover her fight 
again, and told her fo much of God*s 
providence in fending fuch crofles, and 
of the evils fhe fhould avoid by want of 
fight, that the woman was fo comforted 
and her mind fo quieted, that fhe doubted 
not to fay, that tho' fhe did never fee 

again 



again it would not trouble her. Some 
others have received fo much good by 
her prudent advices, that they thought 
themfelves oblig'd to come to give her 
fblemn thanks for them, and I have feen 
others in their letters make unfeign'd 
proteftatjons they were never fo edify'd 
by any, as by her. 
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Many titles are given by the Doftors 
of the Church unto the vertue of Humi- 
lity to declare the neceffity and excel- 
lency thereof. Saint Jerome calls it the 
Prime vertue of Chriftians. S. Gregory 
fays 'tis the Rooty origin^ miftrejfe and 
mother of all vertue 5, S. Bernard termes 
it the Foundation and guardian of vertues. 
All this was well known to our Countejfe ; 
and therefore ftie had a fpecial care to 
procure it, and by continual practice to 
plant it deeply in her foul. And indeed 
did obtain it in as compleat a manner as 
any perfon almoft that I ever knew. 

For 
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For tho' fhe was the principal Counteffe 
of England, and next. in dignity to the 
^ueen for a long time ; yet was there 
fcarce any one, I think, more lowly and 
fubmiflive, more courteous and affable, 
none who leffe flood upon points of 
honor and refpeft than flie. Many 
ceremonies were due to her degree and 
quality, in the obfervance of which fhe 
had as little, as others too much regard. 
For, when neglefts in that point were 
committed fhe was fo far from fhewing 
the leaft difpleafure that moft commonly 
fhe would not permitt them to be ufed. 
And when any inferior to her did either 
out of ignorance or want of refleftion 
and breeding take the better place (as 
fometimes it happen'd) fhe never took 
any notice of it, but let them keep their 
place. If any claim'd kindred of her, 
how poor or mean foever they were, fhe 
not only would acknowledge them as 
fuch, but ever after call them Cofens in 
all occafions, tho' they had little or no 
right to it. 

I fignifyed heretofore what a multi- 
tude 
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tude of people reforted unto her efpecially 
for medecins, and none of them were fo 
poor and defpicable with whome flie 
would not only talk in friendly manner, 
view and look upon their wounds and 
fores, but touch and drefs them alfo fome- 
times with her own hands, efpecially when 
fhe found any repugnance thereunto, as 
once perceiving in herfelf a great averfion 
and horror to look upon a foul deform'd 
fore leg of a poor man who lay begging 
by the way fide as fhe pafPd, fhe caufed 
her coach to be flay'd, went out to him, 
fate down upon the ground by him, 
view'd, touch'd, and drefTd the fore, and 
thereby fo overcame herfelf, that fhe never 
after found any difficulty either in look- 
ing upon, or dreffing any fore whatfoever. 
Whence we may with reafon conclude 
there was no exercife fo humble to which 
fhe would refufe to put her hand, as the 
dreffing of meat and carrying it herfelf to 
the table for Religious Perfons who fome- 
times came to vifit her. Her plainefle 
in apparell already mentioned, as alfo in 
all other things appartaining to her per- 
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fon without any kind of pompe or often- 
tation, may likewife ferve for a good proof 
of her interior humility of mind, from 
which without doubt it did proceed. But 
a far better was her forwardnefs to alk and 
take counfell in all kind of affaires^ and 
her willingnefs to be diredled therein. She 
was reputed (and that with reafon) more 
than ordinary wife by all who knew her ; 
yet in matters of moment fhe would al- 
wayes aik the advice of others fkillfuU 
therein, and would commonly rather fol- 
low their judgment than her own. This 
I can truely teftify that among fo many 
different nations, natures, eftates, qualities 
and conditions with whome I have dealt 
in fpiritual affaires, never to my remem- 
brance to have met with any more willing 
to be direfted, nor more ready to put good 
advice in execution, which cannot but 
argue a great flock of humility. She has 
entreated me many times not to dif- 
femble any fault I might difcover in her, 
or any thing els I judg'd to be amifs ; but 
freely to tell her of it. And by the efFedt 
I clearly perceiv'd it was no complement, 

but 
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becomeing more pleafing to the Divine 
Majefty. So that whenever I told her of 
any thing which I judg'd ought to be 
mended, fhe never fail'd to thank me for 
it, and to be moft diligent in executing 
the advice. 

Infine her forwardnefs to aik pardon 
for faults only fuppof'd by herfelf to be 
coiiiitted, was no lefs an argument of her 
humility than any of the reft. And in- 
deed fhe was fo forward in that particular 
that I was forced fometimes to reftrain her 
therein, fhe having rather received, than 
done any injury to thofe of whom fhe'd 
afk pardon, as once it happened in my 
prefence, that to one who in a fury had 
rent a writeing before her eyes, only be- 
caufe fhe faid it was not done in that man- 
ner as fhe had appointed. The man's paf- 
fion being a little over fhe went to him, 
and with great humility afk'd his pardon 
for giving him that occafion of anger, at 
which he was much confounded, as per- 
ceiving then very well that all the fault 
was his own. She once made a little fhew 

of 
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of fome difpleafure only by a word, be- 
caufe I did excufe a fault committed by a 
fervant juftly reprehended by her ; but 
not long after fhe came, and before I was 
aware, fell down upon her knees to afk 
me pardon, when as indeed if there was 
any fault it was rather mine, tho' I had 
not fo much humility as to acknowledge 
it. 

From this humility, and the true know- 
ledge of herfelf that wholefome pious fear 
of God which was noted in her did pro- 
ceed. This made her continually beg of 
God not to leave her to herfelf; and in 
all occafions to have humble recourfe to 
Him for help and afliftance, which yet 
was accompany'd with fo great a confi- 
dence in his infinit goodnefs and mercy 
that ftie remained as it were with a kind of 
aflurance that he would never foriake her 
having the eyes of her foul after a hope- 
full manner ever lifted up to him. As the 
eyes of the handmaid are upon the hands 
of her miftrefs : In the confideration of 
which words fhe found no fmal comfort. 
For, faid fhe, if miftrefTes in this world 
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that be but meanly good, do fhew favour 
and mercy to their fervants who hope and 
expedt it at their hands ; I have no reafon 
to doubt but that Almighty God being of 
infinit goodnefs will do the like to me, 
if I do hope, expedt, and afk it of Him as 
I ought. 
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CHAPTER XIX. 



Her Constancy, and Magnanimity. 



I HAVE already mention'd diverfe great 
Calamities which the Countejfe did endure ; 
as the unkindnefs of the Earl her hufband 
for many years : Harfh ufage from Queen 
Elizabeth and her Officers : Her own and 
her Lord's imprifonment, with the many 
great difficulties, dangers, damages, and 
loffes which befell her by reafon of his 
troubles : to which may be added many 
more w*=^ happen'd when thofe were over ; 
as the crofs and unjuft proceedings of fome 
of her own kindred againft her ; feveral 
corporal infirmities to w^^ fhe was fubjeft 
for many years. The imprifonment of 
u the 
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the Earl her Son twice in the I'oweTy to- 
gether with the difefter which happen'd 
to him by his leaping out of a coach in 
going from her houfe at Horfley in Surrey 
to London. To which may be alfo added 
diverfe great lofles in her temporal goods. 
Of all which tho* flie could not chufe but 
be fenfible, and might juftly have mani- 
fefted exteriorly that grief which reafon 
and religion permitt in fuch occafions ; 
yet fuch was her magnanimity that I do 
not remember to have ever feen her much 
troubled either with any of thofe, or other 
fuch like accidents, her cuftome being to 
take them as fent and ordain'd by the pa- 
ternal providence of Mmighty God for her 
greater good, and as things happening 
by chance. The things which I per- 
ceiv'd moft to trouble her, were to be in 
debt, or to hear that damage had been 
done to any, by any thing belonging to 
her, as by the deer of her parkes in the 
neighbors corn pr the like, never refting 
till payment and fittisfadion were com- 
pleatly made. 

But tho', as I faid, nothing troubled 
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her fo much as to be in debt ; yet even 
in that fhe fhew'd no final magnanimity : 
for when it fo happen'd that before fhe 
was aware by the negligence or overfight 
of her principal officer who then managed 
her eflate, her debts came to amount to 
fourteen thoufand pounds, yet was fhe 
not difmay'd nor dejedted therewith but 
prefently applying herfelf to the remedy 
thereof, fhe fo prudently order'd the 
matter by the affiflance of Mr. Robert 
Sfiller whom fhe then took to be her 
Steward that before many years did pafs 
fhe not only clear'd all thofe debts, but 
purchafed alfo diverfe lands which fhe 
left to her pofterity, fuccour'd y« Earl 
her Son's neceffities, performed diverfe 
noble aftions requireing great expence, 
and finally did all thofe good deeds above 
mention'd, in which many thoufand 
pounds were difbourf 'd, keeping in y« 
mean time a great houfe and family with 
all things in fuch abundance that lefs 
than one thoufand a year could not be 
fpent. And that which fhew'd no lefs 
the greatnefs iand goodnefs of her mind. 
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was when flie underftood that all the 
money (two thoufand five hundred 
pound) put in bank for the benefit of 
the Society after her death, was loft, 
fhe was neither much troubled nor dis- 
hartened therewith, but prefently there- 
upon took occafion to fet up the College 
in Ganty and brought it to perfeftion. 

Of her conftancy in the profeflion of 
the Catholick Religion I need not fpeak, 
it being well known that from the firft 
day fhe embraced it fhe never wavered 
therein : but fufFer'd imprifonment, and 
many hardfhips for it, and was alwayes 
prepared to have rather loft her life and 
eftate, than to have done any thing con- 
trary to it, as I have often hear'd her 
fay, and wifh fhe were worthy of fo great 
a happinefs. 

She became Catholick in the year 
1582, or 83, and fo remain'd publickly 
known of all for fuch until her dying 
day in 1 630 : fo that fhe continued in 
the confeflion thereof almoft 50 years, 
during which time fhe was often pre- 
fented, and indited for it ; and not only 
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pafTd through many boifterous blafts 
of perfecution which happened in thofe 
dayes, without ever ftiewing any frailty 
when many ftrong ftout- hearted men 
both of the Laity and Clergy were blown 
down : but animated moreover, and en- 
couraged feveral by her words and ex- 
ample to the like conftancy, who other- 
wife through fear were in great danger 
of falling. Some likewife who had in 
thofe tempefts fliew'd weaknefs were by 
her means ftrengthen'd and reduced again 
to their former ftate. Thofe finally 
whome ftie underftood to have been con- 
ftant and courageous in that caufe, fhe 
endeavour'd to help and honour all fhe 
could both in their life, and after their 
death. As fhe did amongfl others unto 
that happy gentlewoman Mrs. Jnne 
Line who I faw put to death at Tyburn 
for having given entertainment to a 
Priefl, in February 1600. For under- 
flanding that certain refolute Catholicks 
intended to take up her body in the 
night time out of the place where it 
was difhonourably buried in the fame 
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grave and under the bodies of diverfe 
malefadors, flie fent her coach with 
them, and therein brought the body to 
her own houfe where it was kept with 
reverence till it could be conveniently dif- 
pof 'd of by thofe who had more intereft 
therein. 

The like conftancy fhe fhew'd in all 
her exercifes of Piety and Devotion, 
never omitting her ufual Prayers (which 
were very many) for any bufinefs what- 
foever, unlefs fhe were comanded by 
her Ghoftly Father: nor ever inter- 
mitting the frequentation of the Holy 
Sacraments, which every week, or oftener 
fhe did receive. To this may be re- 
duced her conflancy in the fafhion of her 
apparell already mention'd, in the midfl 
of a nation fo fubjecft to mutability in 
that point. As alfo in her afFeftion to 
the Society notwithftanding fo many 
endeavours that were ufed to avert her 
from them both by Proteflants and 
Catholicks of feveral conditions and 
degrees; and finally in the application 
of herfelf to help, cure, and comfort of 

the 
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the poor, tho' there wanted not many '595- 
things which might (had fhe adbed out 
of human motives) have moved her to 
defift from it.

CHAPTER XX. 

Her Piety and Devotion. 

1595- If I fhould take Devotion in y« proper 
^°* fence, which is a promptitude and readi- 
nefs to do any thing appertaining to the 
fervice of Almighty God, I might juftly 
fay that I fcarce ever knew any com- 
parable to her therein : for that no fuch 
kind of work could be propoPd to her at 
any time, whereto flie was not ever moft 
willing, and rather too forward than 
otherwife, infomuch that after I had 
experience of her difpofition, I thought 
it needfuU to be very circumfpedt, that 
the things I propoCd unto her were 
either neceflary or very convenient to

be done, becaufe I was in a manner cer- 
tain ftie would not fail to do them : and 
indeed I do not now remember that ever 
in all thofe years I lived with her, flie 
either deny'd or made any fhew of diffi- 
culty in doing any thing I fuggefted to 
her, but often would do more than I 
intended. 

But underftanding Devotion according 
to the common meaning, for a pious af- 
fedlion towards God^ his Blefled Mother, 
his Holy Saints and Servants, in this alfo 
fhe was more than ordinary. Her Piety 
towards God fufficiently appeared by that 
which has been already faid concerning 
her application to Prayer and the fre- 
quentation of the moft Blefled Sacra- 
ment. Her devotion to the Blefl^ed 
Virgin was manifeft by many things. 
For befides the faying every day the 
Office dedicated by the Church unto her 
memory, as alfo the Beads ordain'd for 
commemoration of her fifteen myfteries, 
together with other Prayers, fhe procured 
to be admitted into the Society or Con- 
fraternity of the Rofary, as alfo into 

the 
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'595- the Sodality inftitxited in honour of her 
1630. ' 

Immaculate Conception, to which myftery 
fhe was fb much afFedled, that (he made 
a vow ever to follow ifce pious opinion 
of her being conceiv'd without original 
fin, which fhe writ with her own hand 
and kept continually about her till her 
death, and was verbatim as it is here 
fet down, tranfcrib'd out of the original 
itfelf, which as yet I have in cuftody* 

Being here proftrate at the feet of thy 
Majefty, O Mary Queen of heaven and 
earth, and calling to mind the many- 
benefits I have received by thy means, I 
Anne following the fteps and examples 
of many mofte Learned, Vertuous, and 
Holy Perfons in this facred place, and 
in this chearfuU and happy day of the 
Feftivity of thy Conception, do confe& 
thee, O Mother of God^ to have been 
preferv'd, from Original Sin in the firft 
inftant of thy conception, through the 
merits of Chrift the Son of God and thee, 
forefeen from all eternity. And I take 
God thy Son, and thy Self to witnefs, 
that I will conftantly by his grace re- 
tain 
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tain even to the laft moment of my life 
this Judgment of thy prefervation from 
Original Sin. This I promife, this I 
vow, this I {wear, fo help me Gody and 
his holy Saints, always underftood with 
due fubjedion and fubmiffion to the 
judgment and determination of holy 
Church, and the Chief Paftor thereof 
his Holynefs of Rome. Now therefore 
O moft happy and BlefTed Virgin who 
waft chofen from the begining and 
before the world by Almighty Gody and 
fo preferv'd from all blot of fin, amplify 
with long peace, felicity the fame moft 
holy Father Paul thy Son's Vicar, and 
Vicegerent here in earth. Blefs thofe 
Catholick Princes who are conftantly 
addifted to thy Immaculate Conception 
with long old age and the glory of up- 
right command, heap upon thofe people 
who are devout unto thee all good 
things, and vouchfafe to obtain for us 
purity of njind and body, with due 
deteftation of all kind of fin. Amen. 

The Saints to which fhe was particu- 
larly devoted befide S. Anne her Patron- 
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efs, were the Holy S. John Baptifty S. 
Ignatius of Loyola Founder of the Society 
of JefuSj and the bleffed Aloyjius Gonzaga 
of the fame Society, and in a very fpecial 
manner the Holy Virgin and Martyr 
Saint Lucy by whofe words fpoken to 
her Mother about the diftributing in her 
life time what money fhe had to the poor 
(as it is related in her life) flie was moved 
efficacioufly to put in pradtice that point 
of great wifdom which few do learn or 
imitate, to witt ; of not defering till their 
death fuch good deeds as God moves them 
unto, thinking it well enough if they or- 
dain to have them perform'd after their 
deceafe by Executors, who many times are 
very flow, and too too often wholy negledt 
and omitt them. And this point of pious 
prudence flie much endeavoured to per- 
fuade to her friends and acquaintance, 
together with that devotion of the Holy 
Virgin S, Lucy of whom flie learnt it. 

What eflFeds her perfwafions and good 
counfels in that kind, wrought in others, 
I cannot fo particularly now tell, tho* I 
know that fome of good quality were 
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thereby induced to the doing of diverfe 
good deeds, and one among others to 
give two hunder'd pound to a Religious 
Order which was then in fome want. 
But certain I am that fome of her fervants 
learn'd and practiPd that prudence very 
perfeAly, tho' I will now mention only 
one that by him a conjedure may be 
made of the reft. This man being neither 
of great means nor quality (the Countefs's 
coachman) was fo addifted to almfgiving 
by the counfel and example of his good 
Lady, who he ferv'd many years, that 
befides ordinary alms which he gave fre- 
quently ; once fpeaking of fome want he 
hear'd one of the Englijh houfes beyond 
fea was in>, he brought immediatly with- 
out being aflc'd five ppund to fend thither 
towards their affiftance. Another time he 
came to me (never having mentioned any 
thing of neceffity to him) with twenty 
Jacobufes of two and twenty fhillings 
the piece, defiring me to beftow them 
where I thought there was moft need, 
and afterwards he gave a hundred pound 
to the Society, and moft of the reft of 

his 
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»595- his fubftance (tho' he gave well alfo to his 
kindred) he left to pious ufes after his 
death, vf^^ happened to be upon the vigil 
of S. Lucy Patronefs, within the compais 
of her feaft whofe worthy example he had 
foUow'd by the good advice of his Noble 
and Pious Lady. 

Her Piety did ftill more appear in the 
manner of making her laft will and tefta- 
ment, in which tho* fhe ufed the hand of 
another in feting down fuch legacys as 
fhe bequeath'd to her children, kindred, 
friends, and fervants : yet in fuch things 
as were for her Soul's good, and pious 
ufes, flie writ them all with her own hand, 
and with fuch pious words as well tefti- 
fy'd that w<=^was in her heart from whence 
they did proceed, giving exprefs charge 
to thofe fhe put in trufl, that thofe things 
fhould without fail and the leaft delay be 
firfl of all performed. The like Piety 
fhe fhew'd alfo in certain remembrances 
left at her death for fome fpecial friends, 
which were CrofTes of gold enamell'd with 
azure, on the one fide of which was the 
Holy Name of Jefus in the midfl, and 

on 
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on the other, the name of his Blefled '595- 
Mother Maria, and in the corners thereof 
thefe words, Miferemini met An, Ar. on 
the one part : and Parce mihi Domine on 
the other : both of them taken out of the 
leflbns of holy Joi read in the office of 
the Dead, by the former, entreating her 
friends to be mindful! of her Soul in their 
prayers, by the later, both afking pardon 
herfelf of God for her fins and offences, 
and putting them in mind to do the like 
for their own alfo. And fhe procured 
that every one of thefe Crofles fhould be 
made graines of S. Ignatius and the other 
four Saints canonized with him ; to the 
end that thofe her friends by doing fuch 
pious works as are appointed unto the 
enjoyers of those graines, might gain 
Indulgences both for her ibul and them- 
felves. 
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CHAPTER XXL 

Her Charity. 

1595- Saint Peter Prince of the Apoftles in 
' ^^' his firft Epiftles advifes Chriftians before 
all things to have and fhew mutual charity 
one to another amongft themfelves. jinte 
omnia autem mutuam in vobifmetipfes cha- 
ritatem continuem habentes. Saint Paul 
alfo exhorts to the fame : Super omnia 
autem hac charitatem babete : but above 
all thefe things have charity. And the 
things he there mentioned were, Mercy, 
Benignity, Humility, Patience, Modefty, 
and the like, adding withall immediatly 
that it is the Bond of Perfection Vincu- 
lum Perfectionis yT^^ binds and unites toge- 
ther 
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ther the Vertues there nam'd, and fo 
perfefts them and all others, that without 
it they cannot ftand, much lefs bring any 
man to perfedion. Tho' therefore I 
have already related many things con- 
cerning the charity of the Couniejfe to- 
wards many forts of people : yet now for 
concluiion I will add in this laft Chapter 
fome other things of the fame which will 
better manifeft to what perfedion flie 
came, both in that and other Vertues. 

And firft, to begin with the extenfion 
of her Charity : it was no wayes con- 
trafted, or limited either tothofe only of 
her own kindred, allies, neighbors, ac- 
quaintance, country or religion; but 
ftretch'd and dilated it felf to all forts of 
people whom fhe could conveniently help 
or fuccour any way ; relieving not only 
Englijhy Scotch J Irijhy and others of bor- 
dering nations, who fometimes had re- 
courfe unto her in their neceflities, but 
others alfo of far remote countries. An 
Indian maid being taken prifbner at fea, 
and fold for a flave to Dodor Lopez a 
Phyfitian then dwelling in Londonj and 
X afterwards 
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afterwards there put to death for fomc- 
thing intended, as was faid, againft the 
perfon of Queen Elizabethy being in 
danger, or at leaft in fear of receiving 
much damage to her foul by living in 
her mailer's houfe where flie faw the Jew- 
i/h ceremonies praftiCd, and was folicited, 
as it feems, to embrace them and leave 
the Chriftian Religion, flie found oppor- 
tunity by means of fome Catholicks na- 
tives of Portugal to manifeft her misfor- 
tune and mifery to the Countejfey who 
moved with compaffion, procured her 
deliverance from her mafter, received and 
harbor'd her in her own houfe for the 
{pace of almoft a year, until fafe means 
were found to convey her to BruffeUs in 
Flanders^ where fhe pretended to have 
fome friends and acquaintance of good 
worth. And all this was done upon the 
Count ejfe's charges and meerly out of cha- 
rity for the delivery of that helplefs foul out 
of the fpiritual danger fhe feem'd to be in. 
And not only to Catholicks as this 
woman was^ but to any of what Religion 
foever, fhe was ready to do all the good 
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fhe could, when occafion did require: 
yea even to Heretical Minifters, whom of 
all forts of people flie feem'd leaft to love, 
as efteeming them the Devil's chief in- 
ftruments in the fedudlion of fouls. For 
befides feveral courtefies which upon 
occafion fhe did to diverfe of the better 
fort of them ; never any of them came 
in neceflity to her whom fhe did not 
relieve. But becaufe neither they, nor 
any other fhould think it was out of any 
relpeft to their profeflion, fhe commonly 
would ufe thefe or the like words : It is 
not becaufe you are a Minifler that I 
give you this, but for God*$ fake becaufe 
you are a poor man, and in necefTity. 
And to one of them befides the dayly 
relief which fhe gave to him and his poor 
children all the time fhe remain'd in 
that place where he liv'd, for more than 
a year fhe beflow'd one fhilling every 
week upon him, with this condition that 
he fhould abflain from going to the 
Alehoufe and there offending God in 
diforder and drunkenefs : the which con- 
dition tho' he did not well obferve, yet 
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fhe never faird to perform what fhe had 
promifed out of a charitable defire to 
draw him by degrees from that bafe 
unworthy vice. 

Another thing worthy to be noted 
was, the willingnefe, and promptitude 
with which fhe performed her charitable 
deeds. For, importunity, nor much 
entreaty were fo little needful! to excite 
her to them, that fhe many times did 
them before they were demanded. And 
I have 'often known her leave her own 
meat, to go out of her own houfe to fick 
perfons who defir'd comfort from her. 
And how eafy fhe was to be drawn to 
any good deed will appear by the fol- 
lowing example. 

During the time of her Lord's Impri- 
fonment, and after his Condemnation 
when fhe only had that fmal allowance 
from the ^een mentioned before, fhe 
hired a little houfe at ASton Middlefex^ 
fix miles diflant from London^ and her 
charitable difpofition being known to the 
people of the country thereabouts, a cer- 
tain woman who dwellt at Hammerfmith 

three 
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three miles diftant from her houfe, come- 
ing to her upon fome occafion, told her 
of a poor woman who being in labour 
had great need of help, and intreated her 
to take the pains to go fee and comfort 
her: fhe had at that time no coach of 
her own, yet her charity was fuch, that 
at the entreaty of that mean woman fhe 
went along with her all the three miles 
on foot; and tho' flie found the poor 
creature fhe went to vifit in a place 
nothing fit for her to have entcr'd (for 
it was in the common open cage of Ham" 
merjmith that then flood in the midfl of 
the flreet which is the high road way to 
London) yet fhe refuf 'd not to go in, 
and flay all the time which was necefTary 
for the relief of that poor woman's mifery, 
altho' before her departure fhe did not 
fail to rebuke the indifcretion of the other 
for bringing her to fuch a publick and 
infamous place. 

But that which, in my judgment did 
render her charitable deeds more com- 
mendable at leafl in the fight of Gody 
was the defire fhe had to do them in the 
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^595- beft and moft perfed manner that flic 
could^ to wit : in fuch times, and occa- 
iions, as all circumftances confider'd, they 
might redound to the greater glory of 
God J and the good of fouls ; aftually re- 
ferring them to His honour, and chiefly 
for His love, and with all the fecrccy 
that poflibly flie could. For, tho' it 
could not be avoided but that many of 
them were known to many, yet her de- 
fire was to conceal them as much as 
might be, and in efi^eft ftie fo order'd 
the matter that the far greater part of 
the alms fhe beftow'd, was during her 
life known to very few, and many times 
not even to thofe on whome ftie beftow'd 
them: for ftie doing them purely for, 
the love of Gody did not defire that 
either they, or any one els ftiould take 
notice of them : neither did flie herfelf 
care to keep any memory of them, as I 
perceiv'd in fome occafions. For, in 
difcourfe afking her, how much money 
ftie had given towards a certain work in 
which ftie had dift>urf 'd great fummes, 
her anfwer was, that verily ftie did not 
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know, nor ever did nor would keep 
reckoning of fuch things as were fpent 
in the fervice of God, being affured that 
He would not forget to reward them, 
tho' flie had no care to remember them. 
And befides ihe was fb diligent in aAu- 
ally referring her charitable deeds unto 
the love of God^ that if upon the fuddain 
(he had done any out of meer compaflion, 
and not referr'd it according to her cuf- 
tome, in refleAing upon it afterward, ihe 
would efteem it as a fault, and as fuch 
accufe her felf thereof. 

The fecondary end of her charities, 
was the good of fouls. And therefore 
it was, that ihe was fo liberal towards 
the Society : becauie ihe conceiv'd that 
they did feriouily apply themfelves to 
that end according to their Inilitute. 
That was the motive of her relieving 
many of her poor neighbors in the 
time efpecially of their iicknefs, and of 
her viiiting others in the like occaiion. 

For ihe would then fpeak to that 
purpofe to them if there were any pro- 
bability of prevailing with them. That 
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likewife was the reaibn of taking in {bme 
poor aged people to her houfe, and there 
keeping and maintaining them with all 
things neceflary till their death, of which, 
as alfo of the death of others who had 
been made Catholicks by her means, ihe 
took no fmal joy. For they being then 
paft the dangers of this life, ihe was, as 
flie faid out of fear of their not per- 
fevering, in which fhe fhould ftill have 
remained had they liv'd longer and re- 
covered, as by experience fhe had feen 
and known (bme do, by reafon of the 
troubles and malice of thofe times. And 
for the fame reafon fhe fhew'd no lefs 
content when any yong children who by 
her means had been baptif 'd, dy'd be- 
fore they came to the ufe of reafon or 
capacity to fin, whether they belong'd 
any way to her felf, or not. When fhe 
was put out of her own houfe by Queen 
Elizabeth^ having hired another at the 
Spittle Without Bijhop-gate^ it fo hap- 
pened that a poor beggar woman was 
brought to bed under her garden wall, 
whom fhe defir'd after the relief of her 
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pains to be carefull about the chriften- 
ing of her child, and the poor woman 
alledging her want of mony in excufe, 
fhe promifed to defray the charge, when 
flie ihould have notice that it was done. 
Whereupon two of that woman's com- 
panions, carry'd the child to Stepney the 
Parifli' Church; but falling at variance 
by the way, that handled it betwixt 
them in fuch manner, that it was no 
(boner chriften'd, but giving up the 
ghoft it was fit alfo to be buried, which 
being done accordingly by the Minifter, 
the next day he brought a bill to the 
Countejfe of ten fliillings at leaft, for the 
chriftening and burying the beggar^s 
child, which tho' it was exorbitant and 
more than fhe promif'd (for fhe fpoke 
nothing of the burial) yet fhe was as 
willing to pay it as y* Minifler to re- 
ceive it, greatly rejoiceing that by her 
means that innocent foul was fafely got 
to heaven, which otherwife in all likely- 
hood would have been negleded, and 
fo perifhed. 

The lafl circumflance which made her 
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»595- charity moft perfeft and praifeworthy was 
' ^''' her conftancy and perfeverance therein. 
For it was not only by fits or fpurts that 
(he did praftife it, but continually every 
day in fomething or other from the be- 
ginning of her being Catholick to her 
very end. About half a year before flic 
dy'd fhe took into her houfe a yong 
Gentlewoman who defir'd much to be a 
member of God's Church ; but could not 
poffibly accomplifli it as long as flie re- 
main'd among her own kindred and 
friends who were moft ftifF Proteftants. 
She was fo folicitous of this poor Gentle- 
woman to have her placed in fome fervice 
after her own deceafe, where ftie might 
have means to continue in the Catholick 
Religion and be well inftruded therein, 
that not content diverfe times in her 
ficknefs to have fpoken to fome friends 
efFedually to that purpofe not half an 
hour before her death, ihe commended 
the fame to me very earneftly as alfo the 
fending over beyond fea a poor youth 
who feem'd to have a de/ire to be re- 
ligious, to the end he might there find 

means 
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means to execute his good purpofes. '|95- 
Both which were done according to her 
charitable deiire. And during the time 
of her loweft ebbe and leaft ability which 
was when flie liv'd upon the ^eerCs 
allowance (for the fpace of fix, or feven 
years) fuch was her defire of doing deeds 
of charity that ftie made ftiift even then 
to fpare one hundred marks or more 
every year for pious ufes, befides that, 
which fhe gave to ordinary poor peopkj 
who reforted to her houfe, or by accident 
fhe met with; and befides that which 
fhe fpent in medicins, falves, playfters 
and the like which fhe then alfo gave out 
of charity. 

Finally fuch was the abundance of her 
charity, that not fatisfy'd with what fhe 
did, fhe wifh'd and defir'd much more, 
and rejoiced as much to hear of any good 
done by others, which fhe could not do, 
as if fhe had done it her felf. And 
many times I have feen her, to my no 
fmal admiration, as glad when fhe hear'd 
of fome good fuccefTe which happen'd to 
perfbns that were meer flrangers to her, 

and 
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and again as much or more troubled 
with the news of their temporal lofles^ 
as if they had been her own. All which 
being evident arguments of her extra- 
ordinary charity, though they were not 
perhaps obferv'd by many, yet fo much 
was generally known thereof in the 
country where flie liv'd and dyed, that 
they feem'd to have final hope of feeing 
in their dayes her equal in that ; or any 
vertuous aftions. Upon which account 
not only the common people, and thofe 
of more moderate difpofition; but even 
Minifters and others who were more 
oppofit and contrary to her in perfwafion 
of Religion could not deny but that they 
thought flie was gone to heaven, and had 
a high feat of glory there. And if they 
had fuch an opinion of her, with much 
more reafon may Catholicks who knew, 
the integrity of her life here truely fet 
down, believe y* fame. And firmly 
hope that flie now enjoying everlafting 
happynefs, and nothing cool'd in her 
charity, by her holy prayers and in- 
terceflion may and will obtain for them 

of 
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of jilmighty God abundant grace to imi- 
tate her vertues here, that thereby at 
length they may come to be partakers 
of the glory which fhe poffefles in 
heaven.
